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FoBTT yean bxre elApsed since the third and con- 
cluding portim of s collection of utirical pieces ot 
poetiy, ntmallf in Scotland c^ed PasqnilB, iasaed 
&om the press. From the limited itnpreBsion and 
tike destination of the greater part of the copiea for 
private circnlation, they were speedily exhansted, and 
for many yeais past, complete sets, whraever they 
oceorred for sale, broagfat a ranch higher price than 
their size or merit might be supposed to warrant. 

Subsequently a variety of similar verses occasion- 
ally turned up, — and it having been suggested that 
a new edittoo, containing the original text, which 
was in many instances inaccorate, enlarged by addi- 
tional new matter, and accompanied by illustrative 
remarks and notes, mi^t be acceptable to those per- 
sona who take an interest in the relics of olden times, 
as tanding to throw some additional light upon the 
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VI INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 

histoiy of diasenBioiis which, for upwards of a cen- 
tury, so seriooijly affected the tranquillity of Scot- 
land, thu present Book of Paaquils la offered to the 
Public. 

In these satires there is great coarseness of expres- 
sion and bitterness of feeling, which may not be a 
recommendation to the general reader, but they can- 
not fail to interest the historical student, aa preserving 
valuable evidence of the state of popular feeling in 
the reigns of Gbarlea I. and his descendants, and aa 
illustrating the habita and morals of the people of 
Scotland for upwards of a century. Ru^;ed as the 
versification in many instances certainly is, there 
is in almost the whole of these Pasquils vigour and 
power, and not unfreqnently the aatire is cleverly 
pointed and merited. The only material rejection 
of pasquils contained in the volumee originally 
printed, are some indelicate attacks on the Bev. 
David Williamson, a divine who was bold enough to 
encounter matrimony seven times, and an elegy on 
the death of the £rst Duke of Argyle, omitted for its 
great indecency. But in a work relating to a remot« 
period, calculated to supply matter illnatrstive of the 
state of ScotUmd during very turbulent times, and 
to elucidate passages in its dril and religioas history 
during the seventeenth century, suppression of pas- 
sages and epithets otherwise objectionable could not 
be justified. 

The first article of the collection is taken &om 
the Bannatyne MS. It is a satire upon tJie want 
of faith in the fair sex, and has never previously 
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heea printed. Sunilwr productions mi^t have 
f(dknr«l, bat thor introdnctioa would hare extended 
tbe inwk &r beyond the limita originally contem- 
plated, and exdaded the prindpal object in view, 
iriiich WM to odlect together tlioae fugitive and 
craneacent pieces which, although now existing only 
in wamiBrrqit, at one period, no doubtj were drenlated 
in the gniae of sin^e sheets, denominated broadsidea, 
■■d vere scattered over the ootmtry vith a lavish 
hand during the contest betwixt the Episcopalians and 
the Covenanters, vhich originated in the ill-judged 
attempt of Archbishop I^nd to force tiia Serrioe 
Book upon the denisens of North Britain. A very few 
of these broadaidee, believed to be unique, are still 
preserved in Sir James Balfour's collection of State 
Pliers in the Library of the Facalty of Advocates. 

Hie veraea relating to these times are generally 
interesting, — neither are those less so which followed 
iqMO the restoration of Episcopacy in 1660, and the 
nfMidiatiiiKi of the Solemn League and Covenant. After 
tite Bevc^atioo, when William of Orange patronified the 
doefarinee c^ Calvin, the tables were again tamed, and 
the Jacobites oooaoled themselves by libelling the 
Monarch who had saved them &om Papal supremacy, 
and by abusing those eminent persons who had aided 
him in a measure which, however unpalateable to the 
advocates of the divine right of kings, had the bene- 
fidal effect of saving the monarchy. Specimens of 
these effiiaioiu form not the least valuable portion of 
the present volume. 
Hie " p«irfervidum ingeniuni Scotorum," may ex- 
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plam the lore the lutioa had for satiric&l ballads and 
Bonge — & paiaion iriudi may be tniced to a iemot« 
data. A .paaqomade by the Scots upon Edvard I. 
was tho cause of the dreadful vengeance liiat. mon- 
ar(^ took upon the unlucky dtusenaof Berwick. The 
defeat of his efTendnatc son at Bannockbum produoed 
tnses in decaion vS the .conquered. Unfortunately 
aH that remuu in both instances are fragmnits. 
- Many admirable spedmens o£ satire occur in Dnn- 
bar, who may fairiy take his place as one of Uie 
greatest poeta <^ his native' land. Sir David Lynd- 
say's satire of the Three Estates, btJdly given to the 
world at. a .period whea its Author mi^t have 
suffered for his c^ibiona, ocmtains paaaages of great 
eoarsenesa ; — but to bhia chaige-even the great reformer 
himself is obnoxious, aa those .readers who have 
penised his reasoning with the Abbot of Grosraguel 
must be perfectly aware. Lyndsay sowed the seeds 
ef that reformation, which gradually germinated, and 
which, under the fiisterisg ct^e of Knox and his 
associates, came to maturity, and latterly spread 
almost over all Scotland. 

The same monarch who patronised Sir David 
Lyndsay, nearly got himself into trouble with his 
uncle, Uenry the Eighth, for certain libels and ballads 
alleged to have been written against him by some of 
his Scotch subjects. James condescended to address 
Lord Wbarton, the Warden of the West Marches 
between En^and and Scotland, on the subject, and in 
a letter to that nobleman, expressed his disbelief 
of the verity of the accusation. But in a Uter epistle 
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(rf the same noiurch, addiesBed to the Bubop of 
T^iwfaff, fail Majeaty evidently Bad arrived at a 
difinent concliuton, as he intimated to hk Lordship 
Aat he wonld take every roeaaure in his power to find 
out the authora, and would put down the drculation 
of tlie libela in every way he conM devise. Both of 
theae lettera, wM^ are preserved among the Cot- 
tnnian manoacripta in the British Museum, will be 
fonnd in the Appendix. 

At m. later date tiie publication of Hbellons verses 
agaia formed the subject of complaint, and govern- 
ment interfered, especially pointing out two of the 
moat oSwBve, "Paaculos," and "The Bair." Ah no 
capias of theae have come down to posterity, their 
natsiecan only be guessed at,butthat "PascnlnB"ifl 
just the Scotch word Pasquil latinised can hardly be 
doubted. In Zedlei's Universal Lexicon there is this 
definition of the word Pasquil, "a paper written by a 
concealed author ammo Infamandt, accusing a party 
of a crime which would result in ' infamia ' or Iota of 
honour in the person accused." 

King James VL bad so great a dislike to compoei- 
ticHU of this kind, that he euppressed them on every 
occasion when he had the meaJis of ao doing. Shortly- 
t&fn ha accession to the English throne, a flight of 
arrows sharply pointed was directed from Scotland 
against bis Majesty's En^isfa subjects, intended, as he 
tiionght, to perpetuate the bad feeling which had 
previoualy existed between the two nations. With the 
view of extinguiafaing any further abuse of the kind, 
he, with consent of Parliament, passed the curious 
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act which will also be found in the Appendix, and 
which hae been dimnteired frma the valuable but 
cumbrous edition of the Scotish Statutes, published 
under the authority of Parliament, by the late Thomas 
Thomson, Esq., Deputy Clerk Register. 

Neither did James allow foreigneia to indulge in 
satires, where the honour and d^nity of Scotland vaa 
asstuled. Of this there is a singular instance in the 
case of a Pole, by name SterooTios, who was capitally 
punished for having ventured to defame the Scotish 
nation. It appears that Stercovius had been induced 
to visit Scotland, where he met with anything but a 
hospitable reception. His retaining the costume of 
his country exposed him to derision, as we leam from 
a scarce poem, entitled a " Counter Cuff to Lyeimachus 
Nicanor,"* where it is stated thai: — 

" Hither he came, clade all in antique sort, 

Where, seen in streets, the subject of a sport 

He Hoone became to childiah gtuers, who. 

With skriecbs and clamours, bias him to and fro, 

Till forced be was with shame and speed to pack him, 

And to bis feet and loathsmne cabin take him." 

As might be expected, on returning home, he penned 
and published "A L^;end of Reproaches" against 
the nation by which he had been insulted. The fiEtct 
of publication having come to the eats of King James, 
he was at great puns to procure the punishcient of 
the enraged satirist, and in this he was successful 
This vindictive act is said to have cost the King the

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large snro of six hundred pounds sterling; but in 
what way it was expended ia not eaey to imagine, 
unlem bribery of foreign officials waa resorted to. 

This earn hie M&jeeby very ingeniously tried to 
impose upon the Boyal Borgha of ScotJand; and 
there is preeerred in the ChaiteiOieet of the City 
<rf Edinhorg^ an extract of a decreet of the Lords of 
the Secret Cooncil, dismisHii^ tiie claim : their Lord- 
ships having adopted the views mged by the Burghs, 
diat they "can nawyse be Judges Competent to 
cognosce on this caus, in respect the same is foundit 
upon the payment of uie soume of money and not 
nponn ane fyae for miy lyot conutit be tbame, and 
thairfore shouhl be remitat to tlie Judge-ordiner ; and 
&rder, it was allegit be the saidia comminioaaris, that 
the said actioun was foundit up(m ane impositionn 
upon the bnrrowis of this reahne, being ane of the 
three estates of this kingdome, without the consent of 
the saidis estatia, quhilk could nawyse be done hot be 
ane generall conventioun of the same, or ane Parlia- 
ment, and thairfore that the saidis Lords of Secrete 
Counsaill sonld be nawyse Judges Competent in this 
matter." Accordingly, their Lordships "findis and 
decluris that they are nawyse Judges in the said 
Cans, and thairfore hare remitted and remittee the 
decisions thairof to the Judge Competent," 

In the poem from niiich we have already made an 
extract, Stercovius' libel consisted of: — 

" A legend of reproaches stofTt with ties, 
Wh bold to print and vent those calamniefl 
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AgBinrt the Scota, their mannecB, and thm faiue, 

Of porpoae to obecore their splendid name, 

In all that Easterae clTiue and tract of ground. 

Where Bquadrooa of our natioD did abound ; 

Whence some choice men of aura did take in band, 

To Bupplieat the Princea of that land. 

Their wrong for to radrene, m with great pains. 

Gnat aearch, and length of time, their point thef gaine, 

For all raate TeUon^ aUtca, the Sprtieh, the Dan, 

Di«patoh, and anne with power some trustie man, 

StercoviuB to pnisue in any ground, 

Take and arratgne him where be may be found, 

Which ia with great turmoil and travell done : 

Fet things well Bct«d are performed eoone. 

For this the Fox banted from bole to bole. 

At length U catob't and unreaoWd did thole 

Hia bead's diTorce, which from his bodj fell 

Low to the groond : hia aonl I cannot t«ll 

Which way it went, for moat nnworthle I 

That should into the Eternal's secreta pry. 

Every effort haa been made to procure thia satire oF 
Stercovins, thus proved to bare been priDted, but with- 
out success. It is not hovever impossible that a solitaiy 
copy may one of theeo days turn up unexpectedly. 
It is interesting to learn tfa&t at the particular date of 
the libel, 161ft, there were "Equadrons" of the Scotch 
nation abounding in Poland, and probably scattered 
over the Teutonic statee. Gennimy was a place of re- 
fuge during the religious bumings of Mary Tudor, and 
one branch of the unfortunate race of Kuthven found 
protection there, after the unexplained mystery called 
the Oowrie conspiracy compelled those of the name 
to fly from Scotland. 
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The individiul by wluwe active exertions princi- 
pally Stetcovins was broo^t to execatioQ, was Patrick 
Gordon, wiio At that time was the King's rendent 
in Poland and anthor of the bistoiy of " The Valiant 
ftmce," written in heroic verse, and printed at Dort 
1615, 4to. It is not unlikfiy that this gentlenua got 
no s&all portion of Ute six hundred pounds atu'lin^ 
which his M^asty asserts was expended in getting 
Has onfoitanate Pole put to death. He nuy have 
beeo tlie distributor of the money araongsC the judi-- 
eial fanctioiiaries abroad, taking care to keep, after the 
modero pariiamenbary fashion at electtons, no incon- 
siderable portion to himself — as the first Eaii of 
Breadalbane ia believed to have done with cash paid 
by the En gl'^b Goveniment to him to pacify the High- 
Wd dueftains. It is some satisfaction to think that 
his sapient Majesty was unable to recover the sum from 
the Boyal burets, and that the Lords of the Privy 
CoQiunl, who at that timehadaaort of joiisdictionin 
sacfa natten, wen bold euou^ not to coantenance 



In July 1618 Thomas Boas or Boiss, a son of the 
deceased John Boss of Graigie, oomposed a Thesis in 
I^tin which he caused to be published, and proposed 
to defend before the TJniversitiea of Oxford, Cam- 
bridgi^ Paris, " and other places," the object of which 
was is " ten aeveral abominable articles," to shew the 
propriefy of expelling all Scotchmen fnsn England, 
exeeptJQg the King, "his sone, and ane verrie few 
otheris.* Tliis Thesis he affixed " upotm die Marie 
kirk doora upon a Thursday, as ^ people were 
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skaitling fre the Bennone, and » Doctor Oodweoe, 
Vice-ChanceUoor of the UniTersitie of Oxford, was 
coming out of the Kirk, to the intent the samyn 
micht Im pnblicklie red and disperdt amangst his 
majeetieB Bubjects of England." 

It thus would appear that the act, if criminal in. 
reality, was committed in England, where undoubtedly 
it ou^t to have been t^ed, and there is no arerment 
in the indictment that it was in any manner connected 
with Scotland, excepting that it proposed to eject 
Scotsmen from England : neidier was it averred that the 
Thesis was put up at any of the Scotish Universities. 
Nevertheless the Author, who admitted what he had 
done, was tried before the Court of Jnsticiary ia 
Scotland upon the 20th of August fallowing, and was 
convicted; " the Assyee having rypelie and at length 
advyset therewith, together with the villaiiious and 
infamous Pasqnell or Thesis and damnable appendices 
subjoined tbairto ; his judicial confeesioun and acknow- 
ledging thairof," <&c. Sentence was delayed until the 
1 0th of September following, perhaps with the view of 
ascertaining the wishes of the King aa to the punish- 
ment, whidi was that the youth should be taken to 
the CroBB of Edinbui^h, and there, upon a scaffold, 
have first his right hand struck off, next be deci^itate4f 
his head to be " set upone ane ime prick, upone the 
Nether-fioli-Poit ; and his said ridit hand to be also 
affixit upone the West Port (£ the said Bui:gh of 
Edinbuq^" which humane sentence was duly carried 
into execution. 

The object in transferring Kobs from an English to 
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a Sootiah Crimiiul Court is pkin enough. It iras not 
prob&ble that he would be convicted by an English 
jnrj, whereas a Scotish one would have no scraples 
on the sahject. The eapient Monarch conaeqaentty 
did not choose to Tun the risk of any acquittal, and 
althong^ the pabhcation of the Thesis, or Paeqnil as 
the jniy tenn it, wbb at Oxford, the victim was 
dragged to Edinbnr^, taied there, convicted and 
mordflied by foim of lav. 

No copj (A the Thesis can now be found, the one osed 
on the trial with the reasons appended, after being 
considered by the jury, was returned to the Lord 
Advocate So, like the satire of Stercovius, the Thesis 
of Roes has also disappeared, and can only be found 
in the moon, where, as the Italian poet says, things 
lort on the eartii niiifonnly go. 

The Boorces from which the Fasqnils in thb volume 
have been derived, are mentioned in the pr^tory 
naoaAs prefixed to each article. To Sir James Balfour 
of Deumylne, the Lord Lyon, we are chiefly indebted 
fiw the eariy portions of the contents of the volume. 
He WIS a Presbyterian, and consequently inimical 
to Episcopacy, which may account for his preserv- 
ing so very carefnlly, the scandalous, and for the 
most part, unjust attacks upon the Bishops, many of 
whom wcav eminent for tfieir piety, learning, and 
virtoe. But th^i as now partiaanship has the singular 
and imiform ^ect of creating blindness, and although 
Sir James was a worthy man and a staunch upholder 
of the monarchy, his perceptions were too much 
by his defective vision, as he eonld only 
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BM what -ma- progressiiig by the aBBtatoiice of Cova- 
luating Spectacles. 

A similar remark may be nude aa regards Kobert . 
Uylne, from whose Manuscripts the greater part of 
the concluding portion of thi« rolmne has been taken. 
An uncompromising adherent of the House of Stewart, 
he had no sympathy with its pohtical opponents, of 
aoiie of whom he was Inclined to speak welL Some 
accoont of his life wiU be found in the Appendix. 
That so little is now known <J one who was held in 
estjination by the learned men of his time, shews the 
vanity of all sublunary things, and proves — if proof 
wore requisite — that the lapse of a very few yeara 
removes all remembrance of persons who figured in 
their day as eminent in their various vocatioDS. 

Since the text was finished there has been found in 
a volume of the State Papers from Denmylne, now in 
the library of the Faculty of Advocates, a pasquil 
which had previously escaped notice, in coosequence 
of the defective state i^ the catalogues of Manuscripts 
preserved in Ukat very valuable but neglected collec- 
tion. As it was too late to be put in its proper 
place, the Editor has inserted it at the end of these 
remarks. The date most be previous to the jrear 
1639, as Wentworth is caUed by Uiat name, and not 
l:^ that of Stafford, which title he obtained in March 
1639, when at the same time he was made a Knight 
<£ the Garter. He was introduced as an Earl to the 
House of Lords 18th April following, that ti to say, 
1610, the year then cconmencing on the 25th of March 
jtreoeding.

4b>, black letter, 29th AngoBt 1653. A work of vhicb only a 
few cc^tiea can now be fonnd, and Taltnble for ita having 
beoi written in " the Vulgar Timgue." 

Patrick Adsnuon, a native ot Perth, a man of cnltivated 
mind, waa made ArcbUebop of St Andrews in llio year 
1576. In Sir John Graham DaMel's Scctiih Poema at the 
Sixteentb CeDtmy, there haa been printed a oontemporaiy 
MS- eallad tbe I^end of tbe Archbishop of St Andrewa, a 
moet acandalooB production. It has tbe initials R S. at the 
end, meaning perhaps Robert Semple, the author of tbe 
Teetament of King Henrie Stewart, which was printed by 
Lekpnrik, at Gdinbotgh, ahc^ly after the miuijer ot that 
ill-fated youth. Adamaon died in tbe year 1591. After his 
dMth the rente of the Archbishopriok were pocketed by tiie 
Duke of Lennox, and a succeeaor was not appointed until 
ie06, when George OLadstanee or Qledatanee was translated 
fnnn Gaitbne« to St Andrews.

One of the exoelleiit penons libded wae Bishop Wedder- 
bom, a natiTe of Dundee, who ttndied tat eome time ^ther in 
Oiftad or Cambridge. He wag a prebendai; of White- 
ditnch, in tlie Dioceae of Wells in 1631, mbBeqnentlf 
PiufiHur of Dirini^ at St Andrews and Bishop of Dunldd. 
After his depceiti<Hi he returned to England, where he died 
the next year, and waa bniied in the Cathedral Churdt of 
Canterborf, with the following InacriptioD on his grave- 
stone, within the chapel of the YirgiD Mary ; —

SydserfF was succcwively Bishop of Brechin and Galloway.' 
He waa depoeed by the Ulasgow Aeseoibly, but, upon 
the Restoration, was translated to Orkney. He was the 
only ScolJsh Bishop that nuviTed the Restoration. He died 
in Edinbuish in 1663. His body lay in et&te in St Giles's 
Chmcb, and a foneral Bermon wu preached on the occasioD 
by Hr William Amiau. 

The Bish<^ was the father of the rersatile and clovor 
Thtmias SydserfF, autlKa- of a comedy called " lamgo's Wiles, " 
1668, 4to, which was snoceasful in London, and which is 
. highly eulogized in the curious litUe volume entitled " Govent 
Oarden Drollery." He was the compiler of the Mercuriu* 
Cakdotiivt — the first newspaper printed in Scotland, and 
(d which a complete set, fonoing a small 4to volume, will 
be fonnd in the Library of the Faoul^ of Advocates. 
During the great Civil War he was a valuable adherent of 
the monarchy ; for, assuming varioue di^guiaca, he travereed 

■ SydoerCr was a man of learning and probity. He was 
unpopular for his exertioot to introduce the liturgy, and 
was nearly mnrderad on the streeta of Edinburgh by an 
infuriated rabble. His pupil. Lord Traquair, coming to his 
asaiitance, was soon in as bad a plight at the Bishop, 
the multitude shouting out, to his Lordship's infinite horror, 
"God defend those that defend God's causef God confound 
the sarvice-book, and all the maintainers of it!" Both the 
Peer aod the Bishop would have been torn to pieces had 
assistance not been procured.

IiiBi wbikt engaged in the Theatre; 

Sydserff dom not appear to have reaped much, if any, 
pecuniary lecMnpenw for his eervioee, and it is not nn- 
iikelj that he shared the same fate wiQi hundTeda who had 
deroted their enei^ee to the canae of tlie Stewarts, and 
who nCTO' obtained any rectHnpence for having been so 

Jtrim Qnthrie, the Bishop of Moray, was an excellent 
and beatevolent person. Having a fine estate, which cane . 
to him I7 descent, he was independent in hisdrcomsttuicee, 
and the loss of his Bisboprick, as affecting his pecuniary 
resoorces, did not matter much. He incurred the resentmeat 
d the I^ns folk becanse he had in 163S preached ui a 
nrplice befote the King a sennon, in the High Chnich of 
Edinbor^ He was ordered by the Glasgow Aaaembly to 
make a pobiic repentance in the Metropolis for this enormity, 
tuider penalty oi exconunnnicalion. Not chooung to admit 
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aith€r die kathority of the Axembly, or the hanonaneM of 
his offence, he refused to obej the Zealots, who deponed him. 
The noaeaarj conseqneiice was, he mfFered the pwtltj 
of fail disobedience, which, as it did not touch his person, 
OT materiallj affect bis pocket, vaa of no consequence 
whsteTer. He held the See from 1623 until liia depodtion ' 
in 1688. He then took up hia abode in Spynie CasQe, bnt in 
1640 was forced to sarTender it to Colonel Monro, and 
retire to his own honae of Guthrie, in the pariah of Arbroath 
and conntj of Fw&r, when he died peaceaUy before 
the lieetoration.

He had been 
previonaly a Jeanit, bnt, "hearing of Ood'a w(»dei{al work, 
wakened in conaciance," and made a poblic oonleoion "of 
hii apoatacie " in the Qreat Kirk of Edinburgh,* upon the 
24th of Angoat, before a ciowdad and delighted aodienoe. 
To giva additional ust to the exhibitioo, tike Ber. Andi'ew 
Kamaay commenced by preaching upon tlie text, " Cone out 
of Babel"a bttle before "to make way" for AbemeUiie') 
confeaaioii and abjuration of poperie. Waa thia ci-derant 
Jeanit any relation of the prelate! 

The Biiihop cf CaiUmeM w** in leSOinolndedby Jantee VI. 
in the letter of oommiaaion pMaed under the Great Seal of 
Scotland for the purpoee of abating an evil which had ariaen 
by "impionti and wicked men " guilty of uffenoea oognicant by 
the Ecclaaiaatical Comt, appealing to the Lordi of Connci] 
and Seaiiwi by auapenaion and adTooation, thereby delaying 
"their tryell and pnuisbment. " Thia cununisaioa conferred 
the power of trying all " oOender* in doctrine, life, or religion, 
or any of theae holden to be icaadaloua," and gave ample 
power to pnnilh all attempta to fruatrate its efficacy.

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SATIRE ON THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT 
GLASGOW, 1638. 



The following violent puqnU ou the Rlaogow Awembly 
WW jninted for Ute first time in the Scots Hagadne for 
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Febmar; 1807, witb Ihu notice prefixed :—" This cnrioua 
piece waa obligiuglf tnuamitted to oa, by » litersrj 
gentleman of the 6r8t eminence, ■ who found a copf, 
probably the onlj one which eiista, written on the blank 
leaves of an esrlf edition of Che Bruce, in a hand of 
the middle of tlie 17th centoij. It was probaUj com- 
posed by Mr Thomaa Forrester, Episcopal minister of 
Melroee, a man of considerable hmnour, who was deposed 
b7 the AsBembly in 1638 on account of varioiiB alleged 
Crimea, of which the chief was doubtless his attach- 
ment to prelac;, and to the toyal caose. Milne, in his 
' DescripUoD of the Parish of Melroee,' pp. 88, 41, ezpreflsea 
bis surprise that a Satire, which made so much nraae in ita 
daj, should not have been noticed and preserred by succeed- 
ing writers. He had searched in rain for a copy. ■ The 
piece is well worthy preeerration, having much satirical and 
fordble ezj«enion. We have added a few notes, collected 
from Uie history of the times, to iUnstfate the leading 
characters mentioned in it. " Several errors occnrred in the 
transcriptioii, which have been corrected, by collation with 
an MS. antograph of Bobert Hylne, Uie well-known Soota^ 
Bibliomaniac, who died in December 1717, on his birthday, 
M the odvonoed age of one hundred and three yeoiB.* 

In the year 1724, there was printed " An account of Uie 
proceedings of the General Assembly at Glasgow, 1638. 
Taken verbatim from a letter written by one of the Members 
present to his Brother in the country." There is a note 
appended, mentioning that the tract is the "copy of a letter 
which a Reverend Divine of tliis church, now deceased, 
foond among his fathers papers, also a minister of the 
church, who liv'd in the time of our first distnrbonoe ojidw 
E. Charles I."

At 
tfaeootaet the Horqnis of Hamilton, the King's Conutunoner, 
joopoeed that before anj appointment of a Moderator, "the 
oommkaianB BhonM be try^d." fiut this did not pteaae the 
"Lord of London," who contended " that there behoved to 
he a aettled judicatory before the commianonB could be tCTod, 
and no aetUed indicatory, till Uie moderator was choaen." 
Iteenpon a "achoUr," peihape the writ» of the letter, 
answered, thatthe trial of lite axmnivionerBBboald go first, 
becsnae both Uie order ot natnre, and the order of lawful 
proeednre reqniied that tlie canae ahould precede and 
go before the effect As the " tryed oommigBionerB " are 
tlw canse at the moderator'a lawful election, the comminiona 
nqnired to be acmtinized fint 

Reference was made to the poeribility of falaehood and 
treachvy if the commiaiona were not tried before, but 
after, the election of the moderator, and distinct reference 
waa made to certain piacticee of a diareputable nature 
ariabg " boat the anbomationa of the Tablei at Edinburgh." 
Lord Loudon not bdng able to answer thia objectioD 
"remained Bbmeaiiu" bat as he had the great majority 
"Stiuoii behorol to yeild onto WiU, the master to tiw 
aerraut," and the Peer carried all before him. 

This reacdntion was protested against by hia Majesty's Com- 
misioner, but his proteat waa diaregiuded. Those present 
proceeded to elect a moderator, and Mr Alexander Hender- 
aon, was choaen with tiiefull cfmsoit of all, "yet there was 
some" BGCtet murmnring agunst "him that he smelled 
■ometiiing (rf popoy, — becauae he was unmarried." The 
worthy modeistor t^logiied for his living in single bleesed- 
nen, and declared that " he never thoo^t virginity to be 
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a Tiitae, but that marriage is hononrable in all, and the 
married life is far to be preferred before the mn^e," neitiier 
" oould he wdl alloir of St Paul's preferring the tingle life 
to the married," "ae for himself, he proteetad it was 
t^ coldness of his complexion Uiat debarred him fnxn the 
felidt; of mairiage, and that if he were able 'solrere 
debitoro,' he ehonld not be lo long nnmarried after this, as 
Lntlier was when he came out of the cb;8ter." The 
BuggeeldoD that before a man could competently become 
Moderator in a Qenwal Assembly, he must be mamed, is 
amndcg; it no donbt arose out of the celibacj of the 
Roman Cstliolic Priests, and a mistaken apprehension, that 
it was not from " VifiiiDifuUurz,"batfromBii inclinSition to 
popeiy, that Henderson was afraid to take to himself a 

The choice of a Clerk came nert before the Asganblj, 
(^a^4n — ' / when Mr James Saodilands was rejected because be came 
rf i<^ <^ from "that nnaauctifled place" Aberdeen, aitd Archibald 
Johnston was chosen. Ttus election was also ineffectnallj 
protested against bj the Royal Commissioner. The in- 
dividnal chosen was the fitmons Jcdmston of Warriston, 
whose portrait has been nsnally painted, according to the 
political prejodioea of those who delineate him. The 
Covenantera calling him a saint, and the Royalists a 
sinner. He wis diosen "not for any eioeUence in hia 
pcraon, but as he ie come of an holy race, as being one of 
Rachel Ainot, her posterity, that biased Saint, whoae 
' posterity for her oanse will be blessed onto the tbonsaitdth 
generation." "In a note the writa explains tJist this 
woman was the bunons head d all mobs, and grandmother 
to JohustOD, who was nnde to the late Bidiop of Saturn 
(finmet)." Eliiiibetb, the mother of Warriston, was a

Even in 1626, 
when the king bron^t forward hia acheme for the levoc*- 
tkm of tithea and ofaurch landa, Londoon, with LMd Botbea, 
w«mt to London, and petitioaed, tfaon^^ without effect, 
)^inat that moMnre. ^um two were always employed in 
preaenting the Tarioai Tefonaentationa and sapplicationa which 
were afterwaida made to the king on the mbject of &e liturgy 
and Perth artiolM. Londoon waa one of tiiaae nnployed 
in 1637 to draw np the compUint againat the Iriahopa 
and when, after repeated remonatiaacee, the Commiaaionei* 
were at length admitted before &e connoil, he made a long 
■peech, ennmerating all the grierancea which Scotland had 
anffered, and declaring that, tar from mbmitting to be bied 
by tlte'Biahopa, he coold prove them guilty of the moat ahock- 
ing Crimea. Whm Charloi wsa compelled by hia diaastera in 
England to throw himself in the arma of the Sootiah Par- 
IJBment, he made I^mdon Lord Chaooallor. Hia Majeai^ 
having been afterwards ndnoed to the hut extremity, he 
waa one of thoee that presented the petition calling «pon 
him to tde the Oovenaat ; at which time he is said to have

Lord Bafanerino oouctured in all the meamirea of the other 
Lorda, and particularly in a petition irhich was to have been 
preaented to the King in 1633, bat waa ntppreeaed from the 
fear of offending hia Hajegty. This petition lumng been 
found in fialmerino's poaaeuiou, a criminal proceu waa opened 
againrt him, and, by the casting vote of tile f^ori of Traqoair, 
he wai oondemned to die. Bat, " it waa resalved, either to 
■et him at liberty, or to revenge hia death on the Court and 
fflght jurymen;" which, Traqnair learninjt procured hia 
pudon. TliiB tranaaction, by irritating the Coraiaiitera, 
and by showing them their atroigth, proved highly injnrioua 
to the Royal cauae. 

Archibald Lord Lome, afterwarda Marqnia of Argyle, waa 
much slower in declaring himaelt. He continued long • 
member of Council, though he ia auppoaed to have made 
aecret remonstrance* againit the impradent meaanrea of the 
Coart But in 103S, when the General Aeeemhly determined 
to ait, notwithstanding their being diaaolved, this nobleman 
agreed, though not a member, to continue a witneat to their 
proceedings, which t^e Assembly conaider«d "aa the greateat 
human enconragement they conld meet with," bnt which 
oucBsioaod a complete breach between him and the C-onrt 
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Prieste, Lords, Judges, darks of toima, 
Prood citizene, poor country douDS ;

David DifiHon waa a popular pieaoher. It it Raid that 
an En^idi Merchant, who heard him at Irrine, where he waa 
Uiniater, " dncribed him aa a well-faToared proper old man, 
wiili a long heard," who showed him all his heart, for he 
was bued tfx treating of all " oaoea at eaaadiaioe." He waa 
author of a " ebort explanation of the Epiatle of Paul to the 
HdjrewB," which waa printed by Edward Babane, at Aber- 
deen 1635, 12mo. Hr Dickson, moreover, got np a flirtatiim 
wilii flie mnaes, which reBoIted in the bijrUk of a " Divine 
Poeoi,*' " on Chriitian Love," reprinted at the beginning of 
tibanextoentoiy^. HenompoaedaeveraltiieologioallYeatises. 
He died in 1662.* Wodrow, in hii Aiialeot«,t has preserved

One day a hogHhead of wine was sent to the Collie for 
Mr Dickson, but as it had not been ordered by him, hecauaed 
it to be put aside. Shortly after a gentleman called, who 
waa received with much courtesy and was treated with 
a glass of ale, which the strange ffoatij commended, but 
asked if there waa no wine in the house. Mr Ditikson 
BBJd there was, and mentioned how it came there, ilia 
visitor eaid he bad sent it, Mid aaked if he remembered of 
being robbed of a purse, with four oc five hundred meito, 
years before. His beet " minded" the drcumstance. The 
gentleman said he was the man ; that be had followed th» 
advice given ; had traded and been aacceaaful, and that he 
now returned the money taken, with interest 

But of the trio, Mast«r Andrew Cant was the moot 
popular ; Henderson and Dickson were men of talent and 
learning, but Cant's opinions were held in mora esteem by 
tite lower clMses. Itefercnoe has previously been made to 
the aoconnt of the Glasgow Assembly of 1638, and the picture 
there presented of the reverend gentleman's eloquence and 
acqiiirementeiatoogrA}jiictobeomitt«d. Mr David Mitchell, 
an Edinburgh olergymen, having been accused of Annini- 
anism. Cant was deeired by the Assembly to state his views 
vn the point. He very "gmvely and modestly did excuse 
himself in that matter, that there were many more leuiwd 
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Uuui he toi^teftkof that matter; f6rl,"attitfahe, "hare been 
otherwiw eiercLMd than in reading Aiminius't leneti; for 
after I lutd spent acHne yean in the College of Abeideen, I 
waa pnHDOted to be a doctor (i.e., nsher) nf_tlm ff rummar- 
■ehool dure, and in the meantime 1 did read Becanna his 
Tbeolog;." Iloe was one sittiog beeide himwho lonched 
biffl on the dbow, and told him Beeanu* was a Jatdl, 
and that be dtonld bare said Bucania. He cmT'd the whole 
Attembh/ pardon, that be should have named a Jestdt, and 
jvotcBted that " be never read three lines either on Jenil 
or anf other Fopigb writer ; jea," oontiniied he, " I abhor 
these men whom thej call the Falhert, fw one told me, 
who heard it of Mr Cbarlea Ferme, that the; smell'd too 
much of Papery. Bucamu have I stndied, and srane Bngiwh 
Htsniliat, bnt above all, I owe all I bare to the most 
Rererend Mr Cartwright (the great English Apostle of 
Presbyterjin the reign of Qneen Elizabeth.) I would hare 
studied Mt CahWi InstitntionR, bnt I fonnd them some- 
what harsh and obscnie to be understood." That is to saj, 
obanrea the writer, he did not nnderstaDd Latin, for Calvin 
writes in a plain, iutelligiUe style, and bis Latin is as 
r^ned as anj work in that langnage this 1600 Tears; 
Cant next disclosed the atartUng fact that "when I 
shoald bare studied most, I had snch a prick in my flesh, 
that I bebored either to marry (ht bom, being of a com- 
plexjcm quite contrary to our moderator's." Here the 
narrator exidains that this " may easily be bdieved if what 
is reported of him be true — viz., that be begot his son Hr 
Andrew i^n a Sunday betwixt his forenoon and afternoon 
aermons." "Therefore, moderator, I request yon to seek 
some other's judgment conceniog that, for Popery, Armm- 
amtm, and the Alcoran are all alike known to me-" The 
modest Henderson must have blnshed to the ears, at this 
candid aduuasion of Cant's heat of body, especially when the 
orator contrasted it with his own coldness of temperament. 
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Wodrow obaenoB that tlie " maliguuito" called GuLt om 
of tiie Apoatlea of Ote Corenant." 

ABtiUmorerictionloaB, bnt moreezcimbleappmuicowaa 
made bj the enlightened oonmuBsoaer of Forfar, a mendsr 
otaoUa, aotofaoQlB. Hededatedthat, tfaooghamanofHiudl 
teuning, he had, by rirtue of " Preebjrterial conunianon," aa 
" gnat a power to speak and decide matters as anj that 
hath impontion of h^wds from a Biabw, OcooenuiuE Ariaa-^ 

itiiii"— MHPPnnfthaAihitiiwiy Arminittiiinii — tiBramnwH, "T 

know Bot how yon call it ; bot irhea I ma is EiJIand baj- 
tag leather, in c«der to mj rocatioii, there was one Banui' 
vtld who was arraign'd and beheaded ; I asked what was 
tbefonlt? TbeTBaidhewasfoundguiltyaf Amuniaiunnuid 
frwoMn against the State. 8o,iiinij jndgment, Aimimaniam 
is IVeasonagsinft theCoveoast, anddfleerTea tobepnniaiiied 
with deadi." Luektty, m the Aveubly had not ^wer to 
order HitchelTt eiecntioe, ibt meoibera nxrtlj oontented 
theouelyea with depiiving him of hia benefice, althoogk titaj 
knew as little about AnmaiaaiBm aa they did about tm» 
Chnstiaoity. The author of tbe acoount of the Asumblj 
■nerta that tbe real cause of tJae dqiriTatioii was, that HiteheU 
bad given oCeiioe to the pious and pure Earl of Sothes. 

Andrenr Cant, the yonnger, did not follow in the foot- 
steps of tlte elder Cant, as he wan a staunch BprahBt ; and 
when preaolnng in Aberdeen, spoke witb snob Tiolenoa 
against tiie " bondage of the oppreeeours," that some ti the 
aoldiera wbo wen in tiie cbnrcb mahed forward to the 
pulpit with swords drawn. Hia coUeagne, Menxiea, in a 
fright, crept in below the pulpit, but the audaunt«d Andraw 
stood flna, and axcMmed, " Here's the man that spoke^" 
and (^)ening out his boaom, declared, "hwe ia a heart ready- 
to receive the thrusts, if any will venture to give them, tor 
the tnith." Hia hearen gave no further indioatioo of 
hoetility. Wodrow haa preaoved Uiia anecdote, adding, in 
his commentary, that Cant, " had once been a captain, and 
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VM OM o( the moat raotnte, hM men of bis daj^." What- 
erer mcf hAve beoi hia origioal ogling, one cannot avoid 
■tlmiTiiig tha m&ulf courage vhich he on thia tjccasioa 
diajdajed. 

Hecrf Bolloek, ia called Bogne in the aeconnt o( the 
Gbagow Aawmblf, ao oftrai refened to; "the name ia 
RofliM^ but it waa than, and bj aome to thk day (1726) 
pronoonced Kogne, and nerer man deoerred the name better, 
if we eonaolt the minntea ol that meeting." 

Andivw RanHar, one of the ministera of Edinburgh, is 
the other penwa nlerred to ; he can haidly be elattad with 
thoM aealota who eudeaTOnred to orerride the civil power. 
nie aaMmUj approtiug of an act of Uie comraiMioD, - 
rqwaled or attempted to repeal a FaiiiameutaiT' enact- 
ment, had enjoined all the clergy to agn an ^>prabatory 
declaration* Rameay and Mr William Colville Hp^stinwl to 
do BO, and w«Te deposed. Whereupon, layi Wodrow,' 
"my Lord Benton, Gniyateil,t left the honae in a pet. 
That nine day John Gilon, a pious but illiterate man who 
had no language bat his mother tongue, was ordained a 
minkter. Hy Lm^ when he came out, aaid the aaaonbly 
were going quite wrong. They had pot out two great 
lig^ttB in thii chnrdi, and had set up John Gilon at lin- 
Ihhgow, amfFanddatilanthorain comparison with tiiem." 

Kamaay waa a man of superior attainmenla to hia 
brethren. He waa anthcw of a small and now rare volume 
of saoted poems, in Latin verse, of great excellence, which 
woe printed at Edinbni^h in^ 1638, 12mo. It has been 
oonjecrtored that Hilton btnrowed from him several of the 
qwecbea and descriptions in hia Pandise Lost, which 
waa printed enbaequently: in an old Edinburgh Hagaaine 
ecveral punUel paaages have been given. 

The "glass," mentioned in the fonrtb itanta, was that 
naed for the purpose of enabling the preachtf to know when

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it WM time to t«Tiiiiiiate bis diacouise. A humoroua ctoir 
has been preserved of one of the Karla of Airlie, who enter- 
tuned at his table a clergyman, who was to preach before 
the Commiisionar next day. The glaw circulated, pethapa 
too Ireelj; and whenever tLe divine attempted to rise, his 
Lordahip preTent«d him, Baying, "another glaaa, and then." 
After "flooring" (if the expreaaion may be allowed) hia 
Lordahip, tbe gueat went home. He oext day selected aa 
a text, "The wicked ehall be punished, and that rioht 
EARLT." inspired by the subject, he was by no metuis 
sparing <tf hit oratory, and the hour-glan was diar^arded, 
altlniigh repeatedly warned by the precentor, who in common 
with Lord Airlie, thought tiie discourse rather lengthy. The 
latter soon knew why he was Uius punished, by the reverend 
gentleman when reminded, exclaiming, not sotto voce, 
" another glass, and then." 

Uatter Jennie, in alAuia eleven, rtien to- the holy woman 
who threw a stool at Archbishop Spottiawood. Eirkton, 
in his History, says, that m the first Reformation that 
abolished Popery began at Perth "with the throw of a 
.etonu in a boy's hand, so the second Reformation, which 
abolished Episcopacy, began with the throw of a stool in a 
woman's hand." This hetoine of the Covenant was Geddes, 
bnt whether called Margaret or Janet is not quite oertain. 
Hr C. K. Sharpe, the Commentater on Kirkton, obaervea in 
a note, that it was said she had done penance on the stool 
of repentance for fornication the Sabbath previoua to this 
exploit. How curious it would be if the cutty stool, as it ia 
commonly called, was Uie identical one which, after having 
brought Janet to repoituice, should have been the ori^nal 
cause of ^e popular and snccessful attempt to abolish 
Epuscopacy. 

Femalea were nniformly the great supporters of the 
Covenant. In Archbishop Sharp's time a female asaooiatioa 
was formed for the very /irmuiiW pnrpoae of murdering him. 
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From knokdng priesta and prelattis cTOUUs 
Without respecte of coates or goonea. 
From Luiri^ wyffw, euill be ther fate, 
They knock't 1117 deir friend one the pate ; 
From all nich bick'ring south and northe.

THOMSON'S LETTER TO SIR JAMES 
CARMICHAEL VERSIFIED. 

" Thia Bjme," aaja Balfour, " was oompoeed of k Irtter 
■ent be Mister Alexander Tbatneaoiie, one of the miniBUn 
of EdiolHirgiie, to Sir James Cannichael, llienurer-depato 
at Conrte. The letter was vritten after tlie first tomult in 
Edinbui^he anent t^e aenioe booke, misEHried, sod 
divolged, Bud turned in this Bjme t^i scoife the minister." 

Alexander Thomson and William StmtherB were the 
ministets of the Great Kirk called otHmnonly " St. Geilla 
Kirk," in 1630.* The tumult was occasioned bj tlie Bishop 
of Edinburgh reading from the service-book ; wberenpon 
"•lithe common people, especiallie the women, rose np with 
a lowd clamour and nproare, so that nothing could be heard." 
Some cried out, "Woe, woe," others "Sorrow, bottow," 
" for this dooleful daj that they are bringing poperie 
among us." Tn those dajs the congregation sat on ttools, 
and some of their number took and threw them at the Dean, 
Dr. James Hannaj. Spottiawood and the Bisbope prearat 
ineffectnallj entreated qoietness. A sermon was then 
preached bj David Lyndesaj, Bishop of Edinbn^h, but hit 
Bemwn was " a veiie diort one." When his T>ordship left 
the dinrcli he was mobbed by the crowd, and aocased of 
bringing in " Poperie." He was very much alarmed, and 
got into ''my Lord Wemyes' lodging." which apparently 
was np a common stair, exclaiming in his flight that 
he " had no wyt of the matter." 

In the afternoon Lyndesay returned tatbe Kirk, and the

Thej laised to 
great a olanKHir that tha congregation fled precipitately, 
learing the nobilit; and gentry in the " Lord's kA," 
and the Ptoroet and Magistratea in the ene aet apart for 
them, nte King oo witneenng this exodos loae np and 
cried, " what the dirill aiUe the people that they maj not 
tan; to heare a man preach." Thia aoeodota is better 
endeaced tlian moat storieB of the kind, for Row says be 
was pnaait during the time, and waa an " eye and ear 

In all tbeae indecent exhibitions, ansing from the ill- 
jadged attempts to force the sernoe-book upon a nation 
ili^iiMiliiiail to accept it, there is one drdunstuioe deaerring 
eoandention — that it- waa the/onn, not the itditlanet, that 
WM broogbt into operation to inflame the passions of the 
■aaea. Tlungs of no vital moment ■mtsK imprened upon 
the minda of the popnlaoe, snch aa the use of the organ, the 
" kiat fa' o' whistles," — inoeme — oandlea at the altar — 
oooaecnted water — ringing of bells, Sic &c. The doctrine 
of (noaabstantiation was, in the opinioii of Protestants, 
cnotMOoa, hot its belief had nothing to do with Papal 
^■nination, wbveas the rtAttanct did. The nipremacy of 
a fonigB pinoe aa head of the Chnrch of Christ — auri- 
colar confeaooii — abaolntion — ^le prieatlj power to remit 
■n — are ontagoniatic to the well'beiiig of any countiy 
wishing to be free.

Sir Jamee Carmicbael was the founder of the bmilj ot 
Hyndford, and being a devoted adherenl of tlie Kojml 
otnae, was created a Baronet of NoTft Scotia on tlte 17th 
Jnlf 1627. He held the ofSoe of Lord Jugtice-Qei^ in 
1684, but rengned tiiis office on bring appointed TieasiiTer- 
Depate 14th Oct. 16S6: On the 27th Deoonber 1647 be 
was made a peer, baTiog been created Loid Gannichael hj 
Charles I. — an honour oODflnoed to htm by Chariea 11. 8d 
Jannar7 1661. He died 29th Norember 1672 in the Mth 
jear of bis age. He was the father of the first Eari of 
H^ndlord 

Carmichael had a sister in GaUowaj Bailed by Wodrow 
" The Lady Hainhough or Hairdeugh."* She was » 
widow, waa " under an ill fame of a witch," and bad bem 
" debarred from the Table bj the Session." Nererthelea 
she appeared at the tablea on "Mr. U'Clelland'a last 
communion." This reverend gentternan, as dte had no 
taken, would not allow her to leorave the sacrament, aitd 
made her riaa frcmi the table, whersnpon she threatened 
him, and said he shonhl be made to repent thia we loi%. 
There was " likewise " a Xjtird called " Old Batmagechan," 
who it seems had incurred the Lady's ill-will, for she 
propheried he should never thrive in the world. " By 
oommon repute she wae deemed a witch." 

The sapient magistrates of Kirkcodbri^t committed the 
L«dy Hairshongh to -priton, but were frightened into 
speedily liberating her by the threats of her infiuenlud 
brother. Why a subject of Satan oould have been so 
dwirons to putake of the Loid'e Supper is exbaoidinary 
— her anxiety on Uie subject being at least preaomptive 
evidence that she did not believe that the Father of 
evil held an hypothec upon her soul for favours done.

Sir Ralph, it is aasoted waa bmn in an aatiqne 
edifice in fetie village, traditionally reported to have been 
Ute rendenee ef the poet. The satiriat atyles hia I^ndship, 

'nwwordj "yonre," "harde," "imooth," "o'er," are in 
tha hand-wntiiig of the king. 
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"ihkt Copper Scot." Is this an aUmion to iJie "Coppw 
CaptaiD," in " Rule a Wife and Have a Wife," that delight- 
ful comedy of Fletcher, aaee ao popular, tboogh now 
banished the stage? It bad been acted probably about the 
period when Lord StirUug figures in the poon. 

Oddly enough the American Eart^-couneded with tite 
Alexanders of MeOBtrie,' as nearest heir male— is also intro- 
duced as n drankard, in a sttange little drama published 
at Edinburgh during the American war, called the " Battle 
of Brooklyn." The Earl is brought on the stage aa m 
diatinguished conunander of the rebel forces, but hia chief 
ezplmts oonsiat in a senee of intoxicating exhibitions which 
must have been very edifying to the audience. The oanse 
of the last Lord Stirling deeoting bin natiTe ecmnirj, 
resulted from an ungtacioua and injudidons attempt to 
uegalive his right to the peen^e. He was an able genwal, 
and honest poUtitnan ; as a man his character could not be 
impeached, and all that can be said against him was Uiat 
he repudiated hia conoection with the home of hia birth, a 
Step which the treatment he received sufficiently justdfied. 

To return to the first Feer, Scotatarrit observcB (p. 7S.> 
that Lord Stiritng gob " grcKt things from hia majeetie, as 
especially a liberty to create a hundred Scotsmen Knighta* 
Baioneta^ from evvy one of whom he got two hondred 
pounds sterling or thereby; a liberty to ooin base nwoey, 
far under the value of iJie wdght of copper, which bcongbt 
great prejudice to the kingdom. At which time he bnilt 
his great lodging in Stirling and put on the gata thereof : 
ptr mare per Urrat, -whicti a merry man changed, jwr metre 
per tuToert, meaning that he aLtAined to his estate by poe^, 
and that gift of base money." 

The building menticmed was a proof at least dl Lord 
Stirling's admiration of the beauties of nature. Whea 
originally built it must have been a g^crious plaoe— standing 
above the town of Stirling, on an elevation — having Hurley- 
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Hu^et, Trliae AIImdj, hu childreii, and kiiumieii were 
jndiciallj mordcared, and the Cutle on the ■wast, with 
gndiutllj descending ten«ce gsTdens — be«uti(iillj planted— 
commanding a Tiew erf the OchDs on the nortk, with the 
windinga of tbe aherj Forth, and Ibe cane of Falkitk on 
the east ; it is not easj to imagine a more fitting habitation 
for a poet—and one ao pecnliarlf adapted for " Sccreatioiu 
with the HoMS." 

Hub palatial reeidence at the present date U an bcepital 
for the Boldien in the Castle. l\e fair gardens have been 
fluseuutfld, ite parka bnilt npon, even the family borying 
ground, in the adjoining ehatch, has been taken poneesion 
of by Htiangen. 

The Harqnii of Downahire is the hdr of line of this 
remaikable man, who, by force of talent and peraererance, 
fnran a comparativelj hnmble pontion became am Ear), 
and held the highest offices in Scotland. The Amerieao Earl 
is believed to have been a collateral heir, nnder a remainder 
toheinmale. Leaving no male deeoendants, it is nnderstood 
that the peenge is ex&ict. An interesting Life of his 
Lordship was publiahed by the New Jeisey Historical 
Society, New Torfc, 1847, 8vo. A Biograidiy of the founder 
td the family, for which there eiiate plen^ of material, 
woold be, if wdl done, a work cd great interest. 

Sir William was created, by Charles I., Vtscount of 
Stiriing Bod Baron Alexander of Tullibody, 4th September 
16S0, with remainder to his heirs male bearing the name 
and anna of Alexander. On the 14th June 163S, he was 
made Bail of Stiriing and Tisoonat Canada, with a sinular 
remainder. He died in Febnrary 1640, — his body was 
earned to Stirling, "was depoait«d in a leaden coffin in ' 
the fomily aiale in tlte Church of Stirling, above gnmnd, 
and remained entire till within these thirty years." 

We fear that Lord Traqnair was not altogether nndeaerv- 
ing of the severity with which he has here been treated | 
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his conduct from the time of fuB rise ODtil fuaflDil ovtrtbroir 
was mercenaij and deceitf oL Scotstarrit ooold hardly be 
utherwiM Uwd iaimical; and Bklfoor, in liia Amwli, does 
not Bpare him, u the following pwaage ahowa. * 

" In the beginning of Agoste, this letie, (1634) » 
warrant waa procured from the King, by the Eari of 
Traqnaire, qoho had Lutlj fallin onte with the Lord 
Cbanceler, [ArcbtMahop Spottiawood,] for proonring the 
marriage <d oue IngUa, with « good portioae, to (me 
Batter, a nephew cJ hia; wioh Honell Tnqnur had 
fonnerlie, in hia couceit, denored for a oouain of hia aaen, 
with quhome he was to bane dewydit the pray ; so finding 
himaeU oatraached, he raiswa all the furies of the coorte 
agwost the Chancelor, and procurea a warrant to the Piiuey 
Gounsellera, for hdring the Lord Chanoeler'a comptea of 
hia ooUectorey of the taxations granted to his Majesty in 
theGeneralGonTentioneof theEstaits,in Anno 1630. Bot 
Traquaira bulled in hia malioe, in pennading himBelve to 
nune the Lord Chaocelor'a crydit at court by thia afCrant; 
for he cleired bis honeatie and integretie to hia Majiatj and 
all honest men ; and onlie ghew hia auen bane iugistitade 
towardes him qubo first of all men brought him to have 
the Eiug^ fauonr and rwpecte." 

Scotstarrit has a most scandabns story, amongst many 
othem, aa to a transaolion of the noble Lend, by which be 
procnred a remiaDon f rom the crown fora forgeij, praotiaed 
npcHi tlie Lord Herriea, wbo having written his name on 
the fly-leaf of a book, it was conTected into a discharge 
for 6000 merks, duly witneeeed, according to law, by four 
(dead) witneaaea!! Traquaire died in 1659. in extreme 
poverty, whilat smoking a pipe of tobacco; ''and at his 
burial had no mort-clotb, but a black apron ; nor towds, 
but dog leiahes, belongiag to some gentlemen that were 
present, and the grave being two feet short«r than his

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bod;, the iBsUnto bdond to tfj till tbe (toM w«re 
Mkrgvd." 

CniMbKi— ll«egin, — ^mH a gnuidsoD of Darid Maligill of 
ffirixt, liHd Adroeate, he was Lord of Seisioii, aad wa* 
tnaied t^ Chariee IL, in 1651, dthoug^i the patent did 
■ot jmm Uw grent seal until the Reataration, YiBconnt of 
Oxfmd and Lwd Makgill of Cotuland. Tbe lemaiitdeiB or 
titki waato him, and " hie heire male of tailzie and provisioa 
wfaalaoera'." Tbeae few words had tho dtetA next eentuij 
of extangniBliing or periia{« the proper axpreanoii afaould be, 
■■[Miwliiiit the peerage. The fiiat ViaoDnut'i son laft two 
dai^ten, "bnt no lieir male of tulae." The eldest of the 
hdica took tlte eatatea imder the entaiL The heir male waa 
Janea Ma^gni gt SanktiUw, a distant oonnn, who anumed 
tlM liUe, and petitioned tike House of Lords. Now he was 
itir wtalt — bat not "of tailzie and prorision," that bdng tbe 
character of Bobart IfakgiH c« Cranston HakgiU—'mns each 
(rf tbe competing parties had ow half of what the patent 
roqnired — ooe was heiT male — tiw c^ub hcdr of taliie and 
pnrisioeci, conaeqnenU; ntsther claimant conld take. But 
if bj any fraok of fminne, some fatore heir male shonld 
B s otij f¥i hesTGOB of t^^B, tbe conditions of the deatina^on 
woold be fulfilled, and the peerage in this way be lerired.

This attack apon the sappoesd coolnea of the leaden of 
the PresbyteriAD party, and the evident apprehenfflon of tiie 
rerival of Poperj, ia taken from the Balfour HS., and haa 
now for the first tuoe been printed. It is not improbable 
neTerthelees that it maj have orig;inally appealed in the 
tana of a broadude or single sheet — then as no\r tlio 
ordiiiary way of circulating such things amongst the peopls 
— but no copy has as yst been discovered. 

Tbe continued rtddenoe in Ea^and of George Ohiq 
(Cotsana), the Pope's nnndo referred to in the Caveat for 
Scotland, p. 65, naturally created alarm. He had been, 
oontrary to law, permitted to remain at Uie Court of Eng- 
land, and was supposed to have had much to do with the 
prepanrtioiiB made by Charles for his expedition against 
Scotland. 

ConfBUB— or Gene — was the author of a very rare work, 
" De dnplid itata Rdiiponis t^od Scotos. Bckub, Typis 
Vaticanis. x.Dc.xxvm., 4to." It is dedioated to Francia, 
Cardinal Barberini, who is styled, Protector "Magnn 
Brittanin." In the address to the reader there are seva«l 
interesting literary notices, and particnlarly one laudatory of 
Lopez de Vega Carpio, tha«iu styled " Iberitt sa» ApoUo."

Although this bitt«r satire has been claimed as & 
ScotJsh Pasquil, it is hy no means certain that it is so. 
It was taken front one of those nnateroas collections of 
Robert Mylne, which were nnfortuDately, together widi 
bis invaluable library, sold by aoction after his demise, 
instead of having been bought by some of the public 
libnuies ot the North, and thos kept entire. One hun- 
dred poouds might, in 1743 or 1744, have secared & 
collectiou in which were hmnmerable articln of the 
greatest value. Books with the Antograph of Robert 
Mylne may yet be found in the boc^-shopa of Qrettt 
Britain. Some fifteen years ainoe a volume conUining 
about twenty artidee tnmed up at a sale — the pecuniary' 
value of which could not be under a couple of hundred 
pounds. Amongst the rarities was an unique edition of 
Robin Goodfellow, with awoodcut prefixec^ not to be fotmd 
either in the Bridgewater copy <x in the one sold at Mr 
Daniel's sale for above fifty pounds.

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The couTeTskm of Maj to patriotiam was pretty much in 
Mocnduice wiUi the opinion of Sir Robert Walpole, who 
declined he could m&ke pfttriota by wboUeale. Only refuse 
a nun an unreaaonable request and he instiuitly becomes 
one. Thia seema to have been tbe case with onr historian, 
for on Uie death of Ben Jouaon in 1637 tlie vacant laurel 
was Bought by him, bat to his annoyance was ^ven, through 
the influence, it waa allied, of tiii Queen, to Sir William 
DaTenant who it muat be admitted was, both as a dramatic 
writer and poet, quite worthy of it, — his Gondibeit being 
superior to any poem of his competitor.

As Stack Tom, otherwise Thomas, Eari of Strsfford, was 
beheaded on the 12th of Hay 1641, it ia obrious that the 
MnnilouB prodaction below wu writtea aoroe time previous. 
When Cbarles signed the warrant for his execution, his 
own nltimate f at« might easily be foreseen. Balfour has in 
the same Tolome with these lines trsoscribed the beaatifol 
poem aBoaSj ascribed to Strafford, snd angned the author- 
ship to him. As a cotemporaiy, and from his high official 
pcation m Scotlaad, liis ttttimon^ is not without Its value. 
Id one of the volmnes of Balfour's Sbite Papers, tliere also 
ocean a printed broadside in which the verses are in like 
manner stated to be by Strafford. 

Land was not executed until ^tcrwaida. Hie C<aBmonB 
were determined to put tie Archbishop to death, and 
although the Peers were of opiDioo that bis Grace was not 
gniltf of high treason, thej were so mtich terrified hj the 
thiestsof the Commons that they gave way. His Grace was 
accordingly executed on Tower Hill on the 10th of January 
1644-45, notwithstanding he produced the King's pardMt. 

Both Strafford and Laud were moidoed, not by cobobob 
niHiainn, but by a set of men who, as members of the House 
of ComiDOiis, were supposed to be the just guardians of t^ 
liTca -and libe^es of their ooDnbymen.

These UnM mmt have been written hj Hontioae piior to 
tike election of the Huquu of Hamilton to a Dokedom. 
His gnoe wu die oomminioaer at tbe celebrated Gla^ow 
Afeanblj of 1638. His thrae sous died before liii" , and hi* 
bMunuB, after bia execution by Qte ronndheada on ^ March 
1648, passed to hii brotiier Williain, Earl of I^nark, who 
^ing witboat ieme nude, 6tli S^ 1651— the eetate and 
hononn derolved on the I^dj Anne, dan^ter of the flnt 
dole, who nuuiied WiUiam Doo^as, Earl of Sdkitk. At 
t^e eoUdtation of the Dnchen he waa ereated Duke of 
Hamilton in 1661, for life. Thu the Dnkea of Hamilton are 
only ban at line of tlie Hamiltona, vdule they onjaj the 
male representation of the Dooglaa family. 

The Earl ti Kewcaatle i£d not leceiTe hia Maiqninte 
nnta the 27th of October 1613, ao that die killing of hia 
affoi'a dog oould not have occumd before that date. Snr- 
Ttring the ficBtoration be waa created Earl of 0^ Hid 
Ihike of Newcastle, I6th March 1664. His aon Henry, the 
Kooui Duke, was probably the owner of the dog ilain by 
"the maiden iword (£ Hamilfam." 

The following ia the title gtren by Balfonr: — "Some 
lynee one the killing of ye Earie of NewoaateUb Mtiiie'a 
doge, by ye MarqtMH Hamilton, in the Qneen'a Garden 
at Ytxke.

Joba, Sari d Bothea, woe a warm adherent of the Core- 
nuit, he was bom in 1600 and died before 1641. at 
Bicbmood, after a very sudden iUnets. He was « man of 
joyoiB haMta, and had little of the Pnriten about him. 
AocOTding to OlarandoD, he stood lo well with hath paitiea, 
that his sndden remoral "put an end to all hopes of good 
qnsiicnwitA that nation," ie., the Soots. IQs Lordship 
wrote " a Relation of Proceedings eouoerning the affain of 
the Kii^ of Scotland, From Angnst 1637 to July 1636," 
iriuch, after remaining in manoscinpt for nearly two 
ceotaniea, was priTatdy printed by the late James Naitn, 
Esq., for the members of the Bannatyne Clab, Edinburgh, 
ISSO, 4to. To this pabHoation is prefixed a very fine 
porliait d bis Li»d(hip in the twenty-fifth year of his 
age, taken from a pointing by Jamescm in 162&, preeerred 
in Leslie Honse, the seat of the family in Fifeshire. 

The Earl married I^y Anne Erskine. Balfoar* thos 

records the death of the coimtees : — " The second of Maij

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the ume uin (1640) dejred I«d7e Anne Enkyite, Coontew 
of BotheB, second d&ughter to Johne Enikyne, aecond Earle 
of Mar, Lord Theaaurer <^ Scotkod and Knight of the 
OartcT. Shoe lefte iasae tuo daughtera, and one gone, 
Johne, HOT Eaile of Botli€8, Lord Leelej. Shoe deyed of 
a hecticke fewer ; and her corpea wer interrid in the new 
ijle of Lesley church, the 26th da; of this moonthe ot Maij. 
without any funenU ceremoney." The nobility of Scotland 
had about this tdme found reason to dispense with those 
expenUTe funeral oeremonieB, wliicb had previotuly been 
much in nse.

The Earl John, mentioned hj Balfonr, was afterwaids 
Hie celebrated and only Duke of Bothw whose religions 
opiniona were not those of liis parmt. His "Funerals "were 
celebrated in snch a way as would have rejoiced the heart 
of ^ Jamea BoUbnr, liad he beoi then aliTa The original 
drawings of the gorgeous ceremonial, after having been 
anppoeed to be loet, hare recently bem fomid in the Library 
of the Faculty of AdTocatea. They were engraved last

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PASQUIL JUNE 1642, AGAINST THE 
MAEQUia OF ARGYLE. 

That the Campbella, Lords of Lochov, ue an ancient 
race, is imqucstioitable, bat the pqiiod MBigned for tbdr 
appeannoe in Argyll, hj genealogical manu&ctnrtm, 
merelj excitca & smile. The founder of the familj waa, 
it is said, a mi^tf fihiaftjin called O'Dwin, who flooriahed 
in 404, and whose descendants wa« called "Scd Diaimid,'* 
that is to say tbe ofbpriog of Diannid. 

This astounding andquitf of tie race of Campbell, it 
Tooched by the " Bards and Senachiea," authoritiea which 
ni&7 be of valne in the west Highlands, bnt nowhere elae. 

Whether the CunpbeUs are the Nonnan family "De 
Bello Campo," tlie founder of the Fngliab Beanchampo, » 
uncertain. They rose into power and position on Qie 
fan of the Balliol dynasty, when Sir Nigel or N«l Campbell 
ctnoected himself witli the Brace, by marrying Mary, nstor 
of King Robert. This person had been an original sapporter 
fd Edward T., and it is far ftom improbable might hare 
remained faithful to that monarch, had he not been tempted 
by an alliance with the royal race of De Brace, to break his 
oath of allegiance. The district of Ix>m was held originally 
by an adherent of BalUd, who was driven from hia estates 
1^ Sir Nigel. This was the fint certain appearance of 
the Campbella as Lords in Argyle, and there ctm be littie 
donbtthat the "beoatifnl" Era, the heiress of "O'Dwin," 
who married "Gille^oe Campbell," a gentleman of Anglo> 
Norman lineage,"* existed only in the imagination of some 
Highland " Senachie," 

Sir Nigel's son by this marriage, called Colin, had » 
*Don{^ jk 66. 
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rc^ral charter to Lochow, to be held " pro homagio et aer- 
ricio," u freely, follj, and honounibl;, as anj other baion 
of Argyle held his pomociiioiia. Colin and his hein furnish- 
ing the king and Us succmsoth with a ship " qnadragiiita 
Kanornni," in acknowledgement of the grant. 

The deecenduite of the Lords of Loobow from this period 
gtadnallj- increased is wealth and importance, and the great 
grandson of Nigel, vho mairied a daughter of Robert, Doke 
of Albany, is understood to have been the first Lord Camp- 
bell. He died in 1453 and was buried in Kilmnn. 

His grandson, the first Earl of Argjle, married the 
eldest of the three danghters of John Stewart of Lorn, 
and Innnraeath, and got with her the Castle of Gloom, 
the name of which was, by statute, changed into Castle 
Campbell. 

Archibald, Marquis of Argyll, raised to that digni^ by 
tiie monarch whose canse he betrayed, had none of the 
better qoalitiee of his father, who had the merit of being 
a pervonally brave, though not a sncceesful commander. 
Hie course was erratic. Ab the great FtDteatant champion- 
he led the King's troope against the adherents of the old 
faith — headed by the Earl of Huntly and Errol, and was 
defeated at the inglorious battle of Glenliret or Balrinnee, 
in October 1694, where an inferior force pnt to flight a 
better anned, and infinitely more numerous body of men, 
who, it was expected, would have effectoaDy put down the 
fioman Gatholica of the North.* 

The Earl lubeequently had more snccesB in his milit&ry 
exploits, for in 1603 he reduced the Hacgregors — a race cele- 
brated for their skill in cattle Stealing, and the Hacdouel)s 
in the western Highlands at a later date. For these 
aerviees he got a grant hota the Crown of Kintyre, which 
was confirmed by Act of Parliament.

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Bj his &st wife, the L^df Agnee Douf^as, daughter of 
William, Earl of Morton, he had the sabject of the enBoiiig 
paaqoil, irhich bu been preBerred bj Sir James Balfour. — 
Commendng life as a Froteetant, and selected for his zeal 
as tbe most fitting man of his time to eitinguish popery, 
the Eari, in his latter da^a, abjured Protestantism, and died 
a Roman Catholic, in fordgn lands. 

ScotatATTet obeerree t^t owing to his father, Earl Colin, 
having got involved in pecnniary difficulties, and his son not 
being able to settle them, he was compelled to leave Scotland. 
"He went over to West Flandera, to serve the King of 
Spain, and became Papist ; of whose flight the poet Crug, 
wrote tbeae linea: — 

'Now Earl of GuUe and Lord Forlorn thou goes, 
Quitting thj Prince, to aerve his Spanish foes; 
Ho faith in plaida, no trust in highland trewa, 
Camdeon-like, they change to m&nj hnes.'"* 

He gave to his son of tlte second mairiage the Lordship 
of Kintyie, which he sold a few yean afterwards to hia 
brother, and went to the French wars, where he died. 

Archibald encceeded to the earldom, and was crested s 
ManjtDis in 1633. He became one of the great apoetlee of 
tbe Covenant in Scotland, and b; his influence materiallj 
fuded ita adherents in their snccessful efforts to destroy the 
monarchy. The fate of the Harqois after the Restoration 
was the same as that which befel his opponent, MontroHO. 

Scott's portrait of Gillespie Gramach, as he was called, 
from the cast of one of his eyes,— «o admirably given in 
the Legend of Montrose, is, we incline to beliere, for the 
most part tnie.

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EXECUTION OF ABGYLE 

From the HS. of Robert Hylne, who calls this Paaquil 

." Verses upon the late HAsqiJis ai Abquille." 

Although the eiecutioo of Argyle did not occur till bog 
after the date of the preceding paaquil, these veiaea an 
probably better placed here, than postponed for insertioii in 
their chroDolo^cal order. 

The Marquis wM, on the 37lfa of May, 1661, beheaded at 
the market (Tom of Ediubn^h for treason. Although he 
waa evidently acceuorj to the fate of Charles 1., yet, as he 
had assisted at the coronatitm in JaDuai; 1650 of Charlee 
II. at Scone, hia subsequent execution was a hard measure ; 
bat his treatment of hia chiTalrouB rival Hontroee, and the 
iudignitieB to which he had subjected that gallant noblanao, 
tended to abate any sympatiiy vhioh hia death might 
otherwise have exdted. 

Argyle nutrried Margaret, daughter of William, eereoth 
Earl at Morton, by whom ho had the ninth Earl, who 
perished mi the scaffold for rebellion against James II., re- 
gretted by all, excepting the sycopbanta of that weak' 
minded and obatuiate monarch, who, as the Pope remained, 
" aacriflced three kingdoms for a mass." 

Scotland now raise thy triumplis to the light, 
Since heaven intends to vyndicat thy right, 
And libertie, and justice 'gins to amy le, 
Since the committment of the arch Argyle ;

Baillie lammta the evil 
reward he got for hia diligence "in obtaining htvaui 
to Mr. John Corbett," for " that man having gotten latehe 
to Ireland hee printed a most poor and ahon, but one of 
tbe most venomous and bitter pamphlets against ns all that 
could come from the hand of our moat furious and inraged 
enemie."" The work that canaed Baillie sueb vexation 
was "The 0n£^iding of the Scottish Afmonr," Dublin 
1639, 4to. 

, John Maxwell, Bishop of Boas, another malignant, wrote 

a woi^ upon the Bojal prerogative, entitled " Sacrosancta 

Begom Majeetas." He was dqwaed bj the Glasgow

John BramhaU, Archdeacon of Meath, and Bishop of 
Derry in 1634, vas traualated to Armagh in 1660. He 
wrote " A Fair Warning to iahe heed of the Sootiah Diad- 
pline," 1649, 4to.; to which Baillie pnbhahed a reply, 
printed at Self, 4to., 1649, entitled a "Review of Dr. 
Bramble, late Bishop of Londonderry, hia Faire Warning, 
ftc" On the dtting of the iriah Parliament on the Sth of 
Hay, 1661, the Biihopj took their Beats in the House of 
Peaa, and Bramble, as BailEe nnifonoly calls him, waa 
ohoaeu ipeaker, "though Mr. Savia of Derrie was ready 
to challenge him of ntany adolteriw and other odioni 

In 1628 John Lesley was made Bishop of the Idea, and 
in 16S3 was trawlated to Baphoe in Ireland. During the 
nnir|«tion, he was deprived of his see. After the Rea- 
toration, he obtained the Bishoprick of Clogher, which 
he beid untdl his death in 1671, when above one hundred 
yean of age. He was an admirable lingniat ; and in Spain 
it was said, " Sohn Lealeiiis Latins loquitur." He waa a 
aon of Lesley of Crichie, a branch of the Lealeys of Bal- 
qohun. 

The " learned " Bishop of Lincoln waa John Wiltiams, 

some time Lord Keeper, who, in 1641, was translated to 

the Archbiahoprick of Toi^. He died in 1650, at the age 

<rf 68. He was of Wddt eztAotion. Williams of Ct^h-

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wellanne, his gnncUsither, wu said to be dwcended from r 
Friiioe of Wales in the days " of King Stepliea, and bo con- 
tioned his coat of three Suona' heads."* 

The Bishop waa a staunch and eonaiatent Frotwtant, 
and on tiiat aaconnt found favonr in the tyes of the 
CoTenanten. In a chnich in the conntj of Bedford an 
altar of stone with four pillars had been erected where 
preriously there had been an altar, the remains of which 
had been diacoyered whikt digging for a foundation, ^lia 
coming to the ears of Williams, the Dioceean, he went to 
tiie chnrah, ordered the whda erection to be remoTod, aaw 
it done, and then " told the parson that if he pleased, he 
might set the commnnion table there, but altan were 
forbidden by the Btatute."t 

Williams was present when his patzon James I., on his 
deathbed, ncdred the conmiunion. He asked the King 
whether he would hare the absolntioo, Iiis Majesty ans- 
wered, "As it is practised in the English Churcik, I erer 
approved it ; but in the dark way of the Chinch of Bome, 
1 do defy it." " This I tell you, not by reports, for I had 
the iioQonr and comfmt to receire it with him."t 

The Biabop founded three librari«e : one at WestaninBtw, 
a seoond at Lincoln, and a tUid at St John's College, in 
Cambridge. He repaired the nortli side of Weetmiaster 
cathedral and Lincoln palace. He maintained a number of 
scholars in his home at Weatminster and at the uniTeiaitiea. 
He boilt a square court of stone at lincoln College in 
Oxford, and did many other equally munificcot acta. 

Upon the acoeeeion of Oharlee, he incurred the enmity of 
Buckingham, and was removed from his olEioe of liOrd

Prynne got himself intoa Bad Bcrape by hia " Histriomastiz, 
or the Flayer's Scourge," now much sought after by hterary 
antiquaries forthe yaiiety of learning it containe. The 
publication was proMbited, and the writer waa bron^t 
before the Eigh ComminoQ Court and Star Chamb^.

It is nerer- 
thelesa probable, that Fijnne, who was contmnallj' engaged 
in antiquuian inveatigationa, and who was perfaape one of 
the most nnceasing inTestiKatoiB (A old parchments that 
ever lived, may nerer have heard of the Queen's intention 
to perfonD, or of her actual performaJice in tJie paatoraL 
He lost his eara for his iudiacretion, and was heaTily fined.

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COLVILLETS PASQUIL ON SIR ALEXANDER 
GIBSON. 

This, ia Balfour MS., is citUed " Mr Samuel CdTsillM 
Faaqoil oa Sir Alexander Gibeon joanger of Dune, Clerk 
Itegister, 1649." 

Samael Colville was a joanger son of Jolm Colville, de 
jure Lord Colville of Ctilros, by Elizabeth Melrille, daughter 
«f Sir JameB Melville of Hallhill, a lady known as the 
antltoreas of " Ane Godlj Dream, compylit in Scottish 
Hetre," originally printed in smtdl 4to, black letter, by 
Robert Charteria, Edinburgh, 1603, and of which the last 
and best version will be found in Dr. Laiug's " Eariy 
Metrical Tales," Ediubui^h, 1626, small 8va His elder 
brother, Alexander CoMUe, D J}., was Professor of Divinity 
at Sedan, from whence he was preferred to be Principal of 
SL Mary's CoU^e, St. Andrews. He was a man of great 
learning, and well versed in Hebrew, of which be was Pro- 
fessor. He wrote in Latin Tarious theological dissertations, 
which were published in 4to, at Edinburgh 1666. Charteris 
in his Catalogne of Scotish Writers observes "be was a 
•harp and learned man." He died in 1666. 

His brother, Samuel, does not appear to have followed 
any profession or oalling. He is chiefly known as author of 
a "Mock Poem, or WMgs Supplication," Ijondon 1681, 8vo. 
Hie second edition has the title of " Whiggs Su[^)lication, 
in two parts, by S. C," Edinburgh, 1687, 8to. There are 
various editions of a later date. It remained in HS. many 
yean before it was g^ven to tlie worid. Dr Irving remarks 
it was oompoeed by Colfille in imitation of Butler, " bnt he 
displayes a slender portion of Butler's wit and humour,"* 
an opinion in which we do not entirely concur. Of his

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history little can be learned excepting wbat mtij be gathered 
from the Apology prefixed to his poem by one John Cockbura, 
in which it is aaid ; 

Samuel waa sent to Fnuuw, 
To learn to dag and dance, 

And play upon a fiddle, 
Now be'B a man of great esteem : 
His mother f^ot him in a dream, 

At Calross on a girdle. 

He wrote " The grand Impostor diacorered ; or an Historical 
KspQte of the Papacy and Popish religion," part L Edin- 
burgh, 1673, 4to. He was a lealons Proteatant. The 
period of his deniise has not been sscertuned. The male 
deacendanta of hia father and mother muat hare hiled, as 
the peerage of ColfiUe of Culroes waa allowed hy the House 
of Peers (27th May 1723) to John ColrUle the male repre- 
sentAtive of Alexander Colville, commendator of Colroa, 
brother of the first Lord CohiUe, in virtue of the remainder 
iu the original patent to heirs male whatsoerer bearing the 
nanu and anna of ColviUe, and ia now enjoyed by hie male 
descendant. 

Sir Alexander Gibson, the indiTidual satirized fay CoItUIu, 
was a son of Lotd Dune a senator of the Coll^ of Justice, 
whose decisions, published in 16B8, by his graudeon Sir 
Alexander Gibson, are well known to Scotiah lawyers. 
His Lordship died at his own hooae of Durie, 10th June 
1614. The strange story of his being carried off by one of 
the Armstronga, so graphically given by Sir Walter Scott, 
in his delightful Minstrelsy of the Scotish Border, has been 
dramatized by Dr Riuhard Poole, now of Aberdeen, with 
considerable slcill in a play called "Willie Armstrong," 
which was performo'I with souic succeas iu Edinburgh' 
scvor.il years since;

Lord Darie'B eon, bj Margaret Craig, daughter of Bi 
ThoauB Cnug, " having been long a Clerk of Beffiion . 
was made GeA Bepebet when the king came Uit to Boot- 
tand, br tbe mofen of William Munay, now Earl of Dysart; 
to whom, it ia said, he gave a Telret cawook lined with fine 
furringa, and a thousand doable piecea therein."* Thie 
explaina Colnlle'B reference to " Till Momy," and the eon- 
mderatdon given for his preferment. "He wae very well 
skilled to be a jndge ; but within few yeata, baring gone to 
England to the engagement with the Marqaia of Esinilton, 
he was thrust from the place, and has lived since that tjme 
as a private man."t His ancceMor in ofBce was Johnston 
of Warristoa, the gnmdeon of the author of the Jua Feudale, 
who thug through hi^ moUier was related to his predeoesBor. 

Latntxit, in his Diary, mentions that both Durie and bja 
Lady were debarred " from the Tabul, because of th«r 
mslignancie." This was in the year 1650. He was one 
of the Commissioners cboeen for Scotland to attend the 
EDglisbPariiament in August 1662. This shows that he hnd 
then lenoanced hia "malignancie," and Bubmitted to the 
ruling powera. Be went to London in January 16M, '' to 
be pr^enit," but " he was disappointed."} Perhaps doubts 
may have been entertained <A the nncerity of his converaon. 
Hia death occurred in June 1656. 

Can the line,

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ELECTION OF EDINBURGH MAGISTRATES. 

1647. 

The Mowing tide ia given by BsUooi :— " Fuqnil 
mada tX Election of Ote H«gittt»teii Edinborgh 1617. To 
Junes Elector of Edinbnr^e. Jaoobna Stwurttio, Ajoagmn. 
Vrbii Tvae Catloi, 

" This pwqoil nude In October 1047, at tbe election of 
the Magirtralea of Edinburgh, qnben Jamee Steoart, muter 
of the exciae, braged boU]y tint he beboTs to remore 
Aiohibald Tode braa being FrovsHt of Edinbni^he, as be 
put him in, and for that canoe moved Hr Hungo Lav to 
preach an invectlTfl eetmon agilnit the Pioreat, lailling on 
him u a malignant, eepeciallj (or giving his vote for apar- , 
ing of Hartehill's life." 

In the Coltneei Papen, coie of the many intemting and 
valoable works iMued by the Moitland Clnb, there ia a 
long aoooimt of the Provoet, who was bj maiiiage allied to 
the family of Hope ; hia first wife, Anatt, having bees » 
daughter of Henry Hope, a aon of John Hope, by Jaoqaeline 
de Tot, whom he married when in France, whve he aa a 
trader had gone to pnrchate velveto, nlk, gold and ailver 
laccB. Henry had no sous, tmt his yonnger toother was 
the fonuder of the flooriahing &miliea of Hope, a cadet 
of which now inherits the Earldom of Hopetoun. Both 
the PuDTost and his wife were in trade. " He in the 
mcEBhant-faotor and exchange bndnesa, end she foUowing 
a branch of her father's traffic in the feteeling shop trad* 
which ahe pnaecat« thereafter to good account, and bad 
her distinct branch of bnuneM in aecnrate aooonnt and 
metlKid."* " She Irft at death to hea hmband aztd hmily 
* ColtaMaa Papen, p. 17. Obagow 18^ 4to. 
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thirty-ais tJuHuand merka thos Mqnired b; her indiisti; 
daring the mxteeu or eighteen jean tlie maitiage Bobeisted- 
Bbe mada few demandc for fainily expenses, but answered 
meat of these from her profiles in her own way." 

This estimable lady had l^ her husband MTun Boas and 
one daughter, all of whom ahe nursed heiseU — refnsng the 
aid of naraee — givii^ aa her reason, " t have often aeen 
children take mora a strun of tiieir nnise than frran ^Uur 
parent." She died in 1646. 

In the end of the eame year Sir James, then Froroct of 
Edinburgh, who had succeeded Archibald Tod in that office, 
took a second wife, Marion M'Culloch^ widow of John Eliot, 
adrooate. She had one daughter Margaret, who mamed 
in 1669 his eldest son Thomas, afterwards created a baronet. 

On the 7th of Angost 1649, tiie day before the Scots 
puHameut rcee, there was a serious dispute about redncing 
the rate of interest to 6 per ccmt. Bir James Stewart, who 
was a dealer in money, opposed this propositioD with great 
energy in name of all tiie burghs in the kingdom, wheire- 
npon all the burgh commiadonem, with Sir James at their 
head, rose and left the assembly. The Earl of GasiUis then 
proposed to rote the act, as theyeoold do very well without 
them, which was aeoordiii^ dmte. " Thos," saya Balfour, 
"two estates past this Act without the third."* 

Sir James "had nothing of insolence or bloody cruelty 
in his dispontion. The Marquis Aj^le porsued or prose- 
cute the unfortunate Montrose with too keen resentment." 
"What need," said Sir James, " of so much butchery and dis- 
membering? Hasnotheadingandpnblicklyaffixingthehead 
been tiiought sufBoient for the most atrocious state crimes 
hitherto? . We are embroyled ami have taken sydes, but 
to insult too much over the mislead is unmanly. TeC 
there was no remedy; Ai^le pushed the Tengeance of 
Chuch and State against Mootme, but Sir James his con-

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duct vH upon the Bjde ot hnmanitf . The Bcmtence with 
cmel ingiediante most be execute fay the magigteatee ot 
Ei£nbnrgb, and Sir Jaxaee wsa the fiiet in office : but he 
treated the priaoner irith cirilitieB, and when Montrow 
desired a oonference with some leading men of the Chnroh 
to have their sentence of the greater excommonioation 
taken cA, Sir Jamee attended them with the prisoner, and 
much blamed their naing common dvilities to a man of bis 
qoalitf, for Hontroae offered the friendly wlnte, but theee 
snintBinHild not Bomnch MtoDch hi^hand. 'Strange,' mid 
the ProToet ; ' this ia trottdng a man worse than a heathen 
(a publican r The unfortunate marquis Bought abeolntion 
with tears, and Sir Jamea could not refrain his own npon 
this melancholy occasion. The cle^iy were fanaticaUy 
bigotted."* This is a remarkable picture, in which Argyla 
and his fanadcal friends are painted in vivid coburs by one 
who held the same religious and political opinions as they 
imfened thanselres. 

Tlie restoration of Charles was followed by the imprison- 
meot (rfmaoy attha "stiff" Presbyterians, in which nmn- 
ber Sir James was included. By the influence of Frimroee, 
who was made Lord Clerk Begkter, and whose life he had 
saved after the battle of Philiphaugh, he not only procured 
hia hberatioo, but obtained a fine of five hundred ponnds 
that had been imposed upon him remitted. Frimrcae bad 
procured a gift (^ it in London, and (m his return to Edin- 
burgh, visited his friend in prison and told him. Sir Jfunea 
said that though he had been harahly used, " it was some 
favour he was pnt in a friend's htrnd." "Andas such I pro- 
eared it," sud the Lord Register, "audbef<seyou, instuitly 
discharge the debt. I'm eoiry I could do no more in re- 
quital of what I can never repay." Subsequently he was 
again tzonbled on account ot his intromissitHis with public 
DOoey, f^ which he had not finally accounted as collector,

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nedrBt-geatnl, and commiauiy for the trtnj. Anstod 
by hia son Jamw, afterwuda Lord Adrooato, he was able 
to make out and vouch hia accoouta, Nererthelett hia 
peraecntaon omtiuaed, and he coold only nltiinatelj 
obtain hia libraation on tiie 14Ui January 1670 frtm the 
priwm of Doodee, whiOker he bad been trauported, tm 
payment of a anin of £1000. He died on the Slat ol 
March 1661, in hia ow» houae at Bdiuboqih, in the 73d 
year of hia age. " Hie body of the bnighcn and iuhaU- 
tantaof Edinburgh did himhonoorat hia death andbnriell, 
and laid he had been the fathor of the cit; and a moat 
wortiiy magiatrate. So he bad a nomewna and houonrable 
fonoaU, and wae lud in hia own bniying ground in Grey- 
Fiiaia churchyard, and in biakring wife Anna Hope's grave, 
and many aincere tean were dropped span hia toif at hia 
bnrialL"* 

Doling tiie trrrannical reign and penecatdona of Jamat 
the Seventh, the family of Sii Jamea waa aobjected to 
much annoyance. Hia ddeet acm, Tbomaa, fled to Utrecht, 
and mdaeqaentLy to Kottetdam. He and hia son, and 
brother, Sir James, afterwarda Lord Advocate, were for- 
fanlted, and when the aent^ioe was ptononnoed. Sir Qeoige 
Mackenzie in open court exclaimed, ^^ Thia &mily are not 

Stewarts ; their father, Provost Btewttrt, wbb a ban 

M'Gr^or, and changed hia name when he came to town, 
becaoae of Oie act of parhameut, and 'Uteae forfauit Stewarts 
wrae all damned M'firegoia." 

Thia eztraotdinary declaration by a Loid Advocate in 
open court, ia hardly credible, yet the anecdote ia dnly re- 
corded in the Coltneaa Gollecdona. There ia no impoan*. 
Inlity that the ancestor of Sir James may have been one of 
the proscribed race of M'Grogor, but the aaaertion, so far 
aa we con ascertain, has aa litlJe foundation as the alleged 
descent of the Stewarta of Allanton from Walter, " filina

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Alaiil,"uMl the mythical hero of 1^ battle (rf Honuiig»de!l 
a gwwlogical [oxiporition that gave rise to the Salt-foot 
oontr o TBwy, in which that learned Ugel aotiqaary, the late 
J(^ Bidddl, Esq., demoliihed the pretennone of th« very 
mrtbj but exceeditiglf oi«diiloia Sir H«nrj Stewart of 
AJlanton, Bart. 

Ilie revohitioii restored the Coltnew family to the poai- 
tiou of which thef had been deprived. Through Qie infln- 
enoe of the first Earl of SeafieM, Thomaa, the eldest eon of 
Sir Jimea, waa roade a baronet in 1698, and the noble Lord 
in traoemittjiig the patent accompanied it by the foUowing 
letter:—" Whitehall, 19th Febroary 1698,— Sir, I have this 
night aent doime your patent as Knight Borrooat. When I 
did preaent it to hit Hajostie, I did give him ana aoconnt 
of your anfferioga in the late times, and of yotir fidelity to 
him. This is a mark of his favonre not only to yon, bat to 
yonr family, and therfor it' is the more Talooable. I have 
ahraya hade yonr f riendshipe, and theifor at all oocadona I 
■hall be readie to doe yon all the aarioe in the poner of 
Sir, yonr moat hnmble leiTant, Ja. Ooilvte." 

Of Sir James Stewart of Qoodtreee, cr as it yna vulgarly 
termed Ontten, now Moredim, we shall have occanon to 
q)eak aft^warda. 

Provost Tod must not be forgotten. Notwithstanding 
the BUDCeaa of bia rival in ejecting him, he was enabled to 
recover his old poution of chief magistrate of Edinbuigh in 
March 1663, and he held the ofFice for more than two years. 
Blcoll informs na,* wh^ Honk came to the Bcotiah metro- 
polia, npon the 4th day of Uay 1664, to proclaim OomweQ 
as Lord lYoteotor, he arrived in great pomp, attended by 
foot and hmse, with " sex Trtimpetloaris sonnding before 
hhn," and proceeded to the Crosa in penon, having upon 
his ri^t hand the Judge Advocate, who read the proclama' 
tion, "and Archibald Tod, Provost of Edinbm^h, on the

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left" This was followed b^ a second proolamction "ftnent 
the nnbiin of Scotland to the Comtoonweftlth of Euglaud." 

Upon tlufl oocuaioii the ProToat and Bailliea, iu their 
scarlet govna, met Monk at the Nether-bow Port, "the 
Tovn Council valkiog brf<«e them in regular otder. After 
Ute ceremODf yas completed, Monk was convofed to a 
BamptuoQB dinner and feast prepared b; the Town of 
Edinburgh for him and bis special cronneria.* Thia feast 
was sex dayis in preparing, qnheist the BaiUies of B!din- 
bnrgh did Bland and serve the haill time of that dinner." 

What became of the Town Council on this moptentona 
occasion ? Woe the members excluded from the banqoet? 

In the evening there was a great preparation " for fyre- 
warkis, quhilk wes actit at the Metcat Croce of Edinbor^ 
betnii njne and twelf houris in the njcht, to the admira- 
tion of many pejdlL" 

The next day the act of grace was proclaimed in a similar 
manner. The noblranen and goiby forfaulted were numer- 
ous, and the fines heavy; for instance, the turncoat David 
LesUe, afterwards Lord Newark, was fined £4,000 sterijng, 
—the heirs of the Earl of Buccleach £15,000 ; the Earl of 
Pamnnie, £10,000, — enormous sums ftn* the tini& Honk 
returned U> Dslkeith, and on the 10th of the numth ordered 
his troopa to the North. 

Haitiaod, in his enumeration of the Edinburgh chief 
magistratee, makes Tod a knight ; but Nicoll does not say 
in his diary that he was one. In fact &» evidence is con- 
clusive against such a sappodtdon, for there is nothing of 
the kind on his monnment in the Greyfriars churchyard, 
which records the fact of his having had four wives — three 
less than the Rev. David Williamson had, whose uiorions- 
n&n was the snbject of many lampoons by the Jacobites —

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KNIGHTS OF THE ISLE OF WIGHT. 

After the Bale of tike Ung to the English BepubUoiu 
hj th« Sootish Patriots, he wM tramferred to the Isle of 
Wi^t, and the reader wOl find in Clarendon a foil socoont 
of the endeBToamdming the sojourn of his majesty tiiere to 
acocuunodate matten between hitn and hia enbjecta, all 
which, as mi^t be anticipated, ended in notimig. His 
death, there can be little doubt, had already been i«eolved 
on, and the ctHiiniiininga at Newport-were intended to blind 
ike pabUo, bj creating a behef in the dncarity of the 
dominant party that th^ were endeaToniing Beriomlj to put 
an end to all dispnt«a.

The two Pasqnib of 1643 ate mach superior to those of 
the preoeding year, espedallj the last one, in whit^ tbere 
is a considersble deal of humour. 

The first of the Royalists nuued, Bir ThomBS Lnndaford, 
wBs nominated in 1641 Lieutenant of the Tower, on the 
removal of Sir William Balfour, who had betiayed his trust. 
Clareadon spesks ill of him.* The second was Sir Wiltiam 
VaTSBOur, who commanded the Eiog's Guards at the Battle 
of Edgehill, where he and Lnndsfoid were taken prisoDen. 
The tiuid, Rnthwen was Lord Ruthven of Ettrick, sft«rwnrd» 
Earl of Forth in Scotland and Earl of Bientford in England. 
Eis Lordship was one of die very few ooDiisteot and hmeBt 
men cf the period.

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Of Lord S&7, darendon reioArkB tb&t he waa the man 
vho had the deepest hand io the origiiukl oontrinuice of all 
the calamities which befell the kingdom, " Ihoogh he had 
not the least thought of diesolving the monarchy, and leas 
(rf leveUing the i&nka and diatinctioiie of men ; for no man 
Tallied himself more npon his title, or had more ambition 
to make it greater and to raise his fortune, -which was bnt 
moderate for his title. He iras of a proud, morose, and 
sullen nstore." The portnite of his Lordship give the 
impreeaon irf an iU-t«tiipwed and ennons man. Thq Vis- 
ooontj is extinct, bat the Barony of Say and Pere still 

Robert Bicb, second Earl of nSarwick, born in 1667, was a 
great patTon of the Pnritans ; he concoired in the persecn- 
tiou of Luid and Strafford. He was Lord High Admiral, 
and ultimately an adherent of Cromwell, on whose inaugur- 
ation as Protector he took part, and who was, till the Earl's 
death, his fiat fiiend. In the Library (tf the Faculty 
of Advocates, there is a US. entitled a " IVne Relation of 
my Loid of Warwick's Passage." The date is July 1627, 
and giTCB an interestiiig account of bis Lordship's escape 
from eaptnra by the " Spanish Armatho." It is apparently 
written by himself, and entitles him to a place in the list of 
uoUe anthors.

This violent tirade againat the famil; of Dslrymple — mtaj 
paaaagea in which are not very iotelligibte — hu been printed 
from a MS. of Robert Hilue, who has illustrated It with 
Tarioiu ihoit but certainlj pith^ notea, explanatory of a 
Tarictf of paaaagn in it. These will be found at the foot 
of the page where the matters whit^ he tbonj^t required 
explanation, occur. In peniaing both the text aad tlM 
elucddations, tlte reader will keep in mind that the tnnacn- 
ber and annotator was ui ultra Jacobite, who was aocna- 
tomed to call Rnwel and Sfdm?, " two anant knareB," 
and one who rejoiced in throwing as much dirt u he could 
upon the sapportera of ibe Barolution. 

Am a ipedmen of intolerant abuse, tUs pasqnO can hsidl; 
be torpaseed. Milne's MS. was tbe property of Sir Walter 
Scott, who originally mggeated its puUicatiou, as contain- 
ing many facta and allnaions, although distorted and highly 
colonred, concerning the diBtingnialied man who raised the 
comparatiTely obscure race of Dalrymple to eminence. 
Many of the statements, relative to the early career of pro- 
bably the most distinguished lawyer that Scotland ever 
[VDdncod, are subatantially correct; and that popular 
nmtour attributed supernatural powers to his wife, of which 
the tradition even yet Ung«n in the mind of the ignonnt, 
isundonbt«d. 

Of the rise of the first Viscoont of Slain — for Buofa was 
his oiginal titie— a satisfactory statement will be fonad in 
the Historical account of the Senators of Ae College of 
Jnstioe,* to which the reader ia referred. 

We need hardly say, that his lordship figures tmder the 
1.,/ |,r -' oameof Sir William Aahton in the exquisite tale of the Bride 
y-< J of lAnmiermoor. 
i' 'r* • P«ge36l. 
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His wife eojoyed tlie npntaxkm of & witch dnrii^ her 
lifetime, md long after her death. Tradition has proMrved 
a vaiietf of oppodte tales about the marriage of the Lncf 
Aahtcm of the romance. Octe waa, that the joung lady'a 
choice, irhich had been improved by her fatiier and Oka 
fiieuds of the familj, did not meet with the eanction of the 
mother, who told her daoghter, *' Weel, je maj marry him, 
bat eair ahall je repent it." On the nuptial night the 
bridegroom and bride were kxked in their chamber by her 
ladyahip, who tcx^ away the key, to prevent such pleauntriee 
as wei« not mmsoal on such occasions. Shiieks and groana 
were beard to iasoe from the apartment. The key was 
reluctantly given np by its keeper. Upon opening Uie 
door, the young lady was discovered on the bed bathed in 
bknd, aod the hnabuid in a etata of inaanity, sitting in the 
chimney with his eyea glaring, and laughing in a hideous 
manner. 

Another traditjon bears some Bortof resemblance to the OTdi< 
nary story. The marriage was a forced one, and after the 
pair had retired to the chamber where they were to sleep, the 
young lady attacked her hoaband with a knife, and wounded 
hijDV«ry severely. When the door waa opened, the youdi was 
found on the floor weltering in his blood ; the wife in a 
state of madness exclaiming, " Take up your bonnie biide- 
grooml" She never refined her senses, and died mad ; 
her husband recovered, but he would give no ezplanation 
on the subject, holding any reference, however trivial, to the 
event, as an afbvnt on his honour. 

Law in hia Memorials^ mentions that Sir John Dalrymple, 
afterwards first Earl of Stair, the Viaooont's eldest son and 
heir himself safFered a dreadful domesUc oalaroity. Two of 
his tons playing with pistols, which were loaded, one of ^em 
shot his brother, who died immediately. This shocking event 
is alluded to in the poem. The same authority adds, " The 
• Page 220. 
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Pnudent had a dangkter before thu time. Beiog married, 
Ua night tbe wu bride in, the waa takoi out from her 
bridegroom and hurled tiaoagk the hooee, and afterwaida 
died." He adds, "Anotiicr dnghter was aoj^Kjeed to be 
pomeeaed with an evil qAdt." 

The reputed aath<v of aU thii Tniaehief — manj alla- 
aioiw to vhoea witchcraft will be found in the pajiquit— 
brought the Praident a good tmtato. She had the repa- 
tetion of being tm very intimate terms with bii Satanio 
majeatf. "She lived to a great age, and at her deatb 
desired that abe might not be pot tukUr ground, but tMt 
her ccAn ahonld stand upri^^t on one end of H, promiainp 
that while ihe ronunod in that aitDation tite DahTmplea 
should eontinne to floarnL" "It is oertain htst ooffin 
stands upright in the aiale of the chunih of EirkMstowx, the 
burial-place belongiDg to Ae bmijj"* 

Newliston was originally the property of the Tamjdanr 
and aft«r tliem the Hospitallers. It came to the first Eari 
of Stair through his maniage with Elisab^, daughter and 
beireBB of Sir John Dundas. Of his oonrtabfp and marriage a 
strange acoonnt is given in the satire. 

The snppositJon that his unhappT nstei waa attached to

It wonld seoa from tliis that the lady had, when pli^it- 
ing her £aith to Bntherfotd, declared if she broke htt tows 
she friahed tiie evil <me to take her, a wish which in duo 
tim^ wafl occompluhed. 

It is uncertain whetiter the Lord Rntjierford was (he third 
cr fonith boron. The second lord having died in 1668, 
the Baoceesioa opened to hie nest brother, who may have 
been Hies Dsliymple's fiist lore. Tlie pat«nt of creation of 
the tiUe is a TemaAsble instance of Qke power of the crown 
to give a subject the right to make a peer. Andrew 
Rntbsfmd was created a Scotch baion by the title of 
Bntheiford, with a destinatioii to the hoiB male of his body } 
whom failing, to such person of the name of RnOkerfoid as 
he might nominate as his sucoeaaor by any writing executed 
even in arAeido nor&t. The patentee was sent out as 
gOTomor of TangNT, and elersted to the Euldom of Teriol, 
wi^ remainder to the heirs male of his body. He died in 
1664 witboat male issue, leaving a will, executed in the 
TCpg'"^ form, Appointing his suooesMir, which was proved 
in the pserogadTe court of Canterbury. The Earldom, from 
his having no Tnalfl issue, became extinct. 

Under this ISnglinh deed, which conveyed the bononr, 
the benefldaiy. Sir Thomas Kathsrford of Eunthill, took 
the banmy, «nd was admitted to a seat in the Scotch 
Parliamenb He died in 1666, sod his brothor inherited 
the barony. What hia age may have been at the time has

Lord Stair was knighted 14th Febroaiy 1661 ; made 
a Lord of Seodon 4tii NoTember 1662 ; Yice-Preeident of 
tiie Court in the absence of tlie Prwdent ; a Baronet 3d 
June 1664; President 28th October 1669; and Viaconirt 
Stain, Lord Glenlnce and Stnnner 2lBt April 1690. He 
died 23d November 1695. 

Two writers of Tery different politics, Bomet and Uae- 
kenne, Whig and Tory, do not agree in thdr estimate of the 
character of Stair. ^ Whig is unfavoorable, the Tory 
the reverse. Burnet sajB he was "a &lae and conning 
man and a great perrerter of justice, in which he had a 
pariicnlar dexterity of giving some plausible colour to the 
grossest injostice." Mackenzie anerts he was of excellent 
parts, of an equal wit and muTergal leaining, but most con- 
siderable from being so free from pSEBions, that most men 
thought this equality of spirit a mere hypocrisy in him. 
This meekness fitted bim extrem^ to be a President." 
" But that which I admired most in him was, that in ten 
years' intimacy I never heard him speak unkindly of those 
that had injured him."*

doubt, it will continue to be so r^onled in all time coming.

The folknriDg rotrndelsy "on Sir Francla Einlodi uid 
otiier Old BaJUiea, ceeking the removal of Sir Andrew 
KtaatKj from the ProTcst's Cbair, 1678," wu tnuueribed 
from a m&uuBcript entitled Poems, ftc., bj Thomaa David- 
son, wool merchant, Bowbead. Wbethet it is his own 
compodtion, or merely a oof^ «f the work of another, is 



The proceedings to which these Teraee bear reference are 
fullj detailed in Foontunhall's Historical Notes." Sir 
Andrew Bamsay of AbbotahaU, who had been Ixird 
Provost iot man; years preceding, was appointed a Lord 
of Session through the interest of the Duke of I^aderdale. 
As he had never been an advocate, his elevation to a seat 
on the bench crested enrprise and distrust, and tbe.unirai 
of the two officee of a chief magintnto and of a Lord of 
Sesuon was considered incompatible. The cpnsequence 
was a process before the Supreme Court, the object of which 
was to declare that no person of a higher rank than a 
merchant was competent to exercise the office of chief <x 
other magistrate, and that Sir Andrew Bamsay, having been 
advanced to be a Senator of the College of Jiutice, and to 
of a higher qnatitT and Tank '^ than a trafficing merohant," 
onght to be declared inayjable to be a magistrate in all 
tdme coming. 

There was a farther condnmon, that no Provost shonld 
be allowed to remain in office for more than two f esis. 

Sir George Mackenzie was the counsel for the Piusner, 

and his pleading is amusing enon^ but one not calculated 

to give a high estimate of his ability as a sound lawyer. 

He compared Sir Andrew tor his tyranny and cunning to

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OUyer Gromwall, and declared he was much more fitUd to 
be " a Sultim or the Chun of Tartar?," than FrovoBt of 
EdinboTgh. Wliat this had to do wiUi the Ic^ point of 
his iucompeteticy to be a nutgietnte becaoae he was a I>ord 
of Seaaioik, is not ^ipareDt. 

After thia intiodactorjr flonrish of trompets, Sir George 
proceeded to show that Raraasy had already occupied the 
position of chief magistrate for npwaida of ten years, in the 
couiw of which he contrired to bnrden the dtj with a debt 
tA between six and seven hundred thousand merks. He 
asked, " who dnrat ask a ctnnpt of this at Sir Andrew, 
doling his government?" If the accounts of the Proooia 
are to be looked into bj the Jtatge, what the result would be 
is tolerably clear. Sir George introducea Petronius Arbiter 
— to support him in his arguments — together with Petaviua 
— Heylins' Cosmognqihy — and the Prophet Nehemiah I rather 
an odd combination of anthoritiea. 

Sir George Lookhart (aftwwards Lord President), for the 
Defence enumerated the great benefits Edinburgh had re- 
ceived during the rule of Sir Andrew — how he had redeemed 
tiie credit of the dty — how he had contended with the 
bench as to " the precedency and grandeur of the Provoet 
of Edinburgh, and had got two hundred pounds li^glish 
money annexed to the Proroaby, payable from Exchequer." 
V&riona otiter instances were adduced of the benefit the 
town had received at lua hands. But in neither of the 
pleadings of these rival orators did they fairly discuss the 
legal point, contenting themsdvee with oratorical displaya 
in which there was more sound than subetance. 

PerhapB the most valuable fart stated in thip pleading, 
which Fountainhall nays, was " acted to the admiration of 
all hearers with so much lustre and advantage, that tbou^ 
in other things he suipaseed all his rivals, yet in this he 
excelled, outdid, and surpassed himself," is the catali^ne of 
instanoea in whkh " Saoators of the CoIl«ge of JuBtioe and 
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Officen of Gtat«" li&d ezecnted "tJie <^oe ot ProroBtrie 
within this city both of old uid of Ute tyme*." The eri- 
denceon this head iacODdiwiTe to a certain extent — botuot 
abflolntely — for then was no precedent directly npplioaUa, 
aa in the inatancea adduced, the indiTidoals promoted to the 
bench vren all lawjeiB : irheras RaniBay had nerer been 
anything eke than a trader, tx abop-keeper. He was a acu 
of the Iter. Andivw Bamaay, whoae depoaition bj the core- 
nautcn has been ahcady mentioned, and who waa the anUior 
of thoee I^tin poema frcan irtuch Mihon ia aaid to have bor- 
rowed erane of hia brightest paaaagea. 

The FoiBoeni loet tlieir CBuafr—but with thia qualification, 
Uiat in future, tlie office of Pioroot could only be beld for 
two jeara. 

Altbongh Banuay was anceeaBful in getting the action 
dismiaaed, he wae not equally aucoeaafnl in retaining hia tv9 
officee. Placedonthebeiichupoathe23dNoTeinba-1671ba 
waa compelled by threats of impeachment to reeigQ hi* legal 
M well aahia civic hononis in Norember 1673. Hed^arted 
Ihia life 17th January 1688, at hia honae at Abbotahall, — 
upon which occasbn, Ninian Fatenon, the Episcopal miniator 
of Liberton, printed an " Elegy to the memory of the in- 
comparable Sir Andrew Baoiaay of Abbotahall Frovoat of 
Edinboigh, Coonaellor to Hia Hajeetf, Lord of tlie Seenm, 
&&,'** a production which doea not aay much for the poelieal 
talent of ita reverend anthor. Foontainhall mendona, 
"23d January 1688, being Saturday, I went to Fyffe to 
Abbotaball'a borial, who died the 17th before, and letumed 
the 34tli, being Sonday night" 

Thia " inoompaiable" gentleman waa, aoooi^g to Hal- 
oolml4ung,t a banlcmpt trader, " created a Lord of Seatitat," 
in retnm for terenteen thoniODd pounda extorted aa gifts

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from the toim. ^ Andrew's son and keir wM nuned bj 
Lftw of lAoriBtoa, vhoM skffl H A gsmbler wu M nofamoiu 
u hia abilitf as a flnander. With the uuitt&noe of the 
ceMnsted Goloue] GhartaiB, Abbotahall, with a Kutal of 
£1200 per umnm, was brought to the hammer, and its 
owner retired to Florence " with hi* het hundred pound,"* 
where he died. 

It wa« not imta the year 1677 that Francb Khiloch ob- 
taioed Uie object 6t his amlntion, and became Lord Prorcet. 

He got the estate of Gilmerton t in a manner not partdon- 
larlf repntable. It had belonged to John Hepburn of 
Wanchton — bot had been hardened faj him in 165S, and he 
had granted a wadset, a redeemable right which enabled 
the borrower to get his estate back, upon repayment of 
16,000 pounds Scots, and the expauea of baildinga, pro- 
vided tbsy did not exceed utitonsand merhs Scots. John 
Coc^bnm, the creditor, was an advocate, and in farther 
Monritj took a diapomtion of tlie landa tx/acU aheolute. 

Hepburn and hia creditor did not get on well together, 
and CH» Henry Eiuloch, a oomdn of Francis Einloch, who 
was a domestic servant of Hepburn's, snggested that hia 
relation ahould pay the mtnrtgage, and get a right from 
Oockbnm — whidi was done in the shape of an absolute dis- 
podljon, and a relative bock bond or letter of revendon 
explaining, or pretending to explain, the 'b-ae nature of the 
tnuuoetitm. Einloch entered on possession of Oilmerton, 
and built a fine house upon it Hepburn died, and Sir 
Andrew Hamaay's son having married hia daughter, pro- 
ceedings were adopted to redeem Ihe lands. The equity 
was dear enough — hut by a casting vote, it was determined 
that the revendon was not sufficiently explicit to qualify the 
absdnte diapositdon. Fountainhall, who gives the detail,

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shows, in toleraUf digtinct Unguage, the Tenality of the 
bench, and ve cannot omit his concluding remark : " Thii 
deciaioD, for its Btrasgenen, taapriaed all that heard of it; 
for scarce ever any who once heard the ease, doubted bnt it 
wonld be found a clear wadset ; and it opeited tiie monUu 
of all, to cry out upon it aa a direct and downright snbvn- 
sion of all our righta and properdee." 

These proceedings fully verify what Lauderdale told to 
the Bstoniahmeiit of an English gentieman : — *' in Scotland 
the rale is"— quoth hie gisce, "shew me the man and 111 
shew yon the law." From a panage in the Pasquil on the 
Stair family,* it appears that Lord Balmerino was the original 
author of this admirable epitome of Scotdi law, as admini- 
Btered in hia time and long aft«rwuida. 

Einloch, one way or another, amaned a raat fortune. 
From the Bonndd it is evident that he ori^nal^ fcdtowed 
the calliog of a tailor, but unlike the oelebrated Snglish 
tulor Sir John Hawkwood, raised himself to a high poa* 
tion — not by hia sword, but his aheais. 

It may be presumed that he is the nme person who, upoa 
the 16th January 1662, was served heir of his &thar, Henry 
Einloch, merchant and burgees of Edinburgh, in some land 
in " Coldbrandspath," in the county of Berwick. Hat he 
was of humble parentage is evident from hia having a consia 
of the name of Henry, a domestie servant in the family <d 
Hephum of Waucht«n. 

The lata C. K. Sharpe, Esq., had a H3. poem in bis. 
possession, with the following pedigree of one "Jacob Kin- 
loch " — also a tailor, and probably a relative of the Provost. 
It is entitled "A gentleman's torn to Jacob Bonloch for csO- 
ing him a Dunse in tiie Cofiee-honie, 1C74." It V 
thus:— 

How could your baseness, so rash sentence pass, 
As for to term me Icggerhead and ass, 
'Seepage 180. 
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I bong bnt & itntngv, jron Usatiow 
Had never m«i dot spoke to me before : 
I'd never heard of yon— n in this oiae 
Of jonr mcquaiatftnce had not the disgntoe. 
I wonder'd mach, who and what coold jou be, 
Till one did thna exteact your pedigree. 
" His goidsjre was a aexton fairie elf, 
Liv'd on tiie dead, and d!^^ graTca for pelf 
He left nnto his bod, which aereral yean 
He did angment by neodle, thimble, shears, 
Till ptide that devill hun threw, and did distill 
Thiongh needle eye, and made him Dean of Gild. 
Bis ribbands then he tnm'd to boot and spars 
Of mungrell half, he's neither hoond nor (ran j 
His sponae a litter bore, whereof the ehee. 
Were apes of gentrie, free of modeety," &a, &c 
One of his daughters bad the Christian name of Manoo, 
and another was called EUzebetb, who 

" Strove wiUi gownea and petticoat to trail." 
Fountainhall has noted a cue in which Hies Haona 
Ktoloch neariy got her hmband into a law snit from her 
love of finery. She waa the wife of oneylamn Gharteris, 
a writer in Edinbnrgh, and was brought before the Privy 
Conncil for breaking the samptoaiy laws " in regulating 
apparelL" The proof agauist her failed — bat it was debated 
amongat the Judgee whether when a married woman is 
convicted of the broach of a penal statute, the husband is 
liable for the fine, or if the wife can herself be punished by 
impriscmment, and her efFects attached after oouviction. 
Another question waa, whether proof by female witneasea 
of the transgrenion of the act was competent. Fountainhall 
was of opinion that the wives ought not to be permitted to 
burden their husbands, else many would break the act pur- 
posely to about or injoie theoL 
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Ab both the KinlochB were tiilon, it is not iniprateUb 
tbat tbey were oonnectcd in bade; indeed, Jacob may 
Ilbts been the brother of the PtmtxL Sir Walt«r Scott 
mentioned an anecdote which goee far to veriff this con- 
jecture. A. young gentinaan <rf the name was attending 
a meetuig of freeholden to elect a lepreamtatjve for the 
county of East Lothian, when he met an dd gentkanan 
clad in andent Teatments. The yoonger man, ■buck with 
the odd appearance of hii fdlow frediolder, proceeded 
to compUment him on the elegance of hia attire. *'Y<M 
may well be prond of it, my young friend," aaid the wabK, 
"t(x it was cut and aewed by your grandfather." Tbia 
occurred long before the Reform BiU had altered the Byatfln 
of parliamentary reprcsentatu>u in BcotUnd. 

Sir Francb &om time to time acquired large landed 
eetatea in Edinburgh, Hwldingttm, Fife, and Perth. The 
Nora Scotia Baronetcy waa procured 16th September 
1686. He married a lady of the name of Hacmath — by 
whom he had a son of the same chriatian name as himself, 
who was Ecrred his heir Sth Norember 1699, and who 
married a daughter of that Protean worthy, David Leslie^ 
Ltmd Newark.

"SiBBALD/wjaBiAop Burnet, " wlu> was the moat leuned

Tailed on by the Earl of Perth to turn Papist ; but he aoo& 
became ashamed of lumng done to, on ao titUe eDquiij. 
He went to London for BOina nxmthB, retiring from all ocm- 
paQj, and went into a course of atndj hj which he came to 
aee into the errors of Popery. He then returned to Scotland, 
and published his recantation openly in church." 

In the autobiography,* printed for tha first time in the 
" Analeota Scotica," Sibbald giTca a mngnlar acooont at 
the circumBtances that induced him to turn Roman Catholic 
He had been on terms of intimacy with the Earl of Perth, 
whose family physician he appears to have been. This led 
to many discueeionB on doctrinal subjecta, and the autobiir- 
grapher was induced by his patron to write two books in 
vindication of the antiquity of Scotland and her Monarcha 
against the Bishop of St Asaphs. 

The peer frequentiy said, during these oonversationa wiUi 
his physician, that he was opposed to many of the doctrines 
of the Church of Some, so that Sibbald thought he " was 
secure on that head," but alas, the worthy doctor waa no 
match for the Jeaiutical lord — as one Sunday, the nobla 
Earl having taken physic, fell a weeping, and announced the 
fact, thaA he was a Papist, — that no convderation of worlol^ 
interest had been the inducing cause — but the conviction titat 
the Rtxnan Catholic was "the true and ancient Church." 

This declaration was somewhat startling, — but Sibbald 

did not then succumb to his patient. In September 1685,

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the Borl took his intended coavert to Dnunnuaid Castle to 
atcend the Conntew, wbo wu dying, and who on her death- 
bed had been brotight orer to her hiuband'a own wa]^ of 
thinking. "Good hidj; she, I believe, did it out of th6 
love ahe had for him," Bays the simple man, — all that he 
heard her say " waa what any Proteetant believed, and oaed 
ID the aganiea of death to aaj. So she died, and ceremonial 
were uaed at her death." 

When Sibbald flnt came to the castle the Earl gave him 
the life of " Gregory Lopes and Father Davila" to etudy, — 
trhoae jriety and austerity of life greatly mored the reader. 
Having thus prepared the way by weakening the outworks, 
the zealooB Earl carried the citadel by storm. He had pre- 
vioosly anured his victim that the Romanists believed that 
any good man of a differeat way of thinking from them, 
and who had a nncere love to God, would be saved. " I 
said I was well pleased to hear that." 

Sibbald shonld have asked his informer how this charitable 
belief conld be reconciled with the Fires of Smithfield or 
the Massacre of 8t Bartholomew. Bat no time was appar- 
ently given for any qoestions, as " about eleven o'clock he 
called me up to his studio, and there he read me a paper 
that the Dnchesa of York (Aone Hyde) had wroto upon her 
esbradng that religion, and discoursed very pathetically 
upon it. I knew not hojr it oame about. I felt a great 
warmneas (^ my affections while he was reading and dis- 
conisng, and therefore, as I thonght eutro quodam pietatit 
atotui, I said I wonld embrace that religion." 

Delighted with the suoceaa of his scheme, the Eari took 
tiie convert in his arms, and thankod God for the victory. 
Thaae facts were not generally known, and when the con- 
versicm of Lord Perth was bruited abont, Sihbald got the 
credit of having been the cause; indeed, so enraged 'were 
the Edinbu^b people, that the poor doctor was veiy 
nearly miu'dered in consequenoe of this mistaken notion. 
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He was ftttftcked in his own houae bj some three or foor 
bundred nuBcreants, bat contrived to ew^w by the back 
docHT and jump orer his " yud dyke." The wretches bnA« 
into the house And newly killed his wife — who wM (mly 
BBTed by some one deoUuing she was a good ProtestAaL 
The; searched the bed, and then departed, declaring tfa^ 
wotdd " BathiBet"* him. The public feeling waa bo strong 
■gainst Sibbald, that he fled to Berwick, and thereafto' got 
safely to London. 

Ftam what Sibbald learned in the south he began to think 
he had been too precipitate in his change. He tonnd out 
that the Jeeoits had ererything to say at coort, and that (ha 
pe(^e were beginning to show erery indication of renating 
the restoration of Popery. He had contnuited a rery bad 
cdd by his forced flight from his own house, and by lying 
exposed in tike field the ni^t of the attack. He was at- 
tacked by riieamatism, then came eiysipelaa, accompanied by 
wantofaleep. HereetdTedtoretornbyseotwhichheaoocMd- 
ingly did, and in eight days arriTed at Ldth. " When I 
was come home I wrote to the chancellor my resolatimi, and 
declared it to some who Tinted me, and I went no man to 
the Popish serrice, bnt removed to the county, and went to 
church ; and in Septonbor following, I was leoeiTed by the 
Bislu^ of Edinbn^ upon my acknowledgment of my rash- 
ne«^ in his house, and took the faoiament aoooiding to the 
way of the Church of England." 

This nairatire, wnttoi not for puUication, but to e^daJD 
his conduct to his friends, is probaUy true in substanoe, — 
bnt perhaps slightly coloured, to remove any impreeuon 
which tli^ might have entertained, that the learned phy- 
ncian was a somewhat weak-minded penon. Iliat tlte Eari 
purposely set himself to seduce Sibbald is obrious. It must

Hov 
gratifjring to be ioatracted bj one of the noble raoe of 
Dnunmond — a peer of the rnhn — one who had the King'a 
ear, and who could harangue on the anperior euellenoe 
<^ the old religion to that of the new one. Then to be 
parmitted to liaten to the leaKinB why Anne Hjde became a 
Papist, as they were diedoeed by hia Patron. No wonder 
Six Bobert was mored to tears by hearing this Hoyal doca- 
mait read to him by a person so elerated in position. 

One thing talla farourably for Sibbald, and it is, that he 
aenx deriTed peooniary benefit or promotion from bis OOD- 
Tenion, — and that he did not for any length of time remain 
eatianged from Proteatantinn. 

The Tersee by Fitciiiru are ^ken from an original MS. 
in the Wodrow ooUeotion, and it will be kept in view as 
■bowing how strong the unprevion agvnst Sibbald bad 
been, — Uiat his witty and intimate friend, Archibald Pit- 
caim, had no scruple to attack him in tlui BonndelL Sabee- 
qDOit^, when the perrert had letnmed to hit original faith, 
the old trioidR becKue reooueiled, and Sibbald wrote a 
lAtin Epitaph on his death, which has been printed in the

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price paid cvne to £342. 17b. sterlingf r largo earn in thoM 
dajB. Some difficulty asote in makiiig the purcbsM from 
the objections oi a few Momben of Faculty, who did not 
think the fuDda alioiild he need for uij such a purpose. At 
ft later date, an 0[^odtion of this desoriptioD was mora 
anccMrfnl, for when the Talaable collection of MSS. and 
printed hooks lued hj Principal Boberiaon in writing the 
Life of Chariee V. wu ofFeced to the Faculty iat the small 
Bum of £lOO, a venerable advocate, named M'Cormick, who 
went by the eobriqnet of Nioodemoa, roee to o^^xxe the 
porchaee, and as hie leaeous were so admirable as to carry 
a majority of the learned facnlty with him, we cannot 
refrain from giving them. "Toboysuchacollectaon, Dean 
of Faculty, would be a waate of our funds, — it would just be 
like a person who, baring devonred a most delicious pndding, 
would immediately afterwards set too and devour the shells 
of the eggs of which it had been made." Of the verity of 
this anecdote then ia no doubt, aa it came from the first 
Lord Meadowbank, who was Faeolty-Treasurer at the time, 
and who advocated the purchase. 

Archibald Fitcaim, M.D., was bom in Edinbnigh upon 
the 25th of December 1662. He was repneentatire of aa 
ancient family of Scotland, and the direct deaoendont of 
Andrew, the poathnmous son of Piteaim oi that Ilk, irha, 
with seven sous, was killed at the fatal fight of Flodden. 
The infant son by this melancholy event became owner 
<d the lands of his forefathers, and bad the honour of being 
progenitor of one of the many distinguished men who 
flourished in Scotland at the time of the Union. 

Though on adherent of the Htuart family, Piteaim bad 
no leaning to Fopery, and as little liking to Preshyterianism, 
which he took every opportunity of turning into ridicule, 
with considerable humour, aa those persona who have read 
his amusing oomedy called the Assembly, and his satirical 
poem termed Babel, can hardly deny. That there ia mnck 
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ooMwueH in both Uieae prodoctioiu nuty be conceded ; but 
this -wu the bult of the time, and both Butler wd Cotville 
are liable to a sLmilar charge. 

At » lAtiu poet hii abilitiee are tmirenalljconeeded, uid 
allbontfh hia SpignniB, frcan their peraon&l alluaiooB — not 
eulj explained at the pRsent date — ue occanonallj diffi- 
cult to nndentand, they qierkle wiUi wit. Hia Ejuta{ih om 
tiie Tiaooont ct Ihtodee haaalwaf* been jortlj admired, and 
BO higfav cotnplimeiit can be paid to it than to uy, that 
Drjden haa made it ftmiili».r bj hia spirited tratudaticxi, to 
those who hare not studied the " humanities'* as they are 
called in Qie north. 

Lord Hailea, 'whose political views were very different 
from tiioae of Pitcvm, and who, periupe witbout knowing 
it, allow* tliem oocaaionally to colour his critical opimons — is 
not inclined to allow tiie I^Atin compontiona, as some enthn- 
ntnntn said, to be the most degant that had been given to the 
worid rince the Aognstan age, and oonsiden tiiem inferior 
to Buchanan, Johnston, Vida, and Sannasuiiu, but he 
iMmi^f that they ponesB oouddovble merit, not bo much 
for thmr flowing and eae^ nmnben, as " for their, luunour 
and poignant satire." * 

As a physician, the great exodlence of Fitoaim has 
uniformly been allowed. He was the first medical man of 
bis lime, and at the present day his name stsnds slmost as 
hi^ in the estimation (tf the prafeesjcm as it did in his own. 

The late Archibald Gmstable, before his foilnie, projected 
publishing Ae literary retnaine erf Pitcaiin, and he had col- 
lected together a great many of his fugitive pieces— these he 
bound op in a foUo vdnms, which is now in the Library of 
tits Faculty of Advocates. It haa a yaej fine impresnon of 
the fine print of Pitcaim prefixed. 

* Sibbald'a Edinbotgh Magasine — a periodical of great 
TBlDefortheousiof origioalniBttBrinit, and mnch (Dperior 
tothsSoott Msgaane. 
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The clergj of the Eetabliahed Choich of BcoUwd mad 
Fitc&int were, as might be expected, oontiniuUy Kt war. 
Webiter, & pc^nUr miniBter, who wed to »j -vtrj odd 
thingB from the polpt, scciued Pitcairn of being a Deiit — 
a chuge, u Lord Hailee aUow*, altAgetber nnfomtded. 
Tlaa led to » lawsuit at the imdauce of the injnrad party 
agaJDEt the rererend injarer. The cause arose ont of these 
circanutances — at a book sale, a oopy of Pbiloatta t ua' Iif« 
of ApoDonins TTaoeos was put up, trad after a keen com- 
petition bought at a high price. Afterwards a copy of the 
Bible was put np, and diere were no bidden. When aome 
peiBon present ofao^Ted that it was a matter of regret that 
theHolyScriptarescoDldnotfiadapurchaser, "Nowonder," 
quoth the Doctor, " that it studc in their hands, for is it not 
said, ' Verbum Dei manel in etemum.'" Lord Fountaiuhall 
reports the case (ISth July 1713), and ssys— "The Lords 
coQsideTed this procesa was managed with moch ual, and 
that Hr Webster was willing to give reasotiaUe satiaf action; 
therefore they recomiaended to the Justice- Clerk, the Lord 
Ordinary in the cause, to endeavonr to settie the partias 
amicably." This was a jndidoBS way of getting rid of a 
cause which Ihe Conrt did not probably wish to decide 
against WefaBter, as it must have- done had Pitcaim innjat^nt 
for adecision. In this manner further scandal was avc^ded.

Phcaim ad- 
dtHD troubled the intide of tay church, hot every Sabbath 
nioming hU jug of claret was to be Been on ita way Eran 
the tavern to hi» hoiue, just aa the more Btaid portioti of the 
population was going to morning Hrrioe. The kirk elden 
were greatlj ecandaliced, and nuder the pretence of pre- 
TentiDg Sabbath deaecralioD, nied to aeize tbe jug, and 
oonflicate the daiet. Pitcaim, hftving doubts of the pori^ 
of tlie modTe for Uiia Mizure, one moniing put into the 
wine a dcae of tartar emetic. It waa as nsnal aeiced. Tbe 
doctor, who waa an £piacopalian, to tbe aatonidmient of 
the FraebTteriaaa on that ereotfnl daj, tot^ hia place in 
thie Kirk, ffis eyea were directed to the aeat of the eldera. 
Worahip bad not prooeeded far when one of the Sabbata- 
rians rushed out of Uie church, as pale aa death — 
another followed, and in a few minnteB the elders' mat waa 
empty, to the bewilderment <rf all but the contriTer of the 



Tea at this time waa not iu use for breakfast, but clant 
WBB the ordinal drink in the north bdore the Union 
led to the nse of the former. Tea graduaUf came in ila 
I^aoe, a bererage wbich now eren the poorest of the land 
cannot di^ense with. 

By his fiiBt wife, a daogfater of Colonel Hay of Pitfonr, 
Pitcaim had two children, a son and daughter, wbo died 
yoong. On the death of hia first wife, he e ap o ua ed a 
daughter of Sir Aichibald Stevenson, a diatiugDiBhed j^ysi- 
dan, and by her had one son, who, joining in the insurrec- 
tion of 1716, only eec^wd tbe scaffold through the intereat 
of Dr Mead with Walpole, aubeequently tbe minister of the 
two first Oewgea. Tbe youth, for he waa a mne boy, 
wait to the Cootiitent, where he died. There were four 
daughters, one of whom became Connteaa.of Eellie. 73ia 
doctor's widow died in the year 17^, at a tot adnneed 
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age, and vas remembered bj her friends and acquaintance 
with the high«et respect and Mteem. 

Fitcaim died npon the 23d of October 1718, " r^retted 
hj science aa its omameDt, by hia coimtiy aa ita boost, and 
bj bmnanltf ae its friend." He had collected a moat Ten- 
able library of booka on all subjects, which wag &fter hia 
death pnrciiaaed by Fet«r the Great.* It ia nngnlar Ukat 
Lord Orford'a collection of pNntinga, and Bobertaon'a 
Spanish collection, ihoold, at a aubaeqnent period, to tiie 
disgrace of this oountry , be allowed to pass into the poasea- 
idon of the Hoscorite. 

The Comedy of the Aaaembly has been thrice printed. 
The two early editjonst having become of gnat larity, the 
late ecceotric Darid TVebater, a Tendor of second-hand 
booka — a strange character — much patronized bj Sir Walter 
Scott, reprinted the play. Even thia edition is scarce. 
The poem of Babel, after remaining for a ceatnry and a half 
in MS., was printed, wil^ iUnatratiTe note by G. R. Einloch, 
Esq., aa the contribntion to the Maitland Club, 1S90, 4to. 
Many of his Latin epigrams and Torwa, by himself and hja 
Mtetnporariea, wwe printed laat omtury, with poema upon 
the Bi^at Company of Archeia, but a great number of bia 
peoea in the shape of broadaidee are still to be tbund in the 
ooQectionB of the cnrioua.

The word "Peat" means" Pet," tiut IB to tajr, a fftTonnd 
indiridnal attubed to oc haugmg on a judge, through 
whcHJi Buiton might influence liis dedsion. lu the North 
Briton of the 17th Saptembei 1763, no verj gftlirfantfn? 
anthoritj aaHiredly, oonudering ita prejodicea agaiiut Soot- 
land, it waa oaaerted that the Court of Seuioii wm verf 
■imilar to that of Paiia, wliere the jadgee were got at t^ 
aniton through &ia "Feat" or "Pat," a naoie which anwe 
from a Jjord of Senion "of the fint character, knowledge, 
and ap^cation to bnmnen," having a Boa at the Barwhoae 
name waa Patrick. When a miitor came to the judge to 
■olicit, mf Jxjtd enqturad, " Hare 70a consulted Fat" If 
the anower waa the affinnatiTe, the isnial anawer tt bit 
Tjordahip waa, *' I'll enquire of Pat about it. I'll take care 
of 70111 cause. Go home and mind your bnaineBi.'' In thia 
wa7 the word Fat, came in nae aa incUcatdDg a person who 
had influence with a judge, and who made a toteralde liting 
bf taking diwceitr* from litiganla. In one of the pt^ralar 
i^jmee about 1690, the yonngeat aon <A the first Ead of 
Uelville, Jamea Hdville of Balgarvie, is called a Pate or 
Feat, tolerable proof that then auch an office waa not ooa- 
odered disreputable. 

In Scotland, Patrick ia frequeatl7 called Peter, and Peter 
Patrick, a circmnatance not gener^f known in the sooth, 
but which not man; months since was explained in tlte House 
of Lords during a discunion arising in one of the claims to 
the Breadalbane Earldom. The Counsel alluding to a pencm 
who had been meutioned, called him Captain Fatrid 
Campbell. The Chancellor said the Captain's name waa not 
Patrick, but FUtx. His Lordship waa assured tbc^' w«xe 
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oonTertible tenu. " Wbitt, ue St Patrick and St Peter 
the Mme?" "To," wu the aaawer. Fortonatelf Lord 
Coloimj wu present and infraraed tita Chancellor, " that 
the iMned coqdkI wu ngtit, u in Scotland P&trick was 
Peter, and Pet«r Patrick." His Loidahip mig^ have 
added that hia friend the late Lord Bobwtaon who wu 
ehriatened Pabnck, was inTariablj called Peter. 

If time be tendt in what the North Sritm hu stated as

The antlKiraliip of these vonea )iu bsen aacribed, and widi 
eomepiobabilitf , to Chariea tlie fomigeat son of Uke Marqma 
of Hnntlj, who waa created Earl of Abo;ike, and Ban»i 
Gordon of GleoleiTit, by King Charles JI., 10th September 
1651, aa a recompeuce for hia Bervices to that monarch and 
to his royal fatlier daring the great civil war and subeeqaentty. 
Bj the faUuie of the elder branches of the family, the Ducal 
line of Gordon hsa become extinct, bat the male descendant 
of the Earl of Aboyne, by reason of hia deacent frtan the 
aeocmd Haiqma of Hantiy, now mjc^ that dignity. 

Eari Charlea married the Lady Eliisbeth Lyon, by wbom 
he had Charles hia Bucc«sBor, two otber aons, and a daughter 
Elizabeth who became the wife of John, second Esji at 
Cromaity, bat of tjua moniage there was no iasne. The 
Eari of Aboyne died in 1680. 

From the Tidnity of the parish ci Conll in the Coun^ of 
Aberdeen to Aboyne Castle, the residence of the Earl, he 
must have had ''little Mr Andrew G)^" aa his nest 
neighboiir, and if his lordship remained of the religion of 
his aneestoia, there coold be little c&ance of much intimacy 
between them. Indeed, aftcvtlie nanal faahitm where a 
nligiDus antagonism exists, the probabili^ is that the Pets 
and the Parson wonld be on the worst terms with each other. 

He Uinister of Coal, if credence be given to these verseB, 
bad a conBideiable resemblance to the Vicar of Bray, who 
retained his benefice whatercr changes oecornd in the 
national f onn of worship. Grey's flexibility would £nd litOe 
sympatliy from one of a race that oontinaed true to their 
oocieut buth. 
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The chmcli of Conl is repmented m rooflov— whidi wta 
probably tma. It had been dedicated to Saint Kadilan, 
who u aU^ed oa haTmg lived about "the year of oar 
Lrad CCCCL.," and to bave "boilt Ute churches of BetLdaf, 
Cowl, and Tnlledi, all afterward dedicated to hii meiiMKy, 
at tbe last of which he rended, and bis relioi were beliered 
to woA enrefi ; his feaat was on tbe eightlt of Jannarf ."* 
He was " uobly bom," hot neyerOielecB followed the pri- 
nutiTe employment of huabutdrj, giring away "hu 
iucreftw to the Poor." The holy man who got hLi mitre 
when at Bome ftwma a remarkable contnurt to the renatile 
little priest, "to whom the core of souls, on the parish of 
Cowl, had been entniBted," and "who roared fiercelie for 
the corenBOt," peAape within that "roofles" ehorch which 
owed its foundation to the Saint.

The Dnohesa of LAudardale waa a dao^tei of William 
Unrray, a son of the minister of Dyssit, page " and whqt- 
ping boy " of Charlai I. when Prince of Wales, who, when His 
B(^ Bighneeaoould not say his leeaon, or behaved naoghtily,

This norel ejttoni of 
pmushmeiit by jaazj bad the effect of creating a riucere 
lore I7 Cfaarlee to Mnmf , and he oltiinatelf tnada him 
EaH of Dysart Bishop Bornet telb his renders in tJie 
Hemoire of His Own Time, Out in retnra for the kindness 
nod affection of the King, this new-fledged Elarl sold liis 
benebcttv's maWtt to Puliaineiit for fortf-thoosand tuerks ; 
and privately informed the governor of Hull not to admit 
the King into the town, as if he did, he wonld be sore to 
be beheaded. 

The Patoit allowing the sncoesmon of hein-general, the 
eldevtdiitighteTofUuswortUnsren^tado,becanieCoQnteeBDf 
Dysart in her own right, snd married Sir Lionel ToUonache, 
by whom she had a son, the ancestor of Uie stiU sahnst- 
ing familj of Djrssrt. Bhe was, aooording to general 
belief, onder the protection of Cromwell ; uid had great 
inflnenoe with tlut remarkable man. Sir John Bereaby,* 
npon the marriage of tlie Coanteas to the Dnke of lAodcr- 
dale, Tisited them " at th£ir flue honse at Hum After 
dinner her Qiaoe entertained me in her chamber with 
mnob discoviae upon affairs of ststeu She had beoi a 
beavtifiil woman ; the supposed mistress of OUTer Crom- 
wdl ; and at that time a lady of great parts." This oo~ 
cnned in 1677. Her eldest aoa noceeded her Qraoe sa Earl 
of Dysart ; and Ham Hoase, ataU the seat of the bmily, 
is one ot the most interesting old mansions in Great 
Britain. She had no fiunily bj lAodeidale, whose snooenor 
in the Earldom was his brother, better known as Loid 
Hatton. Her daoghter, Oie I^dy EUzabeth Talmash or 
ToDemac^ became the wife el Archibdd, Earl and sobse- 
qnently Dnke of A^yle. The marrisge was an unhappy 
one, somnchBo,thatascpai&tion tilliniatelywasthereBQlt;

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latterly Argyle took up his reddeooe in ths norOi of 
EDgland, and lived and died at Chirton near North SlueUi 
of wounds recdred in eome nudniglit bravL Tha« is a 
large collectirai of lettere from hia dnchctt p iooeii ud in die 
library of the Faculty of AdTOcatea, of no very particnlar 
interest, ai they rdate to family disputes, bat the; prore 
that the lady was an iinperious andpaasionate female, facto 
«Iiiob explain the cause of her tausband'a deseriion. Utey 
show also tiiat in bad toinperand in the.art of tormraiting, 
the Dncheea of Argyle was the I^timaf e repnaentetiTe of 
her mother. 

John, Doke of Arg^e, and Aichibald, Earl cS lalay, wen 
theiwue of this ill-matched eonple ; the fint-uamed nobleoaan 
is Mie of the prominent chsnotara in the Heart of Mid- 
Lotliian, but from the manner in which he and hia mother 
treated the fonale to whom Chirton had been given by Doke 
Archibald, ndtiier tbe one nor the other can be compli- 
tnested on their nobility of feeling.* In the caae of the 
mother, her condaot is intelligible, as tiie deaertion of her 
hnsband natnn^y made her Tindictive; but noUiing can 
ortennate the behaviour of the aon in allowing the memoiy 
of his deceased parent to be outraged by tJie pioceedinga 
which followed homeiiiately upon his demiee at Chirton. 

He Earl of lalay nhimately succeeded his brother JtAn 
in the Dukedom; but as ndther left male iaane the 
hononn pasied'to a edlatetal, ae the next hdr-male under 
the pat«at Their only sister, Anne, nuuried Ist, Johu^ 2d 
£arlof ButejandSd, AlezaitderFraaerof Strichen, a Lord 
of Seesion. 

The Earl ctf Dyaart, who inherited the Utle ontbedeidh 
of his mother in Jane 1696, woe as covetous aa ahe was. 
HreMan1ey,inthatnowalmoet forgotten satirical production, 
the New AUantis, styles him " an old cormudgnm " who

kqit & boow " like the Temple of Famme," well nigh ituT- 
Ing hia Hm, Lord Hantiiigtover, who married against bia 
incluutdon a uataial daughter of the Duke of DeToaahire. 

What an extraordinarfirork anew edition of Mrs Maule^'a 
book would be, if ilhiabated b; ootempoiai; memoin ukd 
original docnmeuts. 

Gilbert Burnet was at one period an obseqnioDS admirer 
of thiB Etronjt-minded virago, whose graces iuspired him so 
moch that he actualij peq>etiated poetry on her acoonnt. 
fn 1677, the futm« bishop preeented the imperiooB ladj 
with verses, which were &Bt printed in the Catalogue of 
Sootish Writers, p. 66, in which we have had occuion fre- 
quently to refer, from a ootemporary MS., and were said 
to be " written and presented to her out of hia own hand. 
The original I read." This delightful spedmen of dnieal 
flattery ccRnmenoa thoa : — 

"Where am 1 now? trano'din deepextasie. 

Or mock'd by Fhutaies wanton mimickrie? 

Hy sensea wj, I wake, but reason tells 

Ther'e ground to fe*r some magick apella. 

Is't real or a spectre I behold. 

Or some angeUo power in humane mold? 

Tbj form ""^ children call thee wtMnau ; 

But thy misterioua aool is above man. 

Cherub I doubf a too low a name for thee, 

For thou alone a whole rank seems to be : 

The onhe individual of thy kynd. 

No mate can fitlie suit ao great a mind. 

But in this unitie such plurals doe 

Comfayne, that Quak«s may desygne thee, joo." 
This exquiaite nonaenae goes on in much the same Btyle to 
the length of about seventy-two lines ; in aome of than the 
writer sppeara to have entwtained not an entirely Flatonio 
passion for this concentrated essence of cherubs. Boraet 
■otm recovered from hia infatuation; the duchess was no 
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longer augdio, tnd from a lorar, m not nnfreqirantfy h^- 

Hie Duke died in die yeaz 1663, luring been pnrioaBly 
jnHiwH to aettle all he could on hie wifo. Upon his dMth, 
the ladf k»t not a moment to eonaaeoM legal proceedii^ 
againet her tnoUia-io-Uv, Hatton, hit ■oecenor in tb« 
Earldom, the Dokedtnn having been Hmited to tbe hcin- 
nale of hia Qraoe'a oun bodj. She veij neariy rained him. ' 
Poontunhall, who has reported theee auha, direottj and 
bom his penKOui knowle^, charges the Datdmi in ordw 
to aoeraaplidi her deaigna with petjnry. 

It appeal tbat the Duke having been denroos of pnr- 
<dunng DnddingEton near Bdinbnrah, ■ now beluiging to 
the Di^ of AbcMoni, bordened tbe estate of Ham bdcng- 
ing to hia wife, fast by her authoritf, to the extent trf £7000 
BterUng, bf.meanaol which he ma able to carrj dirongii his 
intended pnrohaM. He applied the money so raieed to bnj' 
Daddingitoi) : baTing done lo, hie grace ctmrefed it to hii 
wife, who, not contented with the gift, ineialed that her 
biodier-iu-law ahonld reliere her own English propa^ al 
Ham of this bnnlen, althongh the money thus raised had 
cmoe hack to her in tiie shape of a Scotch estate. 

The Earl incantiondy referred to the oath of the hdj the 
botthatit was agreed by her that the En^ish debt was to 
bebwne byhendf, bntthischemb, who oonatittited in her 
own person " a whole rank" of oeleetdals, niort negative, 
to nee a law eipression, mnch to the astonishment of Foon- 
tainhaU, who personally was ooncemad In tlie transaction, 
and of King James TIL, who having, when Dnke of Yack, 
succeeded Lauderdale as Lord High Commissioner, was faDy 
cognisant of the fact, her Grace having " acknowledged to 
him her uDdertaking the EngUah debt."* The oonseqacBea 
of this false oath was, that the Eari had to pay the pifee 
of Dttddingston, by rdieiving the borden on tjie estate of 
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III aaoihm of her olainia ihe wu defeated. AUioiif^ ohe 
Ind got aU the Duke's ezeoatiy, Ute bdf inarted Out tlw Ewt 
^umld pay the Doke's fmenl diargta, whioh vers vor 
Urge, bat this the ocHirt nfoaed to nllinr. She dao im- 
podentij' aaked, tiut hia kndahip ilkoold rdiere her of 
certuu mortgagea created by hertelf over the estate of 
H«m, bat thia prepoetcnHiB demand was ako rejected. 

It ms no iMilt of the Dochen that Uie tanalj r£ 
Lauderdale vaa not reduced to beggary; aa it waa, — tite 
nnlnckj Sari was pot to great ctnita, and hk nioeenms 
after bim hsd good reaoon for locddiig upon Bnmrt'a 
"i:Jtenib" aa«n angel itf daiknen rather than of light. 

WhateT«rh«GiMegotlitMof,3hekept. ThoatiielAdr 
Bogball attempted to ge^ out of her poeaenioD same jewda, 
the beqoeat of the deoeaaed Connten of I«ideidale who 
died at Paria. When pnrmed fw delmry, ber Oraee ob- 
jeoted to the title <J Uie pntsuer, aa it waa (nilj aa extiact <tf 
the Lady'i tcMtament " out of ane Tahillion's hotfka M 
Faria," and got the Loida to deolaie that it waa not " pio- 
batiTe." Her deeoendant, Ladj Anne Cc^ a danghter cf 
her grattdson, Dnke Mm, inhcritad that ^ipetito for 
approprialioD which formed ao pnanineDt a featnre in the 
chancter of her remarkable aauaUiaa. 

Connected with Doddingaton an Mnmnng law mit oc- 
amrad between her Orace and ^ James Dick of Piiest- 
fieU, the owner of the weill-knowii lodi which doiing the 
•kating-aeaaon afFiwda ao mnch gratification, to the inhahi- 
taota of the ncKtiiera metn^lia. 

The Dnke of Laodeidale ha4 plaoed five awau in this 
pieoe of water, the light to whu^ it waa anderstood, was 
in Prieitfield. The Docheea, npcm her hoaband'a death, 
rUDOved them, and keeping three, killed two, " whose ikina 
aha had giren to Oeaetal Dmnunond in hia aicknesa to 
warm his iMeaaL" A ungnlai mode <A curing diacnao it 
moit be confeaaed. BefnaiDg to leatwe them. Sir Jamca 
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broke open &e doon of DaddingEtoiie, and cuiied off the 
three remaimng biids; for Uiia the Ducheee proaecuted him 
for riot ; he defended himseU on the gitHmd that the light 
of property wu with him, aB he waa iufeft in the loch, and 
the Bwana most be viewed in the some way aa the fiah in 
the lake, or aa wild beasta in bis parka, or on bia gronnda. 
That, although placed tliere fa; Lauderdale, the swana 
became the property of Sir James. The Privy Conndl 
nerertiialeBa found, Uiat if tJte awana had come of their own 
accord and "bigged" there, they belonged tO'Sir Jamea; 
bat aa the owner who put them there waa known to be 
Ijtaderdale, they belonged to hiiDocheaa. The eaoae haring 
gone againat Prieatfield, he ramored the awana from the loch. 
Bnt even here he waa foiled, for the Duke of Hamilton, the 
keep^ of Holyrood, claimed the loch aa belonging to the 
Crown, and put the swans in ag^a. Thua the real [ooprie- 
tor foimd to hia ooat what it waa to qoairel with to high 
and mighty a dame of qnali^. Sir Jamee was obliged 
to bring a declarator of property to eatabliah hia right 
Duke Hamilton so doubt had been iuatigkted by the fait om 
to take this step, aa she was admirably skilled in tiie acieooe 
of leg»l warfare. 

lie Editor entertoins an ide* that when Wychecly wn>t« 
hia famous unnedy of the Plain Dealer, he had the Dochees 
of lAodenhde in bis eye in sketching the ohaiacter ot the 
widow Biackacre, the lady so well rersed in law procedara. 
He waa a cotemporary and a courtier, and must have htmri 
mnchofthedoiDgsoftbisWy. HehadeepousedtheConnteat 
of Drogheda — a rich widow who had fallen in love with the 
"PUn Dealer" — a marriage that gave great offence at 
Coon, having been entered into without the penuiaaitm of 
K^alty. His wife was ODfortnuatdy addicted to jealouay, 
aad tte oonsequeooe was that, although poinonately attached 
to ha huaband, she by her susi»dons made him vtaj im- 
hapi^. After her demise he got into difficulties, and waa 
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put in priBMi, from Thenoe ha wbb released bj Jamn II., 
who had gone to lee the Plain Dealer performed, with 
which lie waa so mncb delighted that, learning the mia- 
fortiiDM of the anther, he immediately relieved him from his 
difflcoMes, and settled a pennon of £200 npon him. Thl« 
moiunh hw had bo Kttle said is hk favour, that it is 
plnitinnl to mentitm an act of thia deactiption. Perhapa a 
heart originallj good had beau hardened hj prieetly influ- 
Kioe, — no nQoommon ooenirenoe. Wyeherly waa born in 
1640, and died on tbe fint of Jannary 1716.

at IS o'clock at the Ctok of Edinbugh, whicti waa aooord- 
mgly done. Foantainhall alily noting that it waa aalj the 
toortt balee that were burnt, " bnt the fyne dath wu prvrily 
preaerred," donbtlewly for the benefit of the inembeiB i^ 
Uw Friry Conncil who oidarad the inwematicn. 

Cockbnm did not hold hia office long, for upon the 16th 
Jannaiy 1682 he waa bron^t before die FroToet and Bailliee 
cd Edinburgh, having Lord Fonntainhall aa thcdr asesaor, 
for mordering in hia own hooae " one of the lioeueed Blew- 
gown beggaia, oalled John Adamaon, oitoi Haokeuide." The 
proof waa " alender," being only by wrancn, a ipeoiea of 
evidence Fonntainhall did not tolerate, and " waa cmly 
preeamptiona." The " aMue" found him goilty, and " re- 
ferred hia wife, Beaiie Oall, to tlie jndgea." The Bailliee 
oanaed him to be hnng in chainabetveeD Lei th and Edinburgh 
on tlie 20Ui ot January, " for it aeoni they are not bonnd 
to eracnte, but only to prononnoe eeotenoe, within three 
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maa after tba deLict," Tlie vife -wu bwiUwd, for what 
reHon u not explMnad. 

Cockbttni «u anoceeded by a man of the name of Monro, 
whe bad aho a taate for thnAlng beggan, for whidi be 
wBB, along vitJi Mackenzie hie "staAmao," deprir^ an 
the ICtb August 1684, and " IJirwt in the ttdfia' hole ; and 
one called Onnieton ia creatad haDgman." 

From an el^y on the deatli of Haiy Onniatcn, in tbe 
poneaaion of tiie Editor, aoppoaed to be imiqne, tiiere aecma 
to hare been two OrmiBtona, Oeorge and Harrj, laotlien, 
botb hangmen, tor it oommeneeA tirna :

He 
ma b; birth a Donglaa, and Eari ol BdUiL Ening be- 
oane the hubaud of Atme Doofaega ot HamiltoD in hw own 
ri^t, he vaa created Dnke of Hanuhtw tor life. Thii 
w«i one of the few inatancee ot liftnut peerage in Soottand, 
upon which ao Twtinh waa said in Hud nwivy i ^ U I r ^ tti firnJ 
attempt to ae«t the late Loid Wauleydale in the Bntith 
Hooae erf Lonb aa a lifnent peer. 

Defeotire in Eof^Uah preoedents, nfctenee waa nnde to 
Seotish caaea, bnt they had UtQe ^ipUcalian. Piior to 
the BeMoraticm of tike Stoarta in 1660, whewrrer « eom- 
moner mairied a peeieea he by coniteey acquired her title 
during Ute period <d hia natoial life, and after her denJae 
he atiQ contintied to enjoy the d^nity, although the iMoa 
of tlie mriuge were <rf age to take die honour. The peer 
by ooorteey eonld not, if he married again, tranamit the 
title to the duldreii of hia aaocmd marriage ; the honoix waa 
>■■ ^JlM f iiinhnd mtoad hjm, and on bia death hia flnt wife'a 
lawful har took it aa a tntXtet of rif^t. 

It thna happened by the interrcntion of the Iaw of 
Oonrtei^, tiiat the claima td the hdr were aoapended 
during the nrTfTance of the hatband.

James Johnetoime or Jtdmaton waa a acm of Warriatoa, 
and a Hn^mii of Biahop Bnmet, who in hia Menaona tt 
flia Own Time mentions that he had "formed" him, and 
had leoommended him to the brothw of Algernon Sdney , 
as lie " knew him to be both bithful and diligent." lUa 
^aiae wm thna qualified in the original HB., " He waa 
indeed hot and eaga, too aoou poeMtaed with jealou^, and 
too Tehcment in all he pnqioeed, bat he piored very fit** 
In the Oxford edition of the Memoira thii and tlie other 
snppreBed paemgee have beea restored.* Swift deaafbea 
Johnston " as an anant Scotch rogue." Caistaiis obMnea,

The object in riew waa to influence tlie Prince of Orange 
to MTe the Ubertiee of Great Britain and Ireland, and to 
indnoe him to oome over.

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SATYRE UPON THE DUKE OP HAMILTON 
AND EARL OF BREAD ALBANE. 

The fint Earl of Breadalbane exercised almost a kioglj 
power orer a great part of the Northern EUghlaoda of 
Scotland. Free from all ecrupka of eonacience, he with- 
out hesitation appropriated to himself whatever he thooght 
itworthhiswhiletotake. Whilstonlr Laird of Qlennrqnha;, 
he had reeolred to poeMn himself of the Earldom of 
CaithneiB, and with thii intent cirotunvented the degenerate 
Sinclur in pocaecaion at the time, and got from him a right ol 
snoceodon, to the prejndiee of the male heir. According 
to Foontainhall, the matter stood thug: — " The last Earl's 
right b7 which be bruiked the title, was not as air terred 
and retonred, but as a singular enccessor who had bought in 
a compriaiiig." In other words, the Eail of Caithness, who 
intrakded to make Glennrqnhaj his encceesor, had not taken 
the Earldom in the osnal and proper form b; being served 
heir to his predecessor, bnt had obtained a right to a 
comprTHing or adjudication affecting it. Hence it was 
contended that no reaignatioii in the hands of the Crown 
b; a compriser coold T^dly transfer the title to an; one. 
Upon the demise of this oomfviser, Sinclair of Kom, the 
next heir made np his title by a ragular scorice to the Earl 
Isat feudally vested in the Earldom. 

GlenorqohaT got himself created Elarl of Caithness in 
September 1677, by charter or patent from the Crown. His 
opponentintirtneof the recognised role, thatatl tie of hofionr 
in Scotland veeta in the next heir jure mngninu, aanmied 
the title, and btonght a reduction of Glenorquhay's 
ofaarta or patent before the Court of Sesuon. Scotish 
Parliaments had no original jurisdiction to adjudicate in 
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Booh competiU()m : and oommitteeB of pririkgei vera 
nnder that name nnknown ia Uie North. 

The Privy Council interfered, and in March 1680 
Qlemnqnhay was reoogniaed aa Earl ct Cuthneee, and an 
order waa made that in his ti«Teb to lepomeoa l>inM»4f <]{ 
the lands of which be had been diepoMened by the otbn 
Earl, he was to be fnmiahed with "meat and drink." 

On the 11th November of the sune year, tha Friv; 
CoodqI had the ploaaoie of oonndering a prect^nitioB, 
that ia, to an inTeotigatita " of the affair of the two Eailea 
of Caithneaa." The two peen, onlike the two monaivha <rf 
Brentford, du) not smell at the same noaegay ; ao far bom 
this, Earl John, aUat Olenurqnhay, on the one hand, was 
aboaing the power, by " fire and awcml," given him by the 
Privy Conucil; whilat on the other. Earl Qeorge, <^iiu 
flinniaji- of Kdaa, amoaed t'imiKJf by fite-t^inng, and 
" wilfully bomt donne" hia opponent's "pincipal manaoD 
house." 

The Privy Conndl, no doubt heartily tiiod of these mntoal 
oomplainta, wiaely, npon the 9th of Decembs ftdlowing, 
remitted "the two Earia of Caithness" to the Oonit at 
Jostioiary.— a proceeding which appareutty broogbt tha 
rivals to thor senses. 

Glenorqohay was nltimately defeated in hia attempt vpaa 
< the Caithness dignity, and he waa compelled, no doubt with 
many hear^ ouises, for he wsa not ray partieolar in this 
respect, to aooept a modem Earidom, with preeedenoe oily 
from the date of the Creation. Acocn^ingfy, 18th Jnfy 
1681, the Privy Oonndl decided "betnixt Qewge RiTM-lttr 
Earl of Caithness, and John Campbell, likewiae Bari of 
Caithness," " that George ahould t&ke the place due to tiiat 
Earl, and Glennrqnhy ahonld be crested Earl of Bnydalban, 
Ijord Pentlaod, Holland, and Olenun^nhy, and t^ a new 
date only." It it undentood thatthisdeci8ioa>waabTDi)||^t 
about by the instranientality d the Doke of York, who thtn 
controlled the kingdom of Soothmd. 
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The original Caitlinen charter, of 1468, was a terrifaxial 
one, without any special creatioa of a peerage, oonfenuig 
onljr the ComitBtoH, uotfaiDg more. Under it the Sindain, 
originallj Earla of Orkner, sat in the Scotiah FarliaiDen( 
aa EbtIb of Caithneu nntil the death of the awgnee to tike 
compriging. Whereas the Oleunrquhay chart«r of a modent 
date, with apedal creation of the Earldom, waa held to be 
inoperadTe in competition with the older deed, which 
merely granted the .Comitatna 

Glennrqiihar thus became Eari of Breadalbane, and from 
the extenKTe remainden in the patent it is not likelj that 
the tide will ever be extinct. He obtained a privilege 
to select which of his Bona was to be hia succeagOT. 
This he exercised, and for reaaooa which have never 
transpired, nominated hia aecond son, who became in dae 
time the aecond Earl of Breadalbane, although hia elder 
brother was then alive, and lived manj yeurs afterwards. 
An alleged descendant of the diainhoited heir ia at present 
dunking the title and eatatea. His claim to the bonoon ia 
prcaentlj before the Eouae of Loida. 

Loid Breadalbane ia, it ia ahnost nnneoeesarr to mention, 
MBOciated with the maaaaore of Glencoe, and the curse upon 
bis descendants for his participation in that lamentable 
bnrineea ia still remembered in the moth. It can hardly be 
denied that the character of hia Lordahip given in thia 
•atire, is tolerably correct He died in March 1716, in the 
eighty-first year of bis age. His male isane failed upon the 
death of John, the third earl, upon 26th Janmu; 178:!, at 
the «ige of eighty-six. Under the patent the earldom 
pasaed to Campbell of Carwhin, who became fourth earl, 
and was created a marquis in the peerage of Great Brilun. 
With hia aon tbe marqniaate failed, and the extinction of 
the Carwhin branch in the male line let in the male heir of 
Campbell of Glenfallocb.

The other briskly followed Monroe, 
When forced to flee from a prevailing foe. 
But to a chai^ he scorned e'er to goe. 
For tho' he baulls ^nd hectors all by's word. 
Yet he grows pale, and trembles at a sword. 

The Hattoim Crow,* chaced from her native seat 
By her own brood, creats this great debate ;

This charge, 
aaserted to bare been madebjadriinken bladcgnsrd, is too 
absurd, to be bdiered. 

Uf Ine's Key cenden only a tew additional expUnaliona 
requisite. Forester ia meant for Jamea, Lord Foreater, wbo 
was, upon the S6lh of Augnst 1679, stabbed witb his own 
Bwordin hia garden at Contorphine, by Ghriatian Hamilton, 
wife of Andrew Munro, merchant in Edinborgh, and 
daughter of Hamilton, the Laird of Grange. She waa the 
neice of the first Lady Forrester, and pleaded provooataon, 
the noble Lord haring, while in a atate of intoxication, 
used Tery improper langnage towards her. There aecDos 
little doubt that an impropw intimacy sidMistod be- 
tween them. She pleaded pregaanej, but the medical men 
negatived her assertion. Her cousin, anothw of the Orange 
family, had previously mnrdfred lier husband, and it waa 
also aaaertod that the Lady of Wairiston, who nearly a 
hundred yean before had stranded her hoaband, was of the 
samerace. ' 

The murdwesB escaped from prison w the S9tb of S«^ 
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tonber, in male attiie, bat next day was captured, and on 
the iBt of October execnted. 

Gilbert Rule mu Dicknamed Doctor Gnfltoe, from an 
eilubitioB he made of himaelf in a public lectoie, where he 
remarked, "Si aliqmB Viros colebit falsom Deom, sea 
veram Denm, nt nou pneacriptmn eet, iateTuins est gniltoa 
Idolatrita." TIub ignorant and presmnptnona man was 
actnallj' placed in the UniTeintj of Edinbin^h, upon the 
removal of Dr Monro, a gentleman bj Urth, « thoroiigli 
sohoUr, and an able head of the inetitutioD from which he 
had been extruded by religioua fanadcism. Bale ia drawn 
with much cleTBmeeB bj Pitcaim nnder the name of Mr 
Salathiel Littleeeme, in his comedj of the Assembly. 

Argylc was at a later period created a Dake. Bis morals 
were none of the beet, and his Lady, the daaghter of the 
Doches of I^aderdale, was not the person calculated to 
improve them. 

The Harqois of Douglas was the husband of Lady Barbara 
Enkine, from whom he was aepaiated by means of ecan- 
daloos ineinaationa conveyed to him by faia chamberlain, 
Weir of Blackwood. See the Ballad on the anbject, Scotiah 
Ballads and Songs, Edin., 1868, vol. ii., p. 362.

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MACVQUEEN'S APOLOGETICAL LETrER. 

Amohost the Bootish I^elatea who mn most disliked bf 
tlie Anbyteziana, tlia« wu no one more pasistenUf sbnaed 
than John Patenoo, who was piomoted to tJie See of Oallo- 
m^ on Ute 23d of October 1674, and tiNKnfter tniuUted to 
the See ot Edinbnigli on the 29th of M«roh 1679, which he 
held ontil the year 16S7, when he waa elevated to the Arch- 
biehoprick of Glamtnr, of which he waa deprived bj the 
Kevolution al 1688, and the abdition of Epiaoopacy in 
Scotland. He died at Edinburgh aa Wednewlay the 8tb of 
December 1708, in the 76th year of his age. 

Amongst his detractwa the principal wM George Bedpath, 
who, in hia knawer to Scotch Pieebytoian ESoqaence, haa so- 
cosed Fat«»ion of tite groMest immotalitica ; and if credit were 
to be attached to baU of what he said about him, the prefer- 
ment of inch a man to eccleaiaBtical place* of the highest 
deearipdon was an insnlt to Soottand of the gravest nature. 
Judging from the virulence which seema invariably to Attend 
religioua aa well aa p(ditical controvemafiBto in their diapntea, 
we venture to place littie credit in theae defamatory ttixi- 
catitmB, in which there may DccasMMUy be atmie few abxM 
<d tmth diagniaed and perverted by an infinity of Uadiood. 

In 1822 Sir Walter Scott edited « work called " Ghiooo- 
kgical Notea on Scottish Afiaira hma 1680 tiU 1701, 
chiefly taken from the Kary oi hard Poiutiinhall," Small 
4to. This deecriptiim was to a certsio extent irae, but in 
reality it was Fountainhall expurgated bj Bobert Hjlne, — 
that is to aay, the former, a Whig, ie corrected and altered by 
tiie latter, a rabid Jsoobite, so that the work is one of the 
most ouriooB pieces of hiatraical patch- work in the world ; 
and ita value haa not suffered from the volnmea prepared 
from Lord FountauUxtD^ papers for the Banna^ne Club, 
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-which ve ftmongBt the moat important and ititereBting 
higtorical records of the times to -which they relate. 

In the work above noticed, there is the foQowiug anecdote, 
" Mr John Macqueen, one of the ministera of Edinburgh, 
in Edinbnigh in December 1683, baring by trapane got a 
petfcoat of Euphame Scott's (after Lady Ejanoath, aod 
spouse to WTnram of Ejmoutii, who is now broken and 
she dead) with whom he was deadly- in lore, tboogh she 
hat«d him ; he made thereof a wastecoat and drawers, for 
which he waa suspended, bnt the Bishop of Edinbni^ 
PateiBon, reponed him in Februarj 1684." 

On this entry Sir Waiter in a note obeerree that he has, 
in a collection of Ubels and lampoons Of thia period, one 
which is entitled, "The Apok^tical Letter sent from Mr. 
John Mac-Queen. Second Hiuister of the Collie Kiik at 
Eldinbui^, to His Ordinary, John Patenon, Bishop of 
Edinbni^;" and bequotesa passage which refers to tiie 
text The colleotios is in the handwiitiDg oi Hylne; and 
the following is a fnll copy of ^ letter which has, though 
in man; placea not particularly delicate, a gteat deal erf 
bnmonr. 

The reference to band-strings is one of the stories which 
Redpath took the opportunity of propagating ; what the 
true state of matters may hare been cannot now be inves- 
tigated with any prospect of soocess. It may be mentioned 
that a ballad on tiie subject isto be foond in a colleolioD ot 
fagitive pieces named "Eitcerpta Sootica" of which only 
sixteen copies were privately printed, taken from an 
original HS. in the Librery of the Faculty of Advocates.

SiB Janee Btewnrt haa had the misfoTtime of incaRing tlie 
'diipleacnre of both Jacobites and of Herolnlioniata, — txA 
partiea-eoiuideriag him to be & trimmer, and both sppljii^ 
to him the Bignificant aobriquet of " Jamie Wylie." nun 
-appean, ao far aa materialB exist, no sofficieat reaaon for 
branding him with a niokname indicatiiig cunning and 
^Inplidtj. 

James Stemrt waa the «econd eon ctf the TiOrd Pnxraat li 
Edinburgh, vhoee oontroven; with nrorovt Tod ftwms tfaa 
si^ject of a Paaquil vhich will be found in a prerioos part 
«f this Collection, and where some account of the mMfcy 
magiitnte, hia admirable wife Anne Hope, and hti familj, it 
given. After the BcBtoration, the Provost waa Bnbject«d to 
great hardship. He fonnd the anstance and advioe of the 
future Lord Advocate of infinite oerrice, nnd it maj be tntr 
aaid that it was to the ezertionB <d his anjdoin sod tliat ha 
ultimatdf was liberated from the nnjuot im^trisonment to 
which he had been aabjected by the tynnnf d thooe to 
whom the administration of pablic affairs in SootJaud had 
been eotruBted by Charles II. 

The Eucceasful defence of the father by the son mtdered 
the latter obnoxious to Lauderdale, and he thou^t it pmdBit 
to remove himself from Scotland and seeksheltv ebewhere. 
He had been educated tor the bar, and had eTery pro^ i eet 
of rising high in his profession, but in the existing state of 
things, it was in vain for him to meet with justioe in a 
Court where the dedaon of a cause depended not on the law 
but on the venality and caprice of the judge.

Stew&rt tlierefoK went abroad aod took np hu raiidenioe 
at Ronen, with a new to ueiBt his faUier and his brothraa, 
Hnuj and Robert, in their commemial BpeoolatJons. He 
did not Kniain long in Franca Thinking he might return 
with aafetj to bis naUve ooonlay, he again propoBed to 
remain in Eidinburgh, but fifwJTng GoTcmment contioiied 
hoitile, for he bad been onUawed after his flight, a n d 
Inaming that a wuiant for his apprehendon had been 
iMoed in the month of Febniaiy in that year, which he 
(ortonatelj got notice of, — he fled to London, where be re~ 
mained aerend yean nnder the name of Iawboo. He was 
aocpected, — and it ia beliered troly, to have been either the 
■nthoT of, or to bare had aome share in t^ ccnnpodtion of 
a tnct entitled " An Acooont of Scotland's Grieranoee by 
reason of the Doke of Laodetdalo's Uioistty, humbly 
toidered to hl» Sacred Hajest^."

Knowiiig,a8BocleTerani«i 
aa SWwart ia confeeaed at all hands to haTe beffii, that tbe 
ootuse purmted by James nmst lead to serions ocmseqnoHS, 
how could hkine attach to him for seeking to be on good 
tarms with a potentate who was ngaided aa the nncoB- 
promiaing defender of the Protestant bith. Had Stewart

Sevmal of his lettos 
will be found mCaratair's State Papers. The akMoh prefixed 
of his character in that ocdlecticxt deecribea him aa "one of 
the b«et dTitiant of his age, who, with natnnJ fine paita, 
aSedn grwt plaiuneee, afttbility, and ftuniliarity in his

second Baronet of ColtaMai, the familf eatate. Be had 
previooalf inherited Goodtreea, vnlgariy called " Gntten," 
and now pcwWMring the more poetical name ot Mtwednn, in 
Uie neighboorhood of Edinburgh, 'niis had been hia 
mother's estate which had paned to him oa a lecood eon — 
his father's estate having gone to his elder brother. 

When abroad. Sir James, without n^lecting the intpteats 
of his family in thdr oommerdal b«nsacti<wa, aommoni- 
oated soch information as he thoogfat mi^t be int^ 
eeting. In one of his letters from Rooen, to hia tatkn, he 
tells him that he had "censed make two Feimcks for joor 
Lordship, one of dark haire, which is the mode hein, and 
light is going oat, and another laiie haire, the daii ia v^rj 
cheap, and coet hot 16 lib, the other ia a verie fine fashion- 
able one, and coat 86 lib." 

The ponnda oonld hardly be steding, and aa the writer 
was sccnstcxned to poonds Soota, and kept legnlariy a book 
for his menantile correqxmdence wiUi Sootland, it is en- 
dent that it was theee he meant. The vagarin (^ fashion 
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an amoBJiig enongh. In 1672 fair hair wm "verie faahion- 
Me," in 1868 golden locki are the nge. "Dark hture," 
carried the dej at Bouen — umI li^t haire "is going out." 
In the preceding century rod hair wae in requeet, and 
Qneen Harj in W portntits is represented as having it, 
nerertlieleai we mspect her majeei? had a fine oollectitm of 
wigs of TariooB coloun, which she used acoording to Qia 
ezigendee of fashion, whatever might hare been the nMoial 
ooloar of her hair. 

The last article, entitled Ooll and Honey, is said to have 
proceeded from the pen d Mr Robert Calder — sometimeB 
called Caddel — wlio was one of the presumed anthora of tlie 
Scotch Prabyterian Eloquence Displayed. 

MajM Weir, who i« introduced by Calder into this aatite, 
was a distinguished wariock of his time, sod a very partioa- 
l«r friend of " Sathan." 'Rus intinuoy waa prodniiliTe of 
fotal leenlte, as it ted to his being burnt fcr Crimea, (rf which 
witohoraft was the leaat, in the year 1670. "He was 
dre^ed for hig sorceries, and admired for his gift of prayer."* 

After hia qiprehenaion, Weir dedred the preaenoe of the 
minister of Ormiaton, to whom he oonf eawd his manifold 
iniquities — an exceedingly foolish step on hia part, u the 
renoeud gentleman was a principal witness against him on 
his trial There was evidence without it of his other 
criminal ofCences, irrespective of the absurd cha^e of 

Wcir'a tepntation for sukotity and his facility of praying 
had for a number of years rendered his presence a comfcot 
to tiuae who were sick and in tfouble. Upon occasion of 
hia viaite he alwaya took his cane, without which he was 
onaUe to give leli^ns consolation, and he uniformly leant 
upon it when in tie act of praying. Conuuon report aseerts 
tikat this cane was his familiar spirit, and the devil had told 
him, that so long aa he had it in his hand no earthly power

Weir was bom near Unaric in dydeadale, anil W 
e^ginally held a lientenuicy in a recimmit which lerT^ ' 
Irdand. Of hia jmnnotionB no recoid. has been pre«a^ 
It is rei; Ukdy tltat he was with Gromwdl when he ma- 
no that onhai^y eonntiy. Sinclair nys he had kw 
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public oommuid in Edinbnrgh, but boir Ite got the title of 
major he did not know. 

From his ooreuuitiiig opinioni, which were the tame u 
those of Wot, aUat Lowrie of Blackwood, of wboM lineage 
nothing is known, it ia not onlikdr tbej may have been con- 
nected, "nwy flooriahed about Uie ttuao time, Lowrie 
haviDg been chamberiain irf tbe Hwquis of Doo^as, and the 
tradncer of the Maichitmeos. Tbey both were natireB of 
Lauaikihire. 

The Major was bomt between Edinboish and Ldth, at a 
place called the GaUow-lee, on Thoradar, the I4th of April 
1670. He waa then eereut; yatre of age. Hia nstH', who 
was not Terj mnch Toonger, waa not hanged Qnti] afterwBida.

The fcdlowing is die title given bj Hjlne to the fol- 
lowing pHquH, " Liqee upon the Eafl of BroadaJbioa and 
the Dn^e of Queensbenj, die pretended eon of George 
Blair." 

This Faaqnil rden to the monejr placed at the diapoeal of 
Breadalbane for the padflcation of the Highland*. In the 
Melville and Leven papers, presented to ike raemben of tiia 
BannatTne Club ia 1813 bj the Honourable William Leslie 
Melville, nisny intereatittg partdeulan will be found relative 
to a measure which the Earl of HelviUe, the King's (Jommie- 
eioner at the time, oonsideied to be injudiciooB. Bat King 
William, t.hinVing ag Simon Lord Lovftt, next oentnrj did,* 
that monej would go 8 far wkj in the Highlands, took hia 
own WB7, and Breadalbane, as the distributor of what was 
remitted, oonddering that cfaaiity b^iiu at home, no doubt 
took vety good care of himself. 

William's autograph letter to the fiarl is ia French, and 
does not show that his majesty was veiy proficieiit in that 
language. It ia dated

WILLIAM B. 
The Earl Melrille, haring better means of forming aa 
opinion aa to the [ovpriety of entrusting Breadalbajie vitk 
monej, anddonhting its effect exceeding! j even if properl} 
and fairly distributed, was dispoaed to adTiae reiy dilfcrait 
steps, and so far as can now he jndged, pieferaUe to tbose 
adopted. His Lordship well knew that if the King and 
his ministers were suffeied to be so very " aqneezable," 
to borrow a deeignation not long mnce applied to w«si 
goremmenls, there woold be perpetnal drains upon Vh> 
Public pune, and " honest Broadalbion," as he is called in tb 
satire, would be speedily deouuKliiig more " seciet sorriet 
money." 

Colonel Hill, who had the ocnnmsnd of the foroea in tlw 
Highlands, addreaaed a letter, 26tb June 1691, btuu Fart 
William to Melville, in which occurs tius pasBsge : " Uy 
Lord Broadalhine is acme to the couutiey, hareing lik 
remiasione in his pocket, as also my Lord Atbole, and they 
hare obtained a Gommissione, and have undertakm to settle 
the BighJonds. Breadalbine is the manager, and hatfa mett 
with M'Leane, Loduel, and some others, but I find he hath 
done nothing with them, they, eeperaally his coonne Lochid, 
will not trust him. HetellsUiem, the money he has for then 
is,locked up in a cUst at London, but they belien (iff h« 
say true in that) he will find a way to help a good part cM 
it to himself. Buchan, Glengaij, Sir George Barclay, and 
others, are gone through the foaea to his house at Glennr- 
chy. This {prima facie) looked somewhat stoange, that a 
manwhohad been bonyingthemnp all thiswhileinrebellione, 
and keept OMistant ixarespondenoe with Bnehan, should now 
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be trusted to aettie them." HQl objects nnhetftatiiig^ to 
payment of any mooey to tbcM aUppery gentry. 

Melrille kst the conftdenoe of the King, but the came hu 
nerer been oscertuned. In 1691 hia Iiordghip prepwed t, 
very elaborate and distinct nomtiTe of his actingB u hia 
Hajeaty^ representative, from which a pankgiKph relating 
to the " honest " Eail has been eztiacted. 

"Aa for Uie bnaiueBB of Breadalbaiui treaty with the 
Highlanders, 1 dull presnme to say, tjiat tbo' brfore yoor 
Majeetie'caine from Holland and dnoe, before you was putt 
to to great expemee a« you have rdnce been pntt to, that it 
wu fltt to take tsS by money iome of the chiefF of tlie 
Highlanders, and that it wu your Majesty's inteieet to have 
aa many oi the Highland eaperioritiee in your own hand as 
oonld be iairly pttrchBaBed without d<ung violenae to any 
paclianlar pneoo ; But I moat take the boldDen also to eay, 
that I did and doe think that the oUigeing of the heads of 
the Clans to ^ve good secmity for the peaceable behanoar 
of their dependants, weald have been a snrer lovndatkai <A 
peace amongst men, who oan be tied by no faiUt, uid (bis 
was that whioh-ths law did allow. I do not see Indeed ai^ 
great prejodice to the ptiblick interest by Breadalbaos 
artaoles in so farr as they relide to particular pereoue, nor 
do I take upon me to oondeniDe the granting of an indenmi^ 
to the Highlanders for tfaedr rebellion against yoor Hajes^s 
goremment ; bnt 1 doist sever have advised the freeing of 
them from ail obligationii to make satisfaction for the de^- 
dations and robberies committed by them against yoar 
MajealT's beet subjects, this b^g the thing which is 
grierons to your Majesty's faithful servants. As fcr tlie 
affronts whioh some did pntt npon me in the management 
of tliat uid other bnsineeaee, though I could not but be 
sensible of tliem, ye* respeot to yonr M^esty's servioe did 
make me buiie in silence my resentmenta, though I regmted 
num i^on a natioiudl aooonnt than my own." 
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HonarohB ue tuoullj di^tkoaed when nunistcn qic^ 
tbeir mind, u Melville did iu reBpectfnl oppoeitiam to At 
iwoject of nbjagatiiig Uke HighlandBn by inoD^. On tliti 
and wme other matters Uie monarch and hia rnmiiiiirinnfT 
diaagreed. Helville waa removed fram his high poaitkB, 
and appointed to the insignificant office of Keeper of tbt 
Privy Setl about the end of the year 1691, and in 1695 mt 
made Prendent of the Countnl. He retired fimn paUie life 
in 1701, upon the demiae of William, and died in 1707. 

Tbo precise amonnt of money obtained by Breadalbane 
cannot be ascertained, bat it must have been reiy nfirfarr- 
able, and the distmst of Lochiel hia eonnn and Uie gcnenl 
belief, that whether it wu kept in a " chist " in lioaioa v 
ekewhere, a gnat part would be rettdned by the '* hoBeat' 
nobleman, haa every appearance of bring irtH foonded. 

Robert Mylne, in a note, calla Qnemebeiry tlte son <i 
George Blair. This nf era to a peraon of that name who wm 
chamberlain to i^e QaeenHberry family, and who, in 1677, 
was also factor for the city of t^dinbnrgh. Tbeae chamber' 
lains wero apparently peraona of infloenoe, toe Wedr, aSm 
Lowrie of Blackwood, the chamberlain of anotbn Doo^aa, 
had sufficient addreea to indnce the weak-minded and 
puritanical Uar^uis, to separate from Ms young, bewitifid, 
and loving spouse, upon a charge wluch the silly hnaband 
never attempted to prove, when porsned tar aliment He 
individual whose paternity the leolonB Jacobite was pkaaed 
to question, was the third Earl of QaeenBbwry, and an able 
and energetic man. He was created Harquis of Queensbeny 
and Earl of Dmmlaniig 21th Feb. 1680, and Duke of 
Queensbeny 3d Feb. 1683. He died in 1694 at the age cf 
58, and waa buried witii much funeral solemnity at Dum- 
deer, where a stai«Iy monument waa erected to his manory. 
In the " Scote Compendliun," London 1766, sixth edition, 
he is described as " One of the great«at and worthiest men of 
Qist age." He rebuilt the Palace of Dnmlaiirig and 
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aubellkhied Uie emitoBt, His garden u rapreBented to 
have been the flncat in North BrituD. He fomuhed hia 
Kcideiice ^tli « noble libniy, which wh sold in Edisborgh 
in 1810, aft«r the de*Uk cd the Iwt mtde deaoendant of the 
bodj of tbe bnildo', upon wliaae demise the Dukedom of 
Dorer bectune extinct The Harqniaate ot QueeiubenT 
puMd to Doiighs ctf Eelheftd, together vith « portion of 
tiie entuled bads a« bar male. The March Eitatee went 
to the Earl ci Woujbb, and the Queenaberrr' Dukedom and 
the Dnimlanrig property to hia grace of Bucclengh. 

In Uie collected works of Roberta Eer of Gilmert«n, there 
occnn tlie ensuing cnrioiu account in vene of the '' Spring 
and Itiae of the houae of Qoeenabeny," occaBumed bj aemng 
Dnunlanrig built by the first Duke.

The Earl of Dnunlanrig sooxeded to the Dokedom, aad 
«aa w> much csteaned by Qa«en Anna, that she created 
lum Dnke of Donr in Enf^and. He was Seantarr of State 
for Scotland, an office he hdd until his death in Julj 171L 

&i 0«orge Hackense, Lord Gle^ B^iatwr and Jnatage- 
tienenl, was made Visoount of Tubet by King Jamea VTL, 
and Earl of Oromartj by Qoeeu Anne. He died in Angvat 
1714, in the S4th jeax of hia age. Ha waa the author of a 
Dittertation on the Gowrie CoDspinuy. 

Linlithgow, was George the 4th Eari, He was a Privjr 
CoondlloT of Willuun III. and one of the CcanmiHwun oC 
the Treaatuj. He muried HeuiiBtta, dan^iter of Alexander 
flnt Lord DuSua, but had no nuriTiiig inne by her. In a 
letter dated 9tb Julj 16a9,addnMedb7the Doke of Haoul- 
toQ to Lord Hetvill, meotianiag oectain dcaigna against gor< 
erument, his Grace itStn to the ecwfeMon of "one Soott," 
who he Btatee to be " the Goldamitb'a sone wboce mother E. 
Lithgotr marjed." This probablj waa a eeoond wife, bnt 
the peerage writen afioid no infonnation on the (abject. 
Thejare nmoh too "polite," as Lord Hailea oaya, toreoocd 
maMllianoea. Hediedin 1695. Hisn^>hewaud«icceBBar, 
joining in the rebethon of 171&, waa attainted (d high breaaoB 
and his estate forfmted.

^WiLUAM, EofI of Crawford, was one of ilie chief oi^ooaib 
to the continaance of EpiscopM? in Sootland, and on tlM 
Mootutwu ridiculed and ntuizedt^ its aapporten. L<)fd 
I^rliet, better known afterwards as Earl of Ooowr^, in 
a memorial relative to the state of the chnrch inJmw 1689, 
for the OM of goTermnent, conmimiMs with sftJag that " tlv 
matter of church goTemmeitt hatii been made a pietaMa 
for the Qronblea of Scotland now for 100 yeora. Episcopaej 
appears iDsnfferable by a gTe&t party, and Preabytey ia h 
odious to the other. The one the more zesloiu and hotter, the 
other more anmeroiis and powerfoL The present pw^ 
ment is Boore nomerous of Freebyteriane by the new method 
of election of borrowea ; but the major put of ibe nolHli^ 
and baronee are not for Presbytrey."* 

Crawford was one of the very "hot" and "Eealaa" 
Preebyteriana, and as the greater part of the nobility and 
barons were fayoarers of Epscopaoy, it was no smaH 
advantage for its opponents to have on thdr aide a noblemaa 
of ancient lineage, whose zeal might make ap for mental 
defidenciee. He had, moreover, the advantage t£ bong 
sapport«d in the Parliament of 1689 by the borrows, wh«n 
the vote of any one maaber was as good as that ot 
another. In this way the Earl, by KipporUng the majority 
in point at nnmben, had a political weight which he nero 
would otherwise have posseMed. 

Amongst the Leven and Helrille Papers a gre«t nomber 

of Crawford's letten, doring the years 1669 aod 1600, have 

been pinted, which, taken as a teat (^ hia kudehip'i

of hi« intellect They ue tediom and doll— filled with 
ecriptnral ejacnlAtioiiB—ill epelt, and teemiiig witji flaMM7 
towards Melvilla, who was Inated as if he waa auoetiiiiig 
more tJum htuoan. Deepttoof all the writer's endeavoDn to 
palliate ths treatment of the EpiMxipal c)arg7— the trath that 
they worn Tery iU-naed frequfintly peepfl out, Thwe ia rary ■ 
little to inatroet or amme in any of lliem. The following 
anecdote rektiTe to an unfortunate curate ia cimous enough. 
The Iteverend Mr Aiid, Crawford aaya, waa repreeenled aa 
a man of great piety, and " tuned ont by a atreaoh." His 
lordahip jnalifiiea hia eztmaion t^ saaerting tiiat he not caHf 
prayed (br the late king, but that he wighed " tlie Lord to 
put shook in the none of tbenBiirper,aiidaendhiinthQway 
he came." "If/'eontinneahialavdahq), "ignmanoebe the 
mother of devotion, he ia tiie moat rdigioaa man I know," 
"Preaching one day on tiuaewoKh, 'andlLerewaa Bilence 
in heaven about the spaoe of hatf an hoar,' he waa iQant 
about aa long, and then told hia eongiegation be did not 
doubt that they were aurtdsed, hot that during the whole 
tame he had htaa ia aneh raptona, that he wondered he had 
ever apcd^n again."* 

Thnrai^ HdviUe, in May 1669, the eoii waa appointed, 
to hia infinite delight. President of the Parliament that waa 
to folknr, but not to the gntiflcalion ot the Duke of 
HamOton — t^ Lord Hig^ CommiBnoner — who aoema to 
have had a thorough eontempt for him. 

In the comedy of the AMBmbly he ia, aa Lord Whigridden, 
described in the dramitu ptraonK sa an emp^ fool ; whilst 
the Earl of Leveu ia called Lord Huffy, and diaracteiiaed aa 
a madcap. In tlie preface to the aeoood edition of this 
play, Crawford is treated with the greatest pceaible oon- 
tempt Many inatances of hia stupidity are mentioned, of 
whkb one instance may be given. " When the brethren 
Leveu ud Melville Papers, p, 31fli 
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were QteakiDg aboat the toinui of conuntDiiao with Ue 
EpiKcpal party, be took it tbey meant the Lord's Siq^Kt; 
whereupon lie nutde a ridionbiu Bpeadi to that dfeeL' 
The hnthien who had no reject to hia digDity told him 
roughlj that he did not know what he was sajiiig; "fm'th^ 
think ill mannen aa eaaential to lehgioii as want of aane." 

The preface, after other instanoei of his lordship's ignor- 
anoe, thus oraK;lndes,'"FaT all hie pretawaos to religkHi, 
yet to obUge a friend <x compliment one he is afraid of, he 
win do things both ftgunst his oonscienoe and reaara, f«s 
so be lately told the Yisootmt of Tarbet he had dcme, ia 
■Qburibrng an act for hia penmon. Hia malioe and injoatice 
to the Gpiaoopal clergy, even to those who complied to the 
dvil government, ia well known in this kingdom ■ and that 
his sense is aa littJe aa hia estate, which ia none at all, no 
man with any sense doubta." 

Lord Crawford waa grandfather ct the gallant fieU- 
mardiall, whose life, aa com{nled ^rj Bolt, ia mm of the mart 
execrable aUempta at laogtaphy diat ever iBsned ban tbe 

By the extinction of this branch of the Crawforda, the 
earldom devolved on the Eail of Balcanva, who daimed 
it Booaeasfnlly before a Oonunittee oi Privit^^eB, having 
bem enaUed by the aid of the late John Eidddl, Eaq^ the 
learned antiqaary and genealo^st, to eztingnish the male 
repreaentatlveB of ths different fomilieB who stood betireen 
hia loidahip and the laat Earl of the name. 

In the course of the evidence laid befoie the Loida <»■ 
the Committee of privilegea, it waa pcoved that LiodMy id 
Ediell, the nndonbt«d male heir of this audcint race, wai 
reduced before be died to the humble podtian of a menial

The popolsr rhyme in queBtitm erid^tly refeis to the 
displadng of Dnke Hamilton u Commiationer, and th/e 
appointxaent of Lord MelriUe to that high office. The canae 
of this lemoval, as stated in a very CQiiona pamphlet, entitled 
" The justice of iceaniing the Bishop Kraits in ScotJand," 
8vo, London, 1714, p. 3, vM his Qiace's refoaU to cononr 
in the Presbytttian Church eetabliahmeat, tmlesa the inferior 
E|aaoopal clergy ahonld be allowed to continae in their 
livings. Lord Uelville and his suib; " Buthy " and Leren 
(rigid Preebyterians), had Aeo Kkg William's ear, and 
took this opporUmity of getting the Dole laid aside.

Lord Balgcny, who predeceaaed hia father, tbe first Eari if 
Lerai, marriedI^jrMargaiet,daiigbter of John, tozlli Eiii 
of Bothee, and bj her had, beaidea Lady Melville, Alezands, 
aecond Earl of Leven, who eepouaed Margaret, aiatcr 9 
Charlea, Earl of Cailiale. Lamont noticea, Jolf 15, 1661, 
the death ol the Earl, "being bot a young man, at ha 
aeat of Balgonie. He died of a bigfa fever after « laije 
oanime with the Earl of Dnndie,* att Ediuburgfa and At 
Queenaferry." It waa reported that on crocaiug tbe l%th, 
they drank aea-water, " one to anoUier," and after lamfing 
were dresdf ally BJck. He waa buried at MaAineh,SdAngnt 
following. Eia funeral eermon, being, eaya Lamont, " tkt 
llrat raie in Fyfe Ux tbe last twut^-fonr yeara past « 
nuve," waa preached by Hr. John Bobertoon, min^tf rf 
* Scrymjieour, who lived till June 1668. 
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Edinburgh, who had fonnerij beBo his chapkin. His 
Oonnten, " a tendra male wonun," speedilj fijlowcd hint, 
»B she died at E>Iiiitiiirgfa, on the SOUi of Beptetnber thera- 
aft«r. Her bodj wu broogbt to Wemym, and from thence 
tranaferred to Haridnch. They had no bod, and only two 
danghterB, Margaret and Katberine. Thefonnerdiedinl674. 
In tbii w&y Katharine bentme Connteas of Leren in bv own 
right. She waa the wife of Mr FVuicis Htmtgomwj, bot 
KurviTed ber marrifcge a very ahoit time. Upon her death, 
Darid Melville wbb serred beir to ber in ApH] 1683, and 
aaooeeded to tbe Evldom of Lereo. He brought witli 
consent of his father, tor h« waa a minor, a rednction of ber 
oontract of mairiage Dpon the ground of minority and Uaon. 
It waa aTened tbat &e Lady bad been forced to marrr 
MoDtgomery, by her nncle the Duke of Rothea, although 
" she waa diseaaed," and according to the opinion of learned 
phydoiana, incapable of baring children. Hothea threw 
ererything be oonld in the way irfpreTenting the Earl being 
eerred heir << entaO to hia ootuin, and at one time, 20th 
Febmary* 1677, was able to Btop the asrice during " the 
posBlnli^ of a second son of my Lord OhanceJlw'B body, for 
the Deril must byde hia day."

Id tiie JaooUte Beilioa tlui Mttue on theWbigB ia aaciibed 
b> Lord Hewbottle, and in all pcobttbUity correctlj, fen' 
ttlthoogli Hogg does not auj from what MS. he procured 
the oopy printed, there is no donbt that it was from one d 
Bobert Mjtne'o, whoM notes are tolerably aoconte, although

Bobert, Earl of Lothian, Earl of Ancmm, and Lord 
Newbtfttle, was the eldest son «nd.suooeaeor of William, the 
tiiird earl. Notwithstanding this clever bnt violent attack 
on iLe Revolntion party, his Lordship was open to otm- 
Tiction, and, after due consideiation, thou^t it better, both 
on his own acconnt and that of big oonntry, that be should 
obtain increase of digni^ and comfortable places onder 
the government of the king dt facto, than waste hie talents 
in Bolitude and obacnrity lamenting die exile of the king dt 
jure. He aocordingly gave his services to the pablie, as 
Lord Justioe Oenerai and Lord High Commiasiooer to the 
Chnrch of Bootland, and in 1701 was rewarded by William 
with the Marquisate of Lothian. Be mairied a daught«r of 
the Earl of Argyle, and by her, who died Slat July 1712, 
had his auceeesor William, who, as the fi^owing extract 
from Wodrow'e Analects indioatca, did not stand very high is 
the reverend gentleman's eetimatioD :—" I am told," aaya 
Wodrow, in 17S5, "the yoongHarqnis of Lothian ia one 
of the most promising of our young noblemen. He was 
atill sober, bab now ia reconed religious. Hay it hold, aa, 
■laoa I hia father's did not."* 

In the fnnted version, Chinnie ia caDed Clonie, an error 
no donbt aiiaing from Mylne's aatc^paph, which occasionally 
is nther crabbed.

These "lines on Lord Learine's nuuriage with the 
Connteoa of Weoaee daughter," are from Hjbte'a MSB. 

The Gonnteea waa a peenn in her own ri^it, and bcr 
mother Uaigaiet, after wluMn abe waa e^led, waa, lat, Ute 
widow of Lord Balgonj, and, 2nd, of Fianda Boott, Gad 
of Bncdeu^. Her third hoaband waa David, third Bad cf 
Wemjw. The only diild <d thia laat marriage Boaceeded 
her tatiter in 1679, and mairied SSir Jamea WemjH, 
created Lord Burntifdand for life, wbo died in 1681, 
leaving hy the Coonteea hia wife, one aon, and two 
daughteiv, the eMeet of whran, the I^y Anne, married 
the Earl of Leren. 'Eer mother waa oonaeqaeat^ aiatar 
uterine of Alexander, aeoond Earl of Leran, and of 
Oatberine, wife of Qeorge, Lord MelriUe. 

HaSB David Williamaon, who sang the "Knptjal HjruuM" 
after the bedding of the noble ooaple, waa tlie Hero <t 
Chenytreee. Bdore coming to Edinburgh, he waa a preacher 
in Abwdeen, and Wodrow eeya Uiat whilst there, instigated 
by the Jacobites and EpiBOopaliana, on a Sunday, a cnu;

and aang before him the aong of " Dainty Davy," for which 
offence tha poor wreteh died in the evening.

The Mloiriiig " Soug aa the Eari of Weenu being mado 
High Adminl, and the Eari of Iieroo, GeneraD, March 
1706," ■ from M;hie'B HS8.:— 

The Earl of WemTss vas the brother-in-law of the Eul 
of Leren, whose marriage with Lady Anne Wemjaa in the 
subject of the preceding linee. He was one of the com- 
miaaionen for the treatf of union with EnglaDd, and was 
thereafter one of the eixteea peers for Scotiand in the first 
and second parltamenta of Great Britain. He received the 
(d5ce of Lord Hi^ Admintl in 1706 from Queen Anne, 
and after the Union held the office of Yice-Admiral from 
170S ontdl 1714. He died in 1720, leaving, hy his Lady 
Ann, a daughter of William, first Duke of Qneensberrj, 
Jamee, hia suoceaBor, who, by marriage with the daughter 
of the notorious Coboel Chart^ris, aoquii«d a vast increase 
of estate. 

The Earl of Leven waa one of the Privy Council of King 
William III. On the accesajon d Queen Anne, he was con- 
tiuned in his poet of Ckivemor, and was made Master of 
Ordnance. He w«b a oommisraoner for the Union, and sub- 
sequently one (rf the sixteen Sootiah peers. In 1708, he 
waa oommander-in -chief of all btx majesty's fcrces in Scot- 
bud. He died in June 1728. 

The Fraich invasion upon this oecason, ended in 
nnoke.

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DIALOGUE ON THE DEATH OF 

KING WILLIAM. 

J703. 

Aocordiag to I&bet,* th« lint of the euraanie of Brodj, 
or Brodie, "tu one Hichad, son of Halcolm," who got 
'^ the Lands of Brod^ in the reign of King Robert I., &nd 
tvom the Lands took the sutnane of Brodie." Hia authority 
for this are the manoacripta of Sir Oeorge Mackenzie. He 
thai continnee, " from hiin ia deeoended the present Laiid of 
Brod^. The faioilf, it seems, has been in use, aa chief of 
tite name, to carry sopportera, riz. : — Two tavages wreathed 
aboDt the head and middle, with laurel j and for the Creat, 
a right hand holding a bunch of arrovf, all proper, with 
the motto — Umte," 

If the ocqnistion of the tanda of Brodie, in the ahire of 
Moray or Elgin, gave the surname to this Michael, the son 
of Malcolm, it followa that the antiquity of the family could 
not be «eteemed great in the rmgn of Jamea the fifth ; and 
ezplaios that tine, the meaning of which waa somewhat 
obscure in the ballad ascribed to that monarch, and 
entilled the "Jolly B^gar,"t in which the goodman'a 
" dochter," after her mistake, exchdms in a rage — 
" I took ye for some gentleman, at lewt the Laird o' bodie ; 

O dool for the doing ot I Are ye the poor bodie ?" 
The yonng lady was speedily and satisfactorily enlightened, 
that the b^gar waa of higher rank than any " gentleman," 
or "at least the Laird of Brodie." A. family obtaining 
lands for the first time in the reign of Robert the Bruce, 
could not, in the reign of James T., be regarded as among 
the old Baronial Lairds of Mony. Hence the not Vt^ 
compUmentaiy way in which the proprietor at that date

At the date of the baUad, Alexander Brodie probably vm 
in poweesLon of the eatate. Hia aoa, David, was bvn in the 
yeai 1559, and died in Hay, 1627, at the age of aeraily- 
four. He waa ancoeeded by hia aon, also named Dkvid, who 
wae bom in the year 1586, and who died at the early age d 
forty-«is, apon the 22d S«^itanber, 1632. 

Hia aacoMBor waa Alezander, the moat diatingiiished maa 
of hie race. He waa born on the 25th July, 1617, and 
maiiied, 2Sth October, 1636, a daughter of the laird 
of Insea, who died 12th Angoat, 1640, when oolj twenty- 
three yean old. Their only son, Jamca, waa bom 13th 
September, 1637. Upon the 28th Jnly, 1659, he married 
lAdy Maiy Ker, who, " on the 31st July, 1659, did aab- 
acribe bar corenant to and with God, and became hia, and 
gave hcgraaU op to him." * 

Alexander Brodie waa appointed a Lord of Seeaion on Hi 
June, iei9fand took hia Mat (m tiw Boich Ist (rf NovtmbeT 
following. He was held in great eateem fay Cromwell, who, 
in June, 1653, invitAd >'i'n to London to treat of an vnioa 
of the kingdonu ; hut, according to- hia diary, he reMlved, 
with the atnmgth " of the Lord,, to eschew and avoid 
employment under CromweU." 

Loid Brodie is repreoented aa a gentleman of ■hining 
piety. Hia diary, even as originally printed, ia tediwia and 
nfli&teitBling ; and the enlarged edition by the Spalding 
Chib ia still more ea That he wse an aUe and h<mest 
man ia nndonbted,. and his brethren, the CommcHiwealth 
Jodgea, are generally reputed to have been eqnaUy so; 
hitt Brodie, from being a Scotchman, and baring many 
relations and friends, ia entitled lo more praise, than those 
■ Oiaiy of Alexander Brodie, Eaq. Edin. 1740, 8To,.p. 19. 
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vho, being nnoonheoted with the coontry where thej 
adminiBtered jtiatice, had oeither kith nor kin to provide 
tor. Rig Lordship died in 1666, and WM aurriTed by his . 
■on, June*, who, in Aaguat, 1680, wx served teir to him 
in the Unds of Brodie. 

This gmtleman entertuned the Mine abong religioos 
opiniona is his parent, and, as a ueceBaaiy conseqnenoe, 
waa obnoziona to Goremment. From FoontainhaU we lam 
that the "Brodiea" were punished, with othw Morajshire 
I«oprietors, "for their ladiea' CooTentioki;" and that 
tbe Laiid d Grant' was the oalj one of the number 
who got oB. The fines were disposed of after the usual . 
faahioo of such things in Sootland. In vindication of the 
taw, it waa necgmary to send scane person of rank to the 
north. The Earl of Kintore waa selected for that purpose, 
and he dischai^ed hia dntj well and promptlf. Having 
mulcted the oSendera pretty smartly, he, by the help <k 
Qneensberrj, — and the Earl of Stiathmore, by the influence 
of bis brother-in-law, the Earl of Middleton, — got a gift of 
the flnea between them. Thus, Kintore, the Judge who 
laid on the fines, — sabeeqnently, as King's Donator, pocketed 
one half of them — the other going to Stiattimore, who had, 
to far as appears, nothing to do with their impoeiliou. 

The linee that follow aie from Hyhie's HSS., aud are 
called "A Dialogoe betwixt the Laird of Brodie and 
Lilliss Brodie, anent King WiUiam, pro and con." This 
is followed by the name of the speakers, thus — 

" Laird of Bboaslahd and Lillus Brodie." 
As Hylne bad previously designed the male party to be the 
Laird of Brodie, it would have been better if he had kept to 
the original designation. Who Lillias Brodie was he does 
not mention ; but she seems to have been a fierce Jacobite, 
which waa not musisteDt exactly with the politics of a 
family which had been so severely fined for their religiouji 
opinions.

Finnic, the author ot the Psaquil, was, aocording to Red-

but miniiig of hia ezpeetAtum from liii tDiniog F^ist, be 
spent his money, and tamed Tagdband."* Tbiistoir about 
Finnie preaching Popery ia eridentlj a fiction, invented by 
Bedpath to exfdain away Finnie's compolBoiy exdnmon 
from hia curacy. 

The Dnke ot Ai^le was the celebrated John, who soc- 
ceeded to the title on the death of his father, 28th September, 
1703, and whoae introdnction in the Heart of Midlothian aa 
the protector of Jeanie Deans, baa placed him in amnch more 
favourable light with tlie world than he merite. Glover, the 
antbdr ot Leonidaa, who knew him well, in his political 
memoirs thus describea him: — " He was, in hia own penon, a 
meet Bhamdees prostitute to powv, and extremely avaridoos; 
lie would aell nothing bnt himself, which he continnaBy did 
with every drcomstanoe of levity, wcakneea, and even 
treacJiery." Wodrow, whose political prinoiplee were the 
same aa thcee of hia (Jiace, had little confidence in him. 

To the Duke of Hamilton the Jacobitee anxiooaly looked 
forward as the Individaal on whom tbey might depend 
shonld an opportbnity arise for restoring the Stewart 
dynasty. Had he survived the Queen, it ia not easy to cal- 
culate what might have been the consequence — hot it waa 
otherwise ordaiiied. His Ontce perished in a duel witb 
Lord Mohun, a profligate young nobleman, who wae him- 
self lulled in the encounter. The popular bdief waa that 
the Dnke waa un&irly dealt with, and tliat Hohun'a second. 
Macartney, was his anasein. Had he been captured at 
the Hmu, bis fate may readily be predicted ; but he 
made hia eecapc, and con&ued concealed until tbe recognt-

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ON FRIESTFIELD'S LEAD COFFIN. 

Of Sir Junee Dick of Prieatfield, nov called PreBtonfleld, 
tiie reader has already heard, in the ammniig account 
ot hie lawBoit with the Ducheea of lAnderdale, lelatire 
to the iirans in DoddingBton Loah. He waa an extenmTe 
BpeeulatoT, and held at one time the office of Lord ProroBt 
of J^dinbiugh. He naed to pnichaae at the Exoheqaer sales, 
a right to smdk taxes aavseexpoeed to auction, and endea* 
TOQied to get a good bargaiD if he ooold. In 1666, tbe 
Inland Excise npon the breireriai having been exposed to 
oompetitidn, Sir Jamee wonld only offer £19,000 sterlingfor 
it, and as this siun, wiUk the exdae npon for^gn oonuno- 
dities, would not make up tba King's quota of £40,000, 
his offer was rejected. But the Lords, who were the ex- 
poeeiB, jndicionilT' pot the thing right hj mbdividing the 
tax, and in thia wa; some became taokameti for the excise of 
the ale of one ahire, and some for the ale of another— thai 
the deficiency was made np. The Lord-Clerk Blister, Sir 
Oeoi^ Mackende, afterwards Viscount Tarbet and Earl of 
Cromartj, tbonght fit to claim £30 from each of Uie tacks- 
men ; bat " tbe Lords Expoeen " ordered him to Bnbscribe 
tiie tacks without any gntoity, the buyers " having it so 
dear ; ttio' he called it his due." " 

A curious proceeding occoired in Deoemb^ 1684, wj 
different from our modem notiona of Parliamentary usage. 
Sii Jamea Dick, and William Bortbwick, a surgeon, bad 
been ctnuninioneiB to Parliament for Edinburgh, and it had 
been the practice that he who had been " choeen for a bnrgfa 
in the b^inning of a Pariiament, oontinuea during the whole 
BeasionB and currency of that Parliament." f NaverUiden

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both wen aananaxilj wt Mide, and Sir Qeorge Dnmiin(»d, 
the thsn Proroat of Eduitrargh, and William Wataoo, a 
" Cordimr," put in tlkor place. The preteocee were — Id, 
that Sir Jamea, in August 1683, more than two fean 
before, had offered a bribe to Lord Hatton "at Prirr 
Counral ; " and that, 2di.y, Sir Jamee could not tit in " die 
GonTsntioti of Bojal Burrows," but onlj the actual Prorost; 
and that it wsa " onreaMuable he ahould represent thou in 
Parliainent who cannot be prewnt at the Conventioa of 
BurrowH." As to Borthwick, it was not considered necenair 
to assign anj reason whatever for hig eipulsioa. 

Amonfort other Bpeculalions of Sir James, waa Uist of 
importing plajiog cards from abroad. One Peter de Bnwda 
had procured kwa tlie Ftivj Council the sole rij^t at 
making plajing cards, and an order discharging their im- 
portation after the 1st of April 1682. This person was, it 
aeems, not a Protcatant, but a Papist ; and the gift was in 
contraveatitmof the Act 1660.* Nerertheless, Brawdis pro- 
secuted Sir James, and one Thomas Toung, who appears to 
have been a sharer in the specolatioD, who defended tbeaa- 
sdvea on the ground that thef had imported the cards bcfoi* 
thegiftfrom the Privy Council. The Privy Council refused 
to allow the foreigner to take ponesKon of the cards thus 
imported, but found, lest it should wrong his nutnu&cture, 
that " Sir Jamee and Young should dther sell them to De 
Braweis (who sought two pennies to affix his mark to every 
stock of them) if thej could agree ou a price, or to export 
them, or to keep them at home and sell none of them, under 
the pain of escheat, for a year or two, till it might appear 
whether De Braweis wiU be able to furaiah the country with 
that commoditie himself." From this it may be gathered 
that gambling with cards was prevalent in Scotland 
before the Bevolntion ; and that previous to the gift to De

Upon the Bcoesdon of George T., MontitMe recorered bx 
inflneora «t Court, and wu made geraetary of St»te in place 
of John, Earl of Mar. He also held the office of Keeper at 
the Great Seal, and waa elected Chancellor of the UniTendtj' 
' of Glasgow. Wodrow Bays, he was " no bright man," an 
opiuion also entertained of him in London, fiia Grace died 
in 1741. 

The Duke waa the aon of the third Marqnia of Hraitroae, 
by Ladj Christian Lealy, daughter of John Elarl of Botheo. 
The following acooont of him is given in the woii peenng 
under the name of Mackaj's Memoin of Secret Serrice, bat 
mppoaed to have been really written b; De Foe. 

The first Duke of Montrose, the great grandaon of the great 
Marquis, was, upon attaining majority, made in 170fi 
Admiral of Sootlond and received a ducal coronet fnm 
Queen Anne in A.'ptH 1707. He concurred in the nnkm 
b^ween England and Scotland, and was eleol«d one of the 
sixteen Scotch Peers. He was appointed Lord Fmy Sekl 
in place of the Ihike of Qoeensbeny, and held the ofBce 
until 1713, when he waa removed by die infloenoe of Hultrf, 
Earl of Oxford and Morlinier. 

In the Analecta,* an acconnt is given by Wodrow, of 
the causes that brought about hisdiamissal, which is proba- 
bly oorreot enough. MontroBe came up to London, being 
denrona, in concert with some of his friends, to have an 
interview with the Queen, and waa anxious that Oxfoid 
would use his influence with her Majesty, and give him his 
B<qipwt. " Oxford told bim, he did not use eitbsr to intro- 
duce or doe anything till he knew the bnsiDesB ; whereupon 
the Duke told him he had a memorial to present to the Quera.

This ma couewted among the nolnli^ at London, espMiall; 
thoae of the Sqaadfooe ; and ccmtained a repiea^tatiou of 
the grievancee the Peera in Scotland were under, both in 
the matter of their Sovereign being boond up frran creating 
them Britigh Peen, and the matter of elections in Sootland, 
and otiier braaohn aa they reckoned of the Union. A copy 
of it he gave to tbe Treamrer (Oxford) to read, and when he 
had raad it, he tatd, ' Hy Lord, this ii a lybell against the 
ministry and not a memorial,' and thereon he reckoned him- 
self a par^ and could not introduce his Grace to the Qdmd 
npoB any eucb matter, and imioediately he went away lo 
the Queen. What be did there be knows himself; bat when 
tiie Dnke tried some other way to gat access to the Queen, at 
length she sent him word, she Had no further aerrice for him, 
and he might go honM when he pleased, andacooidingfy ha 
nerer aftarwaide was allowed to see the Queen." Hia poet 
was thm giren to the Duke of AUkoL 

" He inherits," says Mackay, "aQ the great qualitiea of 
those two families (Rothes and Monteoee), with a aweetneea 
of behaTionr which charms all tlkose who know him ; hath 
improved himself in moat foreign oourto ; ia rery beautiful 
in his person, snd about twenty-flre yesrs old." 

Lockhsrt, after admitting that Hoatrose might hare been 
the head of tbe GaTalios, from tbe popularity of his &milj 
and his own good behaviour after hia return fmn hie trsTds, 
coutinuea thus — " that being of an easy, me&n-spiriled ■ 
temper, governed by hie motber, and her relations of the 
family of Rothes, and extremely ooretona, he could not rerisl 
the tint temptation the Court threw in hisway."

SOME ACCOUNT OP ROBERT MTLNE. 

It is to this gentlanan that the preserfation of the grsatv 

proportion of the political aatires of the raigns of Obaries 
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IL, Jmdm If., William and Varj, and Qaeen Anne, ia 
jKinoipallf owing. There is in the libnrf of tbe Sodet; of 
Astiqiikriea lot ScotWd k MS. oompiled b; » son of Hjlne, 
ottitled " The Desoent Probative, Bnmchea, and Rdatioui of 
B(abart) H(7lne), engniTer in Edinbnr^^ ij the Mother," 
oontainiiig a genealogical account of the difierent familiea 
irith which tiie writer was matemallj connected. This M3. 
was oorreoted by the elder Mflne, and it Bt&im QiMt upon 
the 29th of Aogust 1678, Robert Ujhie, writer in Edin- 
burgh was married in the Tolbooth Church betwixt the 
hours <d 8 and 9 at night, by the Rer. Wm. Heldrnm, to 
Barbara, second daughter of the iter. John Govan, Minigta, 
at Hockart Of this marriage there were twelve children, 
Mrs Mjlne died after having ^^laboured under the palsy for 
■iz years," i4ion the 11th of December 1725. Her husband 
sorvived her two-and-twen^ yean and departed this life 
on the 2tst day of December 1747. The following entry of 
his death is to be found in the British Magatine, or London 
and Edinburgb Intelligencer for the year 1717. — " Robert 
Hylne, writer, aged 103. He enjo;^ his sight and tl>e 
exercise <rf his mtderatanding till a little before his death, 
and was buried on his birth-day." The Soots Magaiine, in 
noticing his demise, states Us age to have been 105. Of late 
there has been a great controversy about oentoiarians, and 
serious doubts have been ventilated as to authenticated 
instances of individuals surviving thrar hundredth year. The 
longevity of Robert Mylne however affords evidanoe of at 
least one authentic instance of the fact. 

Mylne survived all his family witb tbe exception til bis 
daughter Margaret, who married John H'Leod, writer in 
Edinbnigh. When Robert tbe youngs' died has not been 
ascertained, bot a notioe in tbe handwriting of his parent, 
in the genealogical MS. previously mentioned, and in which 
Margaret is called his only surviving child, sufficiently 
estaUisbes tbe fact that his son pre-deceoscd him. 
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The political opiniona of H ^ne mie Jacobite. He wai » 
cealoiu aapporter of the Stewirte, Mtd me ind t^ waed M 
tfaiiik faronrably of persons high in nnk and Station wha 
entertained opinionB opposite to his own. Hsnee he eaUs 
William Lord Rnsadl uid Algernon Sidney "two vnat 
rogues," an appellation not nsaally a^qdied to fofridaili 
whose political honesty wu nerer qneatioMd, tattO the 
diseovei; by Sir John Dsfaymple, thM both patriots were 
penskuten of Louis the Fonrteentii. Witb all his prajndieei 
he was on terms of intimacy witb many penons high in 
position who politicslly differed from him. So mod was be 
respected and so much infinenoe hkd he tiiat he was enablsd 
to proeore HTings in tbe Ohareh of SootlaiKi for two of his 
wif e^ relatioDs, With persona of his own way of thinking 
he lired in habits <rf gnat intiUBcy. The witty and aUe 
Pitoaim was his espedal friend, and despite his JaeoUtJMi, 
he was held in estimation by all iriio knew him. 

The peraecntioD of the Episcopal Clei^ after the abdiea- 
tion of James Uie Beoond, and the conntenaaee it teeemd 
fiom the adminislratiou of William of Orange, was not rcrr 
consiitemt with the pnre dootrina of Christisiiit7, and 
Hylne felt hfanself ytaj mndk grieved by the trea&Bent 
which hit wife's relattre, the Rev. Robert Oeddie, the 
Epiaec^ mlDister at Arngsak, met with at the Rerolntfon. 
This gentleman was related to tiie famoits Bee-msSter of the 
same name, whose establishmeiit for the rearing and eohiTv- 
tiou of Beee at Fslklaod, was patronised by royalty. The 
following account of the manner in wMch this Bererend 
gentleman was used, will be found in the yOonger Hjdne'a 
H8. — " Mr Robert being of the Epiaeopal ecanmnnitm, was 
rabbled t^ the Rerolationists in 1 6BS, who, patting flnt his 
gown on him in dwision, barbaronsly tore it <A i^isin, gi*ing 
him many reproachful words in ha own faonse at Aragaik,

who ia, and ever dudl be, my Lord, yonr Locdsh^'a moat 
ftuthfnl and obedient servant." 

Tberaalt of thisi^tdieation to Lord HelviUe ia onkuowu, 
but it may be saipeeted to have -heesi noBstislKtoTy from 
the dranmstanoe OmA Hjine in hia HS8. treats Lord 
Hdville, his son, Loid Baith, hia aaoond son, the Earl of 
Leveo, and tiie third am, the Hon. Jamee, " the peat, or 
pet " wiUi Uttle Teq>ect. 

Hylne,iD 1725, got involved inalawsnitiwhiidimnat have 
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bean exoeedin^j uuKijiiig to him. At thia period be wm 
apwHdg of eighty ye&n of age, and ta vaa aUed npon by 
an action of coont and reckoning in the court of aoaaou to 
Moouut for certain claima aaid to be craated by an HMigiia- 
lioD in tnut dated M far bMk aa th« 19th December 1683. 

Thia vexationa prooeat cwigtnated ont (rf the foUowing dr- 
Gonutancw: John Hall, an Ediubaif|faahi^keeper, had been 
liToapeiDtu in hiaTooatiou, — hadgot into the TofwuConxal, 
— been Froroat, and at laat attained the honoor be had long 
coveted, of TeodTing a BaroneKif bom Janea VII. the tcv 
before hie abdication. He had pundtaaed the beatrtifDl 
estate <rf Dnnglaa in the Conntr of Bwwiok, which iMd 
belonged to the mUe lanulj of Home, and whidL had nnhao 
qaently been aoqnired hj Sir William BntliTen. 

Aa a tradar. Sir John had many doabtfol debta, Kane <rf 
them Buppoaeddeaperate, many small and lomelarga Itwaa 
deairable that they abonld be realised, and he thotfon wiaked 
hia agent Robert Wybe to take the taonble of reoonriug 
them, giving him authori^ to oae bia diaontionin obtaimng 
payment. With this view Sir John graat«d an awignatinn * 
in favour of Mylne of debta nominally amoontaug to S,800 
ponnda Scota, receiTing in retnm a back bond etating the 
nature of the tnneaction. Hylne vaa to do " diligeaioe,'' 
that IB to say, adcrpt legal oompoMtora againat the debtots, 
only after an ordor under Sir Jdu^ " hand to that eSeet," 
and he waa bound at any time to re-anign when donred, 
upon being paid " hia necenary debnnementB." 

Mylne, before the 7th day of A[ml 1683, leoorered th« 
whole eomfl aaeigned, with the exception of aa inaigniflcant 
balance due by pereona onable to pay. He aaya, he paid 
what he got from time to time to Sir John. Daring tin 
lifetime of the father, it waa never queatioaed that Myfate 
had done bit doty and properly aooonnt«d to hia anph^er. 

• 19th December 1682. . 
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Bnt when Sir Jamea came to bis kingdom, be endeavonnd 
to hkTe erarjUdiig opened up, and tho' the long preMriptioo 
had dnpced he insiated in making tlue Tenersble and reqiect- 
«ble man, liable not only for bod debts, aa wall aa intenat 
at the rate of six per oent, bnt to have the aoeoonts dealt 
with, aa if the bnainew had been taniaoted lecently and not 
f ortj jean before. 

What the ultimate iane of the aait was, has not bean 
woertaiued, aa the case is Tiot a reported one. Bat it is 
plain that, if socceHfnl to any extent, the yietorj of Sir 
James would not be to his ciedit. The id« of calKug an 
olA man of eighty to an aooount, — aa if his intromianons 
had been a thing of yesterday,— when the lapse of time 
moit hare made it difficult to Tooch or instmct every 
item, doee not coeate a faTonnble im[«e«ioa in faToor of 
Sir Jamea, who evidently took advantage of the death of 
hia father, the original client, — to whoae oath Hylne might 
have made a raferenoe, had he been in existence, and had 
disputed the acoooirtB. 

Notwithstanding his profeamonal aTOoatioiis, Mylne was 
one of Ae most indefatigable eollecton of books, and tnu- 
•criber of ancient writings in bis own hand, that Scotland 
ever produced. In the preface to Cntwfbid'a History of 
Benfrewshire, after mentioning that Hylne "was a pesson 
well known to be indefatigable in the atndiee of Scots 
antiquitiea," be acknowledges "the obligationa he was 
under to him tor allowing him acceea to hia vast colleotion 
from the pablio recorda." Of hia industry, his innnroerable 
note books, writt«i both carefully and oloody, bear am^a 
testimony. 

Hia H3S. after hia demise were, with hia libtvy, diaperaed 
trrta the country, and even now booka with hia well-known 
antograpb tnni np in the moat remote plaoea in Great 
Britain. Borne of the Faequila here printed woe procured 
from Aberdeen: a valuable MS. of satires entirely holognifdi 
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WW faoof^ in Loudon for ibe Abbotafoid Club, bat wm 
•abwqnsDtl; kmt, hancg beoi imprndenU; lent to cms of 
dia memben, upon wboie death no tnce of the volume ooidd 
be foond. Hi* ocdleetioD of f ogitJTe piecw of the time ma 
iiiuir^l«L One mbaII 4ta Tolmue containing twenty of tiie 
nreat Uw& letter timcta was aoiiie twen^-fiTS yean ago pur- 
chaaedataialeooDnBtiiigohieflf of lawboc^B. OneoftbeM 
waa Mt uniqiia ecBtion of Bobiu Goodfallow, differentfrom tha 
onea in the Bridgevater and Daniel oollactioiu. Biacanfollf 
preaerred ooUectitHia of Broadaidaa, Tene, and proae, now 
brc^en vp, oogfat to have been dqtaaited in the Advocate'a 
Library, where there ja a manmcript capj el a catalogw 
of hia printed bocAa. During tJia earlj part of last 
oantnrj, then wcce aold in Edinburgh k peat many rain- 
able ooUectiona of boc^ belimgiiig to membenof theFaculty, 
then highly educated gentleman, but no Libnwy until that 
ai George FattMi, at the otKnmenoecuMit of thia century, ever 
oonld be put in ooi^titioD for laie booka and mannaciipta 
of every kind, with the one fonned by " Btriiwt Hylme, 
wryter in Edinburgh," and diqioaed of by auction after

Some ACconn of the Reverend John Govean, MiNrsTER 

OF Mdckart, father-in-law of Robert Htlhe.* 

Hr Qorean died of a fever in the month of Jane 1656, at 

Edinburgh, to which dtj he bad been coqjpelled to go, in 

order that some disputes he had with his heritors as to 

repayment of certain enms of money expoided by him in 

building the manse, mitj^t be brought to an issue, and was 

biuied " in the Henderson's alley, in the Gray Frian 

Cborch-yard of this city, having discharged the pastoral 

office in the said paroch of Huckart, the space of IS yeara 

aad a month, most faithfully, with good Buccen andappro- 

bation, the integrity and probify of his life being unsullied." 

" He was (oontinaes his grandson) a man of sharp witt 

and cftndid mind, opright life, prudent cooncill, and sweet 

behariour. He had an excellent command of the peo, and

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could h&ve wtole most of the ftpproveu hAada in Euioi4 
ftdminUy fine ; u likewAyw he wu exqniaite in ■^unhing

would bare gone bejond him in the art, aad bnng of a 
gentle and pleaflamt eonveiBation, wu oonrtod and tewmxded 
b J the beat quality and gentrie in tiie nation, to write thar 
borebreifea, which be did on parchment <»' Tdlum, ntoatlf 
perfonned with shell gold, which made a glorious appearwice. 
Be bIbo wrote aeTeral coppiet of the Covenant rerj fine.

Hauy rare piecea of hia handj- 
work are extant. In short, he was endowed with all the 
gifts of nature and grace; and being (as God would have It) 
called oat of this world when but a young man, this loss waa 
r^rated by all good and ingenious men." 

Mr Govean took to wife, anno 1 646, Helen, (who stnrived 
him) daughter to Mr Andrew Rind, minister at TnlUcnltrie, 
by Anna Geddie hi« spouse, and by this marriage had two 
sons, John and Patrick, and two daughters, Anne and Bar- 
bara. His widow married her own couaiii-german, Hr 
Patrick Geddie. 

The following " Hemotable " LioM to the memory of Mr 
John Qovean, are the oompoeition of his grandcluld, Robert 
Mylne, innnH". 

He was a man that always os'd to fly 

Upon the wings of true solidity ; 

Was always active, for he BtUl inclined 

His thoughts to goodness, holy was his mind ; 

He was oompleat and rich in eveiy part ; 

His tongue was never toaytour to his heart;

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LETTER FROM A GENTLEMAN IN EDINBURGH TO 
A RELATIVE IN THE COUNTRY, GIVING AN 
ACCOUNT OF SOME PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
GENERAL ASi^EMBLY. 

EsiN. Ocl. the SQth 1E90. 
All the news I can write to you is about the General 
Assembly which are pleasant and diverting enoogh. On 
TnaBday , hj a vot« of tiie House, they gave a call to Mr 
Campbell, but gave him time to consider until Lambas next. 
Rule is to t«Bch the oonrupt yo\itii in the meantime in the 
way 68 of godliness. On Wedneedaj there wu a great deal 
of bntdnees done, for the Assembly aat both afternoon and 
forenoon. In the forenoon Hr Gabriel 3emple was, by a 
vote, made minister at Jedburgli. Mr Gabriel GunaiDghame 
said, that before the vote past, it was fit to pray that they 
might drown the noise, since there was a great gabble 
amongst the brethren. The motion was obeyed, and a 
prayer bended np, wbicb Uiey nae to do when there's a great 
dinn in the House. Eidcton' was angry at tiie motion, and 
said, wliat needed all that fod praying, for it was never 
before the custom. Then six orertaies were read. The 
first was tliat the Confession of Faith should be snbecribed 
(thats taught and believed) by all ministers. 2. That they 
should take Papist bairns from them, and breed them Pres- 
byterians; some would likewise have added Quakers and 
Prelatioal Atheist's sons. 3. That the Communion and 
Baptisme should not be administered in private, aoeording 
to an Act of the General Assemblies, which Act being read 
it was against all the 5 Articles of Perth. Rule said these

That Bohoolmaateis, chap- 
laiDB, and pedagogues ahould be men apprortti \tj the 
Prdebjtei7. 6. That none should tniTall or Mil ob tite 
Sabbath day. These articles were referred to the Conmiittee 
to make acts on them, and then to paaa in fuU AMemb^. 
Afternoon tfaey read two canting lett«ra, tbe one to dieir 
old brethren abroad, the other to their jonng breUuroi. 
Some of tiioee brethren whom thej named were dead, and 
otbera in the King of France's prison. Aft«r thia, thej 
deposed Mr M'Kenzie of Kirkliston, with a great pomp in 
a manner against the Conunigeioner's mind. This day they 
have ordained 1 old men and 12 expectants to goe to offer 
the Goepel to Angus, (as their own wonhi are) and also 3 
old men and 11 joung men are to goe to Orknsy and to 
iiie Isles to conrert these men. There are a great many 
other little debates which I cannot now write ; but I shall 
keep them on record. Grame is also superseded at de- 
prived for giving a pan to a Calso man, which Heas Jo.

" Hay it please jour Holiness. The English are extremely 
diTided in their affections and interests, and give way to 
the Church of Home, not out of any z«al which they have 
for her, but the intestine jars and diasensbns und^ vhich 
tbey labour, divert their minds from their danger in genenl, 
and aDow them to fear nothing bat from each other. 1 take 
upon me to say, that though I cannot affirm I have intro- 
duced the Roman Catholic tra&, I hare gone some length 
in working op an imjdicit regard to the word Church, with- 
out affixing any certain idea to it, and pursuing it with the 
utmost heat and rage, without eiamining into Ihe truth or 
merit of the cause before them.' 

" The injured Prince, my master, who baa your Holiness's 
perminion to recover the poseession of his dominions by the 
extirpation of heretics, who expelled him when an infant, has 
ordered me to omit no occasion of representing the state of 
those his apostate tetritories to your UoUaeas ; and that the 
nation is reduced and perplexed into the mistake of words ior 
tilings, and persons for opinions. There remains no more 
but to keep np this mistake, for which there is abundant 
ooeaaon from their own hatred and animceit; to each othcT. 
My master. Sir, thongh he may be driven out of the terri* 
toriw of France, may have the formidable Duke of T.orwn 
for bis friend and patron, and favourable conjmictures may 
arise, whereby all the heretical interests in Great Britain may 
be impaired and brought low. Thereiaagrowingpartycalled 
the New Converts, from whom everything is to be expected. 
Hey pretend not to new light, miracles, or eanctit?, but 
elude the force of all principles, by having no principles 
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"It each kind of menBhoaldererget into any credit, they 
who an tuldicted to no person* or principle may take out 
of tlie abaadouod of all profeedona, proper aixoarpliem to
